Lrn'LE  did  the  Editor  think,  when  penning  words  of 
camion  to  watch  and  pray,  primed  in  our  issueof  April 
I,  nnder  the  caption,  "  Lest  Ye  Enter  into  Temptaiion," 
tliat  tliey  were  so  soon  to  prove  so  necessftf)'  and  timely  ns 
they  have  since  proved. 

Tlie  story  we  liere  relate  is  a-  sad  one;  btit  it  seems  duty 
to  tell  it  in  detail,  tsecause  those  most  concerned  were  in- 
troduced to  our  readers  and  fret^uently  mentioned  in  tliene 
columns  in  warmest  terms  of  brotherly  regard.  It  is  proper 
now,  tlierefore,  tliat  you  Bhould  know  of  their  defleftion. 
Tills  painful  story  we  have  published  separate  from  our 
regLiIiir  issues,  that  if  possible  only  the  elder,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  sfeadfdii,  readers  of  the  Watch  Tower  may  Viiow 
of  it,  lest  others — "  babes  " — mi^ht  be  "  stumbled." 

Those  who  have  been  readers  of  the  Watch  Towek  for 
several  years,  ii^ell  know  that  on  the  strength  of  the  words 
of  our  Lord  and  the  Pronl>tt<i  and  A]wstlo^  (  Dan,  i;  :]o  ; 
I'sa.  (>! :;  ;  1  Cor.  3:13;  M.itl.  13:41)  wu  Iiuvl'  Itecii  c.\- 
pe<fting  "siftings"  and  "stumblings"  and  t)ie  "  falliiig  "  of 
many  in  this  "evil  day."  Sucii,  therefore,  like  ourselves, 
will  not  b«-so  greatly  surprised  at  the  fa^s,  althoiij^h  like 
ourselves  they  may  well  be  snrprised,  each  time,  to  know 
mho  stumbles  and  over  wli;it.  Unsuspicious  hearts  are  al- 
ways surprised  ;  and  the  best  and  purest  hearth  are  generrLl- 
ly  unsuspicious. 
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4     '  A   Compiracy 

To  prepare  ihe  reader  for  what  follows,  \k  is  proper  to 
state  tfiat  tht'  eempiracy  of  whicii  it  is  our  utipieasam  (nsk 
to  leU  ymi,  and  of  wliieli  ihe  Editor  was  made  the  siibjci5t, 
resembled  mote  the  betrayal  of  our  dear  Master  (as  some 
of  the  friends  here  remarked)  than  anything  else  !o  which 
we  can  compare  it.  We  had  no  suspicion  of  it  whatever, 
until  five  days  before,  and  only  since  have  Learned  t'lat  it 
hnd  been  gradually  forming  for  tlie  past  two  years;  that  it 
had  been  ex])e<aed  lo  ■"explode"  tbe  matter  like  "a  bomb, and 
blow[cJear?]  Brother  Russell  and  this  work  sViy-higb  "  at 
the  Spring  Meeting  a  ycarag-o,  and  by  tbns  breaking  his  in- 
fliienec  Co  gex/me  from  what  tliey  call  "bandage  to  Brother 
Russell,"  and  force  ojien  to  their  own  uses  and  abuses  the 
columns  of  ZiON's  Watch  Tower,  which  ihey  claim  a  rigiu 
to  cotnniand  ; — becanse  it  is  Zion' i  Watch  Tower,  tind 
they  are  members  of  Zion. 

They  were  gteatSy  disappointed,  it  apjiears,  wlien  that 
rnecting  was  abaL^doned  in  favor  of  the  Chicago  Conven- 
tion l?ter,  but  declared  that  the  "bomb  "  would  "  explode 
in  less  than  eighteen  months  "—rererring  doubtless  lo  the 
expelled  Memorial  meeting  this  Spring.  But  Providence 
again  foiled  the  scheme  by  leading  us  unwittingly  to  decide 
not  to  call  such  a  meeting  this  year.  We  Icnew  at  the  time 
that  they  were  greatly  disappointed,  for  they  said  so  ;  bnt 
we  bad  no  idea  that  they  liad  such  mnrderoiis  plans  and 
liearts.  Weust  tit? word  "mnrderous"  advisedly, because  we 
esteem  that  to  kill  the  cltarafter  and  influence  of  a  man  is 
a  baKer  nrni-der  than  to  kill  his  body  merely,  and  that  tlie 
mirrder  of  the  characler  of  one  the  least  of  God's  children 
is  worse  in  tbe  sight  of  God  than  the  physical  mnrder  of  a 
worldly  man,  (See  Matt.  i8:lj;  i  John  3:15.}  Perhaps 
few  realise  tbis  matter -w;  but  we  submit  that  it  istbecorreiS 
view,  as  shown  by  the  foregoiuE  Scriptures.  If  all  could  get 
this  true  view  of  the  matter,  they  would  see  the  importance  of 
the  Apostle's  words— Let  all'  evil  speaking,  backbiting. 
Blander,  malice,  envy,  strife,  be  put  away  from  yon,  as  be- 
Cometh  saints. — Kph.  4:31 ;  Col,  ^■^iS-io. 

About  January  '93,  when  they  still  eNpcftcd  tbe  fiprinf; 
Meciii^g  to  be  held  that  year,  they  began  preparing  for  it, 
by  hints  and  sui^gestions,  privately  given,  that  M)ere  was 
something  grievously  wrong  with  iJrotlier  RtisscU's  business 
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chjirafier  and  methods.  This  was  ex])c6lcd  to  tindemiinc 
the  confidence  of  the  flock  here  and  to  prepare  them  to  be- 
lieve tile  "  bomb,"  when  exjjloded  at  the  time  of  the  Con- 
vention, when  representatives  of  the  truth  from  ail  over  Lhy 
country  would  be  here.  Of  course  this  wax  done  with  niany 
protestations  of  deep  sorrow  for  "  poor  Brother  Russell "'  — 
itaiAiug  being  stated  jiositively,  but  evtrythiiig  bad  being 
hinted.  My  friends  would  have  brought  the  matter  lo  my 
attention  at  once,  but  of  course  were  cliRidcnt  about  in- 
quiring into  my  personal  affairs  and  business, — ^especially  as 
tbey  Itttew  nothing  definitely  to  inquire  about.  At  last, 
however,  1  got  some  idea  thai  "  some  ugly  rumors  "  were 
afloat,  and  at  once  called  together  about  forty  of  the  prin- 
ciple brethren  and  sisters  of  the  congregation  here,  includ- 
ing those  whose  names  seemed  ID  be  associated  with  tlie  "ugly 
rumors," — whicli  were  some  of  these  who,  we  now  find, 
were  even  then  conspirators.  We  stated  the  case,  a»d  re- 
quested and  Urged  that  any  and  every  thing  kuowii  be  told 
to  us  all,  so  that  if  any  misunderstanding  had  occurred  it 
coidd  be  Set  straight  at  once;  for  I  assured  thciii  that  there 
could  be  no  real  foundation  to  any  rumors,  my  busiijess 
career,  like  my  religious  course,  being  straightforward  and 
based  en  principles  of  justice  and  truth.  All  denied  any 
kii(ru>Udgr  of  anything  derogatory  to  my  character,  and 
went  away  satisfied,  except  the  conspirators,  One  of  whom, 
(Mrs.  Zech)  I  n<rw  leafn,  wliile  speaking  fairly  to  my  face 
and  seemingiy  joining  with  the  others,  remarked  privately, 
afterward,  "/  iau!d  hax>e  turned  the  entire  cmim  of  that 
mreting  if  J  fia/i  ^/iwef>,"~- referring  evjdejiliy  to  the 
"  bomb  "  which  it  bad  been  decided  ^hvvld  bf  kfpf,-~-^o  be 
exploded  at  the  cxi^eftcd  Memorial  Convention  of  '54, 

At  the  said  meeting  at  my  home,  I  gave  a  little  resume 
of  my  business  affairs,  protesting,  however,  that  I  did  SO 
only  for  their  and  the  trutii's  sake,  and  that  my  business 
affairs  had  as  tnuch  right  to  privacy  as  those  of  any  one  etse  ; 
and  so  1-here  prtjtest  again,  but,  later  on,  will  go  into  de- 
tails,— only  for  the  Siike  of  hindering  God's  "  little  ones  " 
from  bviiug  "  stumbled  "  by  tlie  falM;  statcmeius  whicli  ii;ivL- 
iilrcjuiy  ln-en  circnhiied  privaicly,  Ity  leiier,  and  ai  liie 
Chicago  Conveuiinti  last  hmuuter,  and  now,  wiihin  the  j>iist 
feiv  days,  in  print  (tlie  oral  '•  bomb"  jirojciSl  having  fiiilcd). 
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Tlie  vciiomoiis  circular  rcce^iily  issued  by  O.  von  Zeeh,  E- 
Bryan,  J.  B,  Adamsor;  and  S-  D.  Rogers  is  no«'  to  he  tlic 
"  iioinb  "  designed  to  deslroy  confidence  in  Itrothtr  Russell 
(wImhii  Providence  has  made  to  sonic  extent  ah  UL>def— ilicp- 
lierd  to  the  Lord's  slieep),  ciud  Oius  to  shaiier  the  work 
— in  order  that  the  coivsjjir;itors  may  yatiicr  some  of  the 
wreckage  ;  for  ahe.T.dv  they  have  a  jicw  paper  under  way. 

So  much  for  the  coTispiracy,  of  which  we  were  in  igno- 
rance until  a  few  days  ago,  Meanwhile,  the  conspirators  were 
.fair  to  my  face  and  spoke  endearing  words,  as  will  be  shown 
later  on  in  this  case  by  some  of  their  letleis  to  myself  and 
wife,  wriueii  during  the  very  time  they  were  coricoiling 
their  scheme  and  keepivg  their  "bomb,"  ftJe^mvhile,  we 
were  their  simere  frieiids,  and  all  but  one  of  tlieiii  has 
shared  ihc  hospitality  of  our  home  within  the  last  tliree 
months.  Yes,  at  the  very  time  that  they  were  /rr/an'ng 
the  circular,  designed  to  Assassinate  my  charatfter,  one  of 
them,  in  the  presence  of  a  dozen  bretlircn,  offered  me  his 
hand,  as  Judas  kissed  the  Master.  But  by  thai  time,  al- 
though 1  knew  much  less  thi^n  I  now  do. of  his  j^erfidy,  1 
knew  hiin  to  be  my  slanderer  and  refused  his  hand,  telling 
him  that  the  rif^Ut  hand  of  fellowsliip  7/irnn/  something  to 
me,  and  that  I  hfid  no  desire  10  give  it  to  those  who  stealth- 
ily and  murderously  stabbed  my  charadter  behind  my  back, 

But  now  for  the  dct:iils  of  the  matter  ;~ 

To  give  a  connedled  view  of  the  things  which  have  trans- 
pired here  lately,  we  must  recall  to  the  Tower  readers  the 
facisstated  in  our  issue  of  April  i,  under  the  caption — '*  The 
Work  tn  England:"  (And  we  assure  you  that  every  word 
of  it  is  strifftly  corre<f^  ;  and  that  the  figures  given,  as  show- 
ing the  funds'of  the  TracTc  Society  supplied  in  books  for 
Brother  Rogers'  expenses,  are  mi  after  dedu-aing  all  niioney 
received  front  him  and  all  books  transferred  lo  other  col|>ort- 
eurs  in  England  and  all  book.s  now  stored  there.  These 
figures,  liowever,  indude  books  snjDplied  to  Bro.  Rogers 
in  the  U.  S,  bt^fore  he  started  for  England,  from  the  proceeds 
of  ivhrch  his  expenses  there  were  to  be  paid.  It  should  be 
nciteti.  too,  that  ^ve^lntL■in  thc'lttWKi!  thL'immnui  nf  inoiiey 
Hro.  Ro'-ers  «oiihl  have  received  for  the  Ixiuks  at  "r^fcnV." 
We  thns^'pariicTiliiri/.e because  he,  in  an  anibignous  manner, 
Lh-iiics  tliw  statement.) 
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We  heard  Bro.  Rogere"  proposed  mendicant  ))lan  in  the 
presence  of  our  office  a-ssistants  (who  with  ourselves  con- 
titute  our  household),  until  Bro-  Rogers  said  that  he  had 
told  us  all  about  it  and  "could  think  of  nollung  more    o 
explain  "     As  before  stated,  wt  assured  him  that  uc  could 
not  think  of  adopting  his  plan  and  discarding  the  success- 
ful one  now  in  operation,  but  urged  Inm  to  try  .t  himself 
if  he  felt  sure  that  it  was  the  Lord's  wdl  concenung  him. 
He  replied  that  we  were  "rfj^aing  the  L^rd  i  m^isa^t, 
etc      fVVe  learn  since  that  he  no  longer  relies  for  leading 
upon  the  Word  of  the  Lord  and  hi*^  providences  in  answer 
to  prayer,  but  that,  instead,  he  sits  down  and  thinks  by  the 
hour— as  he  did  duririg  his  stay  at  our  home-and  believes 
that  the  Lord  thus  reveals  things  to  hiw-     Alas  ]  how  many 
b.ive  been  misled  bv  this  and  similar  nu^iapprehensiot^s,  and 
to  the  neelea  of  the  Word  of  God,  which  ,s -abk  to  n.ake 
wise  unto  salvatior.,"  and  through  wh-ch  the  man  of  God 
may  be  thoroughly  furnished  unto  every  good  work.  {^  V  mu 
viVi"  :>     Just  MThat  bad  condition  of  heart  lies  at  the 
bottom  of  such  a  course  we  may  oot  be  able  to  discern,  but 
it  seems  generally  to  be  spiritual  vanity)  . 

This  was  Monday  evening;  the  next  two  days  he  visited 
considerably  with  Bro,  Zech.     We  know  not  what  i>assed 
Stween  them  excet>t  .hat  by  Wednesday  right  their  causes 
were  one  I  Bro.  Zech  evidently  appreciating  the  i6^  of 
-laki»s  tht  moi»y  from  the  fish's  mouth-       If  Bjo.  Zed 
thus  embraced  Bro.  Roge.^'  cause  it  w^  but  Tiatnral  that 
Bro.  Rogers  should  fall  in  with  Bro.  Zech's '' grtevances. 
and  they  strengtheQcd  each  other's  hands  and  hearts  in  evil. 
We  «ince  learn  that  on  the  Saturday  evening  previous  one 
of  Bro.  Zech's  family,  Paul  K^titi,  visited  Bro.  Erlenmycr 
fwhom  he  had  previouslv  tried  to  poison  against  me)  and 
in  cn-eat  glee  said.  We  have  Bryan  and  Adamson  and  now 
here  is  Roge"  ^l  t^^  ^^  ^"^^"^  England-    It  seems  ^  i    the 
I^rd  smt  him  at  this  time.     That  makes  four,  and^  there 
arc  a  lot  more,      jnst  wait,  somethi»g  terrible  is  going   to 
haTipen      And  Ero.  and  Sister  Zech  and  Paul  ktctiiz  were 
■U  his  house  3  week    previo.is  and  stayed  until  midnight 
talkine  al>o»l  Bro.  Russell  and  a  coming  caiasiroiihc,    1  !iey 
cave  Bro,  Russell  a  black  characler,  and  Bro.  Zech  said  he 
was  going  to  tell  all  to  the  CongregatioTi,  soon-    Eio.  E. 
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saidf  Why  not  talk  the  matter  over  with  Bro.  Russell?  He 
replied,  It  is  no  use^  hi;  would  explain  everytlilng  iiwayj 
— the  congregation  ought  to  know  these  rotten  tilings. 
Bro.  E.  was  much  distressed  and  waited  in  feit  far  the 
"boiling  pot"  to  "  boil  over." 

To  ttait  the  niatier,  Uro.  Rogers,  Bro.  and  Sister  Zech 
and  Bro.  Paul  Kcttitz  attended  one  of  the  six  Wednes- 
day Evening  Prayer  and  Testhnony  Meetings,  held  for 
nearly  a  year  in  tliis  vicinity.  There,  in  the  absence  of 
Bro.  kusseli,  those  meetings  were  denounced,  and  Bro. Rus- 
sell, for  his  connexion  with  their  institution,  was  denounced 
as  a"  pop?,"  etc.  The  leader  of  Che  meeting  in  vain  called 
for  order  and  told  them  tha.t  the  meeting  was  for  the  [lur- 
pose  of  divine  worship  and  praise,  and  for  mutual  asiiistaiice 
in  spiritual  development.  Mrs.  Russell  was  present  ajid  re- 
proved both  the  interru[>tion  and  the  unkind  spirii  mani- 
fested. She  pointed  out  that  while  the  meetings  were  sug- 
gested and  recommended  by  nie,  the  matter  was  left  to  the 
congregation,  neatly  all  of  wiiich  liad  taken  up  with  the 
suggestion  and  voted  to  have  the  meetings — not  for  doftri- 
nal  discussions,  etCj  but  solely  snd  only  for  worship  and 
spiritual  upbuilding. 

She  pointed  out,  also,  that  none  were  in  any  sense  forced 
to  attend  ;  and  that  those  who  did  not  care  for  praye:  and 
conference  in  harmony  with  the  objenft  of  the  meetings 
should  stay  away  and  give  to  the  others  who  did  so  desire, 
proper  liberty  to  worship  God  as  they  pleased.  She  pointed 
out,  too,  that  there  are  many  meetfngs  at  which  dodtrinal 
subjei£t3,etc.,areconsidered.  Sheshowed  plainlythatwhile 
Bro.  Russell's  course  contained  nothing  like  a  popish  disre- 
gard of  the  wishes  of  others,  the  course  of  Bro,  Rogers,  in 
coming  from  England  to  force  his  ideas  upon  Bro.  Russell, 
and  now  the  course  of  all  these  in  interrupting  the  worship 
of  others,  wasdccidedly  popish,  if  indeed  i:  were  not  worse 
than  popish.  Finally  the  discontents  withdrew;  Bro. 
Roeers  staying  that  night  at  Bro.  Zech's. 

But  I  was  unsuspicious  all  the  while  and  lost  the 
morning  of  that  very  day  from  the  Lord's  work  (Dawn, 
Vol.  IV. 3  to  cnlledl:  money  to  make  good  my  check  of 
J700,  given  to  Bro,  Ztc\\  the  afternoon  before  to  keep  his 
note  from  going  to  protest.     The  next  day  Bro.  Rogers 


returned  to  our  house  for  another  conference  (at  which 
the  entire  family  was  present  and  which  occupied  the  whole 
morning),  and  remained  for  dinner.  After  dinner  he  said 
be  was  going  to  Zech's  but  would  be  back  for  tea ;  but  we 
told  him  ihalas  he  had  been  ten  days  at  our  home  interrupt- 
ing important  work,  and  as  Bro.  Zech  with  whom  be  was 
more  in  harmony  had  made  him  welcome,  we  wouJd  not 
i  n  vi  te  him  to  stop  longcrin  our  home.  He  then  went  to  Bro- 
Zech's  house,  where,  evideiitly,  it  was  decided  that  ^fqw 
wonid  be  the  most  favorable  tirae  to  explode  the  "bomb" 
that  had  been  kept  for  some  eighteen  months.  So  Bro. 
Rogers  was  sent  west,  arranged  with  Bro.  Bryan,  who  was 
to  manipulate  an  assorted  lot  of  grievances  and  damaging 
charges  against  Ero.  Russell,  and  got  Bro.  Adamson  in- 
to line; — who,  it  seems,  had  sorae pr^maus  knowledge  of 
the  conspiracy.  Brother  Adamson  had  a  grievance  rela- 
tive to  his  tra^,  as  will  be  explained  further  on  ;  and  be- 
ing one  of  the  older  colporteurs,  tt  wss  hoped  that  his 
name  would  add  to  the  destrudiive  force  of  the  coming 
"explosion,"  They  had  seeo  Bro-  Russell  pass  through 
trying  experiences  with  '^' false  brethren  "  before,  for  God 
and  truth  were  on  his  side;  but  never  before  had  they 
seen  Buch  a  combination  against  him;  and  they  encour- 
aged themselves  that  naw  Ero.  Russell  would  be  humbled 
in  the  dust,  and  ihcy  would  profit  thereby. 

THE   CONSPIRACY   CULMINATES. 

Accordingly >  they — Rogers,  Adamson  and  Bryan  — 
gathered  at  Bro.  Zech's  home,  and  with  him  and  his  fam- 
ily, sent  out,  on  Wednesday,  April  4,  special  letters  to  the 
Church  at  Allegheny,  inviting  them  to  gather  at  Bro. 
Zech's  house  the  next  evening  to  hear  matters  of  import- 
ance, etc.,' — meaning  the  "  bomb  "  and  smaller  fire  workrs. 

Abodt  forty  or  fifty  of  the  congregation  attended,  all 
of'whom  except  one,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  received  j/tf- 
cia/  invitations  to  be  presept.  As  we  were  not  prescnl, 
we  submit  the  report  of  Bro,  E.  C.  Henninges.  the  Secre- 
ta;ry  of  that  meetitigj  ipeli  known  to  many  of  our  readers. 
It  is»s{o]lows;-^

"  III  response  to  invitations  sent  out,  signed  E-  Bryan, 
S.  D.  Rogers,  ].  B,  Adarason  and  O.  von  Zeth,  rniut'simg 
altmdsnce  at  Bro.  Zvch's  house  on  April  5,  at  7  130  p.  -m., 
to  hear  'things  concerning  our  highest  welfare,'  aboui 
forty  of  the  Church  at  Allegheny  attended.  Finding  on  ■ 
arrival  thai  it  was  to  be  a  congregational  meeting  at  which 
some  kind  of  charges  were  to  be  preferred  against  Eto. 
Russell,  a  Chairman  and  Secretary  were  called  for  by 
those  in  attendance,  ihat  whatever  was  done  might  be 
'done  decently  and  in  order;'  besides  which,  it  3et;rr.ed 
proper  that  if  the  Congregation  were  to  '  hear '  the  com- 
plaints, it  implied  thst  ihcy  were  to  render  their  judgmeiU 
or  verdidt,  and  all  this  r^equired  proper  order  and  a  con- 
gregational head  or  chairman  lo  the  meeting  ajid  an  author- 
ized record.  And  further,  some  present  who  had  knowledge 
of  Bro.  Russell's  past  experiences  with  Eros,  Zech,  Bryan 
and  Rogers,  foresaw  that  it  would  be  most  unjust  to  have 
the  self-constituted  impeaching  committee  appoint  one  of 
their  own  number  to  manage  the  iriaU  as  they  insisted  on 
doing,  and  at  the  same  time  call  it  a  ^(7/i;f»-c^fl/j"onfl/ meeting. 
After  nearly  an  hour  had  been  spent  in  trying  to  get  the 
congregation  to  «it  quietly  and  hear  their  best  frie-nd  tra- 
duced, without  any  power  to  properly  inquire  into  fn&.$, 
etc.,  the  totJT  complainants  were  overruled  by  t)ie  congre- 
gation, and  BrO.  H,  C,  Wolf  was  chosen  Ciia.irm3n,  and 
myself  Secretary,  of  the  meeting, 

"Bro,  Bryan  was  first  introduced, but  became, under  some 
interruption,  so  excited,  disorderly  and  rebellious  that  he 
grievously  insulted  the  congregation  by  saying,  '  I  refuse 
to  recognize  the  authority  of  the  Chair,'  It  was  prompt- 
ly moved  and  seconded  that  we  hear  Bro.  Bryan  no  further; 
but  an  amendment,  giving  him  the  alternative  of  apology 
or  disraissal  was  carried.  On  bis  dec]aratio7i  that  he  had 
'no  thought  of  apology,'  he  was  dropped,  after  having 
occupied  fhe  (loor  for  about  fifteen  miTiutcs. 

"  Bro.  Rogers  had  \hi  next  opportunity,  and  spoke  for 
nearty  two  hours.  He  pave  a  resume  of  his  plan,  which 
several  of  "S  had  heard  before  at  Bro.  Russell's  house,  a 
report  of  which  was  given  in  Zjon's  Watch  Tower  of 
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Aprj!  I,  "94,  under  the  heading,  'The  Work  in  England.' 
At  Bro.  Russell's  he  said  he  had  not  yet  tried  his  new 
method.  At  Bro.  Zedi's  he  declared  thai  he  'had 
tried  this  method  largely  in  London,'  and  it  was  '  very 
succtssfttl.'  He  stated,  as  grievances,  four  ways  in  which 
he  claimed  Bro.  Russell  had  injured  him.  (i)  By  point- 
ing o«t  that  the  printed  page  is  the  best  way  to  preach  the 
Gospel,  (a)  On  account  of  this  he  got  the  feeJing  that 
he  must  sell  so  many  boolts  per  day  to  pay  expenses 
and  this  kept  hira  from  trusting  the  Lord.  These  two 
things  kept  him  in  a  great  bondage  which  he  had  felt,  but 
the  cause  of  which  he  had  only  lately  realized.  (3)  By 
telling  him_  that  he  had  'no  talent'  for  public  speaking, 
(4)  By  advising  him  to  change  his  London  meeting  to 
one  ill  Bible-^ltes  style.  This  last  he  regards  as  an  '  as- 
sumption  of  control  of  my  privileges.' 

"Bro.  Zech  spoke  at  odd  times  against  Bro.  Russell  in 
genera]  terms,  to  the  effcd  that  Bro.  Russell  had  too  much 
authority  and  lack  of  love  for  the  brethren;  aiso  'Bro. 
Russell  does  jfT-^cr/j/Kj-/  and,  if  you  do  not  want  to  hear  it, 
you  are  partaker  of  his  sins.'  Twelve  o'clock,  midnight, 
came  without  Bro.  Adamson  having  had  his  say  cx.cep:  in 
the  opening  prayer,  in  which  he  thanked  God  for  having 
the  privilege  of  sharing  in  '  this  great  reform  movenient' 
for  liberty  and  equality  amongst  the  brethren. 

'•Upon  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned,  whileBro.  Bry- 
an shouted  that  they  would  be  heard  from  fully  in  a  few 
days — that  a  hall  would  be  rented  where  they  [the  fourl 
could  have  matters  all  their  own  way,  and  thai  it  would 
not  be  called  as  a  congregational  meeting  and  that  Uhis 
thing  wilt  not  dgwn;  we  will  print  it  and  publish  it  10  all 
the  world,'  etc,

After  the  meeting  had  dismissed,  a  few  were  invited  to 
stay  longer,  and  did  stay  irntjl  four  o'clock  a  v  Then 
were  detailed  the  other  matters,  and  through  some  who 
were  there  we  finally  got  To  know  about  the  "  bombs  "  etc 
When  asked  if  they  had  gone  to  Brother  Russell  and  asked 
whether  he  could  or  would  gwe  them  an  explanation  thev 
replied  that  some  of  the  minor  charges  had  been  presented 
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and  that  "he  had  txpiaiiicd  thtm  azvny;"  but  they  had 
never  mentioned  the  two  leading  items  (the  "bombs" 
which  they  hnd  been  keeping  Tor  eighteen  tnODths). 
"When  asked  why  tliey  had  not  presented  those  leading 
matiers  to  Kro.  Rtisselt  they  replied, — We  knew  before- 
hand that  Bro.  K.usse!l  could  answer  them,  and  explain 
them  all  away.  "And  so,"  said  the  inquirer,  "  you  thus 
confess  that  you  did  not  jirtTfii  an  exptanaiion,  bm  wanted 
to  slander  Ero.  Russell." 

THE   CONSPIRACY   EXPOSED. 

The  next  Sunday  aflerriioon,  after  the  discourse,  strang- 
ers were  dismissed  during  the  singing  of  a  hymn  and  ihe 
regular  corigregation  was  requesied  lo  tany.  To  those 
who  remained  we  gave  a  full  history  of  the  matter,  in  sub- 
stance as  we  now  present  it  below :  — 

The  conspiracy  wliich  reached  a  head  on  Thursday  even- 
ing April  5,  at  the  residence  of  Bro.  and  Sister  7-ech  was  a 
surprise  to  us  all ;  and  although  we  now  find  that  it  had 
been  forrning  for  nearly  two  years,  yel,  so  far  as  we  can 
learn,  Btos.  Adamson  and  Rogers  had  nothing  to  do  with 
it  until  within  the  past  few  weeks,  although  the  former 
had  co.isiderable  information  respefting  it.  But  their 
readiness  to  become  participanis  therein  speaks  for  their 
hearts  much  of  the  same  "  gall  of  bitierness"  which  lias 
for  a  longer  period  been  the  power  of  Satan  working  in 
the  others; — For  we  cannot  but  believe  that  Satan  has  been 
the  moving  and  inspiring  conspiraior^ — moving  to  envy, 
jealousy,  etc.,  and  now,  finally,  to  an  attempt  to  assassinate 
my  character  and  thus  to  greatly  injure  the  cause  which, 
under  God's  providence,  I  repieseni  to  a  considerable 
depree. 

When  I  shall  now  relate  to  you  in  detail  the  charges 
brought  against  me,  you  will  indeed  he  surprised  that 
"brethren  "  could  be  so  confused  bv  Satan  as  to  become 
his  tools  and  to  attempt  to  make  fA/ir^fj  and^^om^j" 
OUT  or  soTHrNG.  I  am  nor  surprised  at  Salan  ;  for  I  well 
know  that  he  has  long  son^ht  occasion  apainst  n-e,  because 
of  my  nctivilv  as^ain-it  him  and  his  works  and  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  T^ord.  He  has  repeatedly  set  for  me  pitfall'; 
itnd  snares,  but  by  the  grace  of  God  I  escaped  them.     I 
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am  not  surprised,  therefore^  that  after  besetting  roe  for 
years  and  finding  no  real  iharges  to  bring  against  me,  the 
great  Accuser  01  the  Brethren  finally  endeavors  to  mis- 
construe virtues  and  make  thera  appear  to  be  vices. 

Born  in  ihiscity  of  Allegheny,  which,  with  the  exception 
of  about  three  years,  has  always  been  my  home,  I  should 
be,  and  am,  well  known  here.  My  religious  views,  of 
course,  make  me  a  mark,  a  target ;  and  on  this  account  if 
anything  were  known  derogatory  to  my  charaifter,  either 
in  morals  or  in  my  busincKS  dealings,  surely  there  are 
thousands  of  tongues  in  Pittsburg  and  Allegheny  that 
would  not  hciititc  to  make  abundaiU  use  ot  them 
to  oppose  my  religious  teachings.  Can  any  one  doubt 
that  if  such  things  could  be  produced,  Satan  would  have 
feund  willing  agents  lo  publish  them  to  the  world  long 
ago,  to  counieraii  the  religious  truths  I  publish,  whicli 
they  oppose,  yet  cannot  gainsay  nor  contradidt? 

But  what  even  the  godless  world  would  not  do,  because 
too  honest,  Satan  now  succeeds  in  getting  some  "  breth- 
ren "  to  attempt.  We  do  not  claim  that  they  realize  what 
they  are  doing  j — no,  we  trust  that  they  do  not  fully  real- 
ize the  atrocity  of  their  crime,  For,  if  they  have  pur- 
sued  their  course  for  eighteen  months  with  a  full  appreci- 
ation of  its  atrocity  there  would  surely  be  little  hope  for 
them.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  of  them  as  of  some  of  old 
it  is  true, — "they  know  not  what  they  do,"  the  gOd  of 
this  world  havitlg  so  thorotighly  blinded  their  moral  Sight. 

Yet  while  hoping  that  sonnetim*  th?y  may  get  fiee  from 
their  captor,  Satan,  wc  cannot  think  that  they  have  got- 
ten into  their  present  dreadful  condition  inadverientlyj  or 
merely  by  error  of  judgment.  If  their  hearts  were  right 
God  would  not  have  permitted  their  poor  judgment  tg  get 
them  into  their  present  plight.  We  fear,  from  the  bad  fruits 
which  they, are  bearing,  that  ambition  and  envy  have  for 
some  tUne  been  "  roots  of  bitterness  "which  only  recently 
blossomed,  and  are  quickly  yielding  the  fruitage  denounced 
in  God's  Word  as  works  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  devil, — 
malice,  haired,  contentions,  envy,  strife,  back-bitings, 
slanders  and  every  evil  work. 

Those  whose  hearts  could  treasure  up  supposed  "  boinbs^ ' 
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for  eighteen  months  to  expEode  in  the  midst  of  the  Church 
and  ruin  the  chara€lei  of  a  brother,  who  meantime  did 
mDretlian  a  brothel's  part  to  them  (as  will  be  shown  later), 
and  who  a-ll  this  time  called  him  "dear  Brother  R-usseil" 
aiifj  wrote  him  letters  expressive  of  their  hvf  and  fsieem 
— these  have  a  depth  of  wickedness  and  deceit  which 
tvould  shock  a  noble-minded  worldly  nuin  not  a  proless- 
ing  Chiisiiasi,  and  ignorant  of  the  gieai  light  of  picsent 
tnith.  Blaspliemoiis  unbeliever  as. lie  is^  we  believe  that 
^t^.  Robert  IngersoU  would  liave  no  sympathy  ivith  such 
ungodly  works  of  darkness  ;-^he  has  enough  of  mavhooii 
to  keep  him  out  of  such  asiiare  of  the  devil, 
BROTHER   ROGER'S   GRIEVANCES. 

Wc  trill  exiimine  ^hese  charges  separately.  We  have 
already  refcTred  to  Satan  as  the  chief  conspirator  nnd  it  is 
not  difficult  lo  judge  of  his  motives,  ^Ve  have  also  men- 
tioned Bro.  iiogers'  grievances — that  he  was  not  allowed 
to  overthrow  the  present  Colporte-ur  work  and  substilule 
his  nciv  preference, 

We  never  forbade  Bro.  Rogers  or  others  to  preach 
Christ  in  any  and  every  •fs.y  they  can.  Quite  to  the  con- 
trary, IS  many  can  testify,  we  have  always  urged  upon  all 
the  necessity  for  watching  for  the  hearing  earSf  and  that 
where  such  are  found  they  do  all  they  can  to  supplement 
Ilie  iiifluenceof  the  ]3awns.  But  we  have  advised,  and  do 
still  advise,  that  it  is  useless  to  get  into  a  wrangle  and  dis- 
pute and  waste  time  af  every  house.  Far  belter  leave  the 
majority  of  people  to  figlit  with  Dawn  and  the  Bihle,  than 
for  the  average  colporteur,  or  indeed  any  one,  to  attempt 
it.  Stir  up  the  curiosity  and  interest  of  the  purchaser, 
So  that  he  will  sUiely  read,  and  then  endeavor  to  waler 
And  to  hairrow  before  going  to  (lie  next  field  of  labor, — has 
been  our  advise  to  all  colporteurs.  And  on  their  Report- 
blanks  we  have  a  space  left,  iu  which  ive  request  that  they 
mention  the  number  of  persons  with  whom  they  have  had 
special  talks,  and  anotiier  blank  in  which  we  request  ihem 
to  state  ho\^"  many  they  have  fonnd  who  seem  to  be  true 
wheat.  Does  this  look  as  though  we  endeavored  merely 
to  see  how  many  Dawn  icould  be  sold,  regardless  of  any 
work  upon  the  heart? 
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furthermore,  several  of  the  Brethren  who  seemed  to  have 
some  ability  for  public  spealtiog,  have  been  supplied  with- 
out charge  with  Jarge  charts  similar  to  the  oue  in  Daiv.v, 
Vol.1,  (whichcost  us  eight  dollars  each,  inquantities),  to 
enable  them  to  preach  when  opportunity  offers.  Eru.  .^daiu- 
son,  one  of  the  conspirators,  has  such  a  chart.  Indeed, 
about  two  months  ago,  we  contrafled  with  :i  piiinler 
in  Pittsburg  Eo  prepare  one  hundred  ctoth  charts.  Tivt 
feet  long,  On  rollers,  suitable  for  parlor-mectittgs.  These 
will  soon  be  ready  and  will  be  supplied  lo  Towf.h  rc£iders 
at  about  One-third  what  they  would  cost  to  get  them  up 
singly.  Tiius  different  little  groups  can  edify  and  iiistruft 
each  other,  as  well  as  their  neighbors.  Ahcsdy  there  are 
two.  and  i  am  now  making  arrangements  for  two  more, 
who  seem  "apt  to  teach,"  to  go  from  place  to  place  and 
hold  meetings,  public  and  private,  chiefly  the  latter.  Do 
these  things  look  likecbjeftions  on  my  parr  to  oral  teach- 
ing? Surely  not;  and  Bro  Rogers  knows  that  he  niisrep- 
resents  nie,  whatever  may  be  his  objeiS  in  so  doing, 

We  do  learo,  however,  since  the  publication  of  the 
arti-cle, — *'  The  work  in  England," — thai  Bro.  Rogers  had 
a  very  poor  plan  for  colporleuring.  Brother  Utley,  to 
■whom  Bro.  Rogers  gave  some  lessons,  writes  that  he  could 
not  conscientiously  adopt  the  plan,  which,  while  successful 
as  to  sales,  really  did  not  make  any  opening  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  truth.  He  describes  the  method  thus:  Rogers 
rings  bell — servant  appears — Rogers  says,  Please  tell  the 
Jady  that  a  rainister  wishes  to  see  her.  Servant  leaves 
him  in  the  hallway  and  he  pushes  on  into  the  parlor.  The 
lady  enters,  somewhat  indignant  at  the  intrusion,  b«t  is 
awed  by  the  words,  *■' I  am  3  minister  of  the  gospel,"  and 
readily  consents  to  her  name  being  entered  for  the  three 
books  to  help  on  some  good  work. 

Sister  Burroughs  writes  on  the  subject  as  follows : 

"A  sister  here  asked  me  if  I  did  not  think  it  would  be 
well  to  let  Bro.  Ryssell  know  how  much  harm  had  been 
done  here  by  Mr.  Rogers  in  his  very  disagreeable  manner 
of  insuUing  those  who  refused  to  buy  'Dawn;'  but  [ 
thought  he  was  in  Englar>d  and  beyond  giving  further 
offense  here,  ao  we  wonld  not  trouble  you,  but  took  him  to 
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the  Lord  in  prayer — that  he  might  be  humtled  and  given 
a  betier  spirit." 

We  can  assure  Bro-  Rogers  and  others  that  the  trouble 
is  not  with  the  colporteur  work,  but  with  his  methods  qI 
doing  it.  Others  are  still  greatly  blessed  in  it,  and  are  a 
great  blessing  to  the  Lord's  hungry  sheep,  preaching  so 
much  of  the  plan  as  the  people  have  ears  to  hear  and  leav- 
ing the  books  to  preach  to  them  many  things  which  they 
would  not  hear  orally.  % 

Another  grievance  was  tliat  when  lie  came  here  from 
England  I  did  not  show  him  special  attention  more  than 
to  others,  by  inviting  him  onto  the  platform,  and  to  speak 
to  the  congregation,  and  to  lead  a  Wednesday  meeting. 

Such  a  complaint  surprised  me  greatly,  but  gave  evi- 
dence of  a  root  of  pride  as  well  as  of  bitterness.  I  fear 
that  I  have  already  pushed  him  forward  too  much,  and  to 
his  injury. 

Recognizing  a// of  the  consecrated  as  Royal  Priests,  it 
has  been  my  custom  to  ignore  distiniflions,  and  when  an- 
other speaks  I  myself  take  a  seat  with  the  congregation. 
Our  congregation  almost  every  Sunday  has  from  two  to 
five  ex-ministers  of  various  denominations  who  at  times 
have  addressed  the  congregation, — in  my  absence. 

BROTHEK  ADAMSON'S  GRIEVANCES. 
Bro.  Adannson's  grievances  may  be  sunimed  up  as  fol- 
lows: He  has  for  some  four  years  held  sotii.e  views  upon 
some  of  the  parables,  which  I  consider  incorre£t  and  miS' 
leading  expositfons.  These  he  brought  forward  at  the 
Spring  Convention  of  1S93.  in  conneiition  with  a  little 
talk  to  thecolporteursaftenhecloseof  the  meeting  proper. 
Seeing  that  those  who  heard  him  had  not  generally  caught 
the  drift  of  his  thoughts,  my  remarks  following  his  were 
few,  because  I  had  no  desire  to  hold  up  his  views  to  ridi- 
cule^for  some  of  them  were  too  childish  to  treat  in  any 
other  manner.  I  merely  remarlted  that  Bro,  A's  views  of 
these  parables,  they  would  notice,  differed  a  little  from 
my  own  view,  which  I  s;tated  in  a  few  words.  But,  said 
I,  since  the  Lord  expounded  only  a  few  of  his  parables, 
and  since  we  know  that  they  do  mt  mean  w/taf  ffny  say. 
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bat  are  figuratJYc,  it  would  not  be  in  order  for  any  one 
to  be  dogmatic  in  interpreting  them  ;  it  is  well  also  tore- 
member  that  no  dodlrinea  should  be  built  upon  parables; . 
at  most  they  may  be  used  to  illustrate  doftrines  made  plain 
by  non-aymbolic  scriptures.  Thus,  kindly,  did  1  pu&h 
aside,  rather  than  crush,  what  then  seemed  tome  harmless, 
nonessential  differences. 

EtJt,  alas  I  how  great  a  flame  a  little  spark  may  kindle. 
Had  I  realized,  then,  how  an  insignificant  difference  may 
be  used  by  the  Adversary  for  evil,  how  gladly  I  would  have 
spent  several  hours  in  pointing  out  what  seemed  to  me  to 
.be  Bro.  A's  errors  of  interpretatioJi.  Biit  I  was  busy,  and 
8»id  to  myself — "In  noncssentiaJs  charity  and  liberty.' 

I  now  learn  that  Brother  Adamson,  like  many  others, 
has  been  under  the  influence  of  the  Allegheny  conspirators 
for  more  than  a  year.  Z  noticed  a  change  in  his  letters 
and  manner,  and  in  his  zeaJ  for  the  work,  but  could  not 
accotint  for  it,  until  I  learned  of  the  "bombs"  conspir- 
acy, a  few  days  ago. 

About  a  month  ago  several  brethren  wrote  to  me  saying 
that  Bro.  Adatrtson  was  preparing  and  intending  to  pub- 
lish a  tra<5l,  that  he  was  writing  to  them  for  money  to 
publish  it,  and  that  he  had  requested  that  the  matter  be 
kept  secret  from  me,  which  retjnest  they  felt  it  a  duty  to 
the  Lord  and  his  Truth  to  disregard.  In  some  of  these 
letters  Bro.  A.  explained  that  the  coming  tradl  would  con- 
tain some  of  his  views  on  some  of  the  parables,  and  at 
least  one  or  two  parables  as  treated  by  Bro.  Russell,  acd 
some  other  extrat^s  from  Bro.  Russell's  writings. 

Bro.  Weber  received  one  of  Bro.  A's  appeals  for  aid. 
He  answered  it  kindly  saying  that  he  hoped  to  see  him 
Soon.  Shortly  after,  he  came  from  Maryland  to  Allegheny 
at  Bi"o.  Bryan's  request  to  meet  him  on  very  hnpcrian/  kusi' 
nets,  which  business  he  found  after  his  arrival  was  to  sic  in 
judgment  upon  and  condemn  Bro.  Russell.  After  this  in- 
tefviffw,  seeing  the  evil  disposition  manifested  by  Bro, 
Bryan,  and  bis  threatening  attitude  (which  will  be  ex- 
plained later),  and  knowing  that  iti  some  way  he  was 
already  infttiencing  Bro.  Adamson,  and  that  he  was  about 
to  visit  Bro.  A.,  Bro.  Weber  thought  it  would  be  well  if 
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)\c  and  [  should  vUit  Erp.  Adamson  at  onqCj  and  if  possi- 
ble shield  him  from  the  subtle  and  now  evjl  iTiIluenci;  i..f 
Bro.  Bryan,  wlio  had  stated  his  intention  of  leaving  the 
city  for  Chicago  the  next  day  to  see  Ero.  A.  We  there- 
fore started  that  evening. 

Otir  talk  with  Brother  and  Sister  A.  was  a  kindly  one, 
in  which  1  pointed  out  what  I  consider  to  be  liis  errors  of 
interpretation  of  some  of  the  parables,  particularly  one  of 
them  (Malt,5 :  15,26),  ■which  seemed  to  convey  the  idea  that 
the  world  during  the  Millcnniat  age  would  each  man  pay 
the  penalty  of  his  own  sins  to  the  "  uttermost  farthing  "  ; 
and  I  showed  that  with  such  a  view  in  mind  some  might 
draw  the  conclusion,  even  if  not  n^eant,  that  the  death  of 
Christ  was  not  necessary  as  a  ransom  price  for  all.  We 
then  told  him  of  the  unhappy  change  tliat  had  come  over 
Bro.  Bryan  and  of  his  strange  and  unwarrantable  attitude 
toward  myself  and  the  work  in  geneTal,  that  he  might 
know  something  of  the  spirit  which  was  prompting  a  new 
trial  of  his  faith. 

But  Bfo.  A's  manner  was  not  as  formerly,  and  premo- 
nitions of  hiB  present  condition  of  heart  and  mind  were 
distinctly  felt.  1  further  stated  that  his  proposition  to 
place  his  tratft  in  the  hands  of  the  Dawm  Colporteurs  for 
sale  (of  which  he  had  not  informed  me,  but  which  I  learned 
through  others)  would  be  contrary  toour  arrangements  with 
them — that  those  who  handle  Dawk  should  do  so  1o  the  ex- 
clusion of  everything  else.  This  is  a  general  rule  among 
those  who  employ  agents  in  any  business,  the  object  being 
lo  concentrate  the  entire  efTort  on  the  one  thing — "  This 
one  ehirif  I  do."  And  il  is  largely  due  to  this  reg-ulation 
'  that  the  work  has  been  so  successful  tlius  tar.  Therefore 
I  had  to  assure  BrO.  A.  that  we  could  not  institute  any  pre- 
cedent in  favqr  of  his  traft. 

Bro-  A,  makes  a  great  mistake  in  saying,  "Bro.  Rus- 
sell's spokesman  offered  me  twenty  dollars  not  to  print 
the  tra-fl."  His  reference  evidently  is  to  Ero.  Weber, 
who  was  not  my  spokesman.  Whatever  Bro.  W.  said  be 
said  for  himself  entirely,  and  be  says  that  what  he  did 
wasto  offer  twenty  dollars  to  cover  certain  expenses  already 
incurred  if  Bro,  A-  desired  to  discontinue  the  preparation 


of  the  traa,  tnd  give  his  energits  as  formerly  in  the  direc- 
tion of  his  special  talent— the  Colporteur  woik 

Brother  A's  grievances  are  two  :  (i)  We  were  informed 
about  his  traa  before  he  got  it  out.  (;)  We  found  that 
he  had  on  the  face  of  his  iratfl  the  words  Olj;  Theology 
Tracts  and  Tower  Bihh  and  Trail  Secieiy,  Bible  Bousf. 
AlUgheny,  which  deceptions  we  would  not  permit.  Alter 
two  notifications  that  we  considered  those  references  un- 
just and  deceptive,  and  that  he  had  no  legal  or  moral  right 
to  so  misuse  our  namei  to  gain  credence  for  his  traa,  he 
still  persisttd,  and  had  many  of  them  printed  thus,  Bro 
_Zech  upholding  him  in  it  and  doing  ihe  work  Finally 
however,  threatened  Bro.  Zech's  partner  (who  ahhou-h 
not  interested  in  the  truth,  seemed  to  have  better  ideas  of 
moral  honesty)  with  iLnaages  if  they  let  the  trafls  go  out 
in  that  form,  and  they  thus  were>r«^  to  remove  the 
deceptive  title  pages. 

Seeing  bim  thus  out  of  all  harmony  with  the  Tra(^  So- 
ciety, and  as  be  had  gotten  into  debt  to  the  Towek  Ptjb- 

usHijJG  Co.  Coot  to  the  Traa  Society)  ^218.00.  during  the 
time  he  spent  id  preparing  his  trafl,  we  offered  to  cicdit 
on  his  Tower  Pub.  Co.  account  all  that  he  ever  donated  lo 
the  7>fl^^ttB</— ^i35_if  he  so  desired  and  would  resign 
the  Dircftorship  in  the  Trafl  Society,— to  which,  being 
continually  absent  from  the  city,  he  couM  not  and  did  not 
give  the  least  attention.  This  he  refused  to  do ;  and,  from 
wJiat  he  says,  he  intendJi  to  owe  the  Tower  Pub  Co  its 
^218. oa  balance  as  long  as  he  lives. 

He  states  that  he  spent  hundredsof  dollars  and  traveled 
about  Without  salary,  circulating  pamphlets  at  Camp- 
mee  ings,  etc.  It  b  true  that  the  Tr^^  Fumi  paid  him 
no  Elated  salary,  bi^t  the  way  in  which  he  states  the  matter 
IS  calculated  to  give  a  false  impression.  The  faa  is,  that 
money  was  furnished  him  for  nil  hi,  fxpcma ;  and  so  far 
as  we  have  any  knowledge,  he  used  it  for  s//his  expenses. 
Of  the  |2iS  now  owing  to  the  Tower  Pur.  Co.  (not  to  the 
Tiaa  Society)  ^35  was  sent  him  in  ca^h  about  one  month 
ago  to  help  him  make  a  payment  due  on  some  real  estate 
in  Lhicago,  purchased  last  year. 

Bro.  Adamson  tries  his  hand  at  evil  surmisings  and  says, 
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"1  believe  thai  much  mote  ihan  I  owe  was  expended  in 
attempting  to  tWrfari  Bro.  Kogets'  work  in  England." 
I  reply,  Aside  from  my  time  and  stationary,  1  spent  only 
tiventy  cents  for  four  stamps,  and  this  was  not  charged  to 
the  Traft  Fund.  Two  of  tliese  stamps  carried  to  Ero. 
Rogers  the  ^W/j';*/;/  sug;gestion£  tliai  his  talent  lay  no: 
in  the  direi5lion  ol  public  speaking,  as  mentioned  in  the 
article  "The  Work  in  England;" — the  third  stamp  car- 
ried a  reply  to  Mr.  Elliot  Stock,  of  London^  who  had  cora- 
ls, iplained  that  Bro.  Rogers  was  coileiting  money  under  false 
representations,  from  people  *ho  supposed  that  they  Tvere 
■■  -donating  funds  to  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
vbul  who  were  finding  out,  from  the  tradts  teft  them,  that 
they  were  ntistftk^n.  1  replied,  that  surely  some  mistake 
had  occured,  for  I  knew  that  Bro.  Rogers  would  make  do 
misrepresentations,  And  that  none  of  our  colporteurs  were 
authorized  to  solicit  money,  direflly  or  indire<5lly,  and 
that  1  would  request  Bro.  Rogers  to  call  personally  and 
explain.  The  fourth  stamp  was  used  to  advise  Bro.  Rogers 
of  this,  and  Co  caution  him  that  he  be  very  careful  that 
the  truth  be  not  evil  spoken  of,  and  to  ask  him  lo  see  Mr. 
Stock  and  explain  matters,  as  I  felt  sure  he  could  do;  for 
his  letters  had  stated  that  he  represented  himself  as  the 
agent  of  mir  Society. 

This  is  a  dispassionate  statement  of  the  injury  Ero.  A. 
ha.!  received  at  my  lin.nds.  For  all  this  lie  and  the  otliers 
rcacli  the  conclusion  that  Bro.  Ilussell  can  only  he  com- 
pletely overwhelmed  by  calling  him, —  "The  Man  ef  Sin.*' 
Now  we  come  to  the  consideration  of  the  grievances  i^f 
thccJiief  confspirators — Bro.  and  Sister  Zech  whom  we  shall 
treat  as  one,  including  their  household,  and  Ero.  Bryan. 

BROTHER  ZECH'S  GRIEVANCES. 
Here,  as  it  relates  to  this  case,  it  is  necessary  to  give  a 
little  resume  of  my  business  history  from  'St  onward.  I 
was  then  engaged  in  mercantile  business  and  had  a  large 
store  on  the  principal  street  of  Pittsburg,  and  three  branch 
stores.  These  were  chiefly  controlled  by  clerks  and  mere- 
ly had  my  sypervision  ;  Ok  most  of  my  time  being  occu- 
pied in  the  publishing  of  the  Watch  Tower,  Pood por 
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Tkiakittg  Cknstians,  etc.,  which  we  circulated  in  large 
quantities.  As  the  literary  work  increased  it  became  nec- 
essary to  dispose  of  these  stores;  and  as  I  found  it  much 
easier  to  spend  money  than  to  earn  it,  I  concluded  that 
the  capital  formerly  invested  in  the  stores  should  not  all 
be  lavishly  speat  even  in  the  good  work  of  circulating  the 
tidings  of  great  joy  :  that  the  Lord  would  be  bener  served 
if  it  were  invested  so  that  my  iimt  coald  go  to  his  service, 
than  if  all  trere  spent  at  once  in  his  service  and  I  then 
were  obliged  to  give  my  entire  time  to  business;  for  my 
determination  has  always  beea  that  I  would  never  beg, 
either  for  ourselves  or  for  the  Lord's  cause  ;  but  that  the 
same  Lord  who  blessed  Peter's  fehing  and  Paul's  tent- 
making  (Matt.  17 127;  AAs  18:3;  rThes.  3:9;aThes.  3:8) 
could  bless,  according  to  his  wisdom,  my  business  talents. 

My  money-capital  being  limited,  I  saw  that  it  would 
nevct  do  to  invest  the  funds  in  mortgages  or  in  a  bank, 
because  the  interest  on  the  sum  would  be  inadequate  to 
the  dflraaods  of  ourselves  and  the  work.  Under  what 
seemed  to  be  a  providential  leading,  I  decided  to  invest 
with  others  in  some  oil  property — oil  wells.  I  chose  this 
business  because  it  seemed  to  be  profitable,  and  because 
it  would  retjuire  little  or  no  time  and  personal  attention  ; 
for  others,  interested  in  looking  out  for  !heir  own  inter- 
ests, necessarily  looked  out  for  mine  also.  And  this  judg- 
ment has,  on  the  whole,  proved  correft — several  coins 
having  been  taken  from  this  fish's  raouth  for  our  support 
and  for  the  Lord's  cause. — Matt.  17  [27. 

When  Bro.  Zech  received  the  truth  and  left  the  Luther- 
an church,  he  owned  a  good  property  which,  aside  from 
being  a  home  free  of  rent,  paid  his  taxes  and  left  him  a 
net  income  of  about  ten  doUars  per  month.  Full  of  zeal 
for  the  newly-found  truth,  he  engaged  with  me  to  tians- 
laie  articles  from  the  Watch  Tower  into  German,  which 
1  publishjed  in  great  quantities.  He  also  proposed  to 
translate  M.  Dawn,  Vol..  i.,  and  to  Aq  the  type-setting 
on  same  if  I  would  pay  for  the  eleftro-plates,  supply  the 
paper,  printing  atid  binding,  and  that  we  be  share-owners 
in  the  work  when  completed. 

Weagreed  to  this,  and  it  -ivaa  begun.     But  watching  the 
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'  results  of  the  circulation  or  the  German  Towers,  and  see- 
ing them  to  be  very  meager,  I  foresaw  that  the  publica- 
\    tion  qf  tlic  German  translation  of  DawN  would  be  very 
unprofitable,  and  so  pointed  out  to    Bro.  Zech,  urging 
that  liis  income  and  the  needs  of  his  family  would  not 
justify  him  in  doing  all  that  his  zeal  had  prompted  him  to 
propose.     At  tliat  lime  he  had  translated  about  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pages  and  had  set  in  type  about  one  hun- 
dred  pages,  and  my  suggestion  was :  Now,  Bro.  Zech,  sup- 
pose we  reckon  that  the  time  already  spent  by  you  on  this 
volume  represents  the  framiafxon  o/ihe  wholt  ojii  and  sup- 
pose that  thts  be  your  donation  to  tfie  German  catise,  and 
I  will  proceed  with  the  publishing,  paying  all  of  the  ex- 
penses— what  I  shall  pay  you  for  your  time  in  iranBlaling 
the  remainder  of  the  volume  being  reckoned  as  pay  for 
the  type-setting  already  done  by  you.     This  was  mulual- 
~  ly  agreed  to. 

Meanwhile,  my  early  suggestion,  that  Bro.  Zech  get  at 
Bomesortof  "fishing"  or  "tent-making,"  forced  itself 
upon  his  attention.     Various  occupations  were  thought  of, 
but  none  seemed  so  favorable  to  him  as  type-setting,  and 
he  requested  that  he  be  penni.tted  to  learn  English  type- 
getting  and  have  the  job  of  preparing  the  Watch  Tower 
"  every  month.     1  foresaw  difficulties  from    his  lack  of  a 
knowledge  of  the  trade,  as  well  as  from  his  lack  of  knowl- 
edge of  EiiRlish,  and  urged  that  he  choose  something  else. 
But,  as  nothing  else  so  favorable  offered,  and,  as  he  urged 
that  he  would  see  that  his  blunders  should  cost  me  noth- 
ing—that the  work  should  cost  me  no  more  than  I  was 
_then  paying  to  a  Pittsburg  firm— I  consented.     Under 
these  arrangements  I  paid  him  thirly-fivc  dollars  a  month 
for  a  time ;  afterward  when  he  became  more  expert,  and 
p  wh«n  we  began  to  set  up  M.  DAWK,JVqt.-  n.,  I  increased 
-^  the  pay  to  forty  dollars  per  month,  and  later,  when  he  rc^ 
quested  that  he  be  paid  by  measure  for  the  type-setting, 
and  told  me  that  he  thought  he  could  earn  more  money 
that  way  because  he  was  getting  more  expert  and  would 
work  loncer  hours,  I  consented;  but  instead  of  paying 
him  the  Union  rates,  I  paid  him  more;    rinmely.  forty 
cents  per  thousand  fw/,— because  he  was  a  Uroiher. 
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Later    when  Bro.  Zech  had  Inherited  something  like 
fiftee      oeighteen  thousand  dollars    frnm  hi.  father  ses^ 

rtollars  at  the  rate  other  lots  in  that  neighborhood  .were 
Si  ng-for  him  to  inquire  and  thoroughly  .nform  himse  f 
i^but  that  a.  a  brother  in  Christ  I  wojild  g>ve  him  a  d ls - 
T^un  of  Siooo.  So  he  bought  the  eight  lots  aiid  p^id  me 
.,000  But  he  has  since  '  •  wh^p^red  ' '  that  he  was  cheated 
-^^SeekiBg  an  i«v«tiiist.t  for  some  of  his  money,  and 
knowing'tha;  1  had  some  interests  ia  the  oil  busmrss  he 
asked  my  advice  as  to  investing  in  that  business,  }uds 
Tng  tha7he  would  be  one  greatly  affefied  by  ^'^her  .  ^^^ 
cr  a  gain  I  advised  him  not  to  enfiage  in  the  oil  b^*  "«^- 
My  book-keeper  and  general  busii^ess  rcpresentame  at

^rted  that  Bro,   Zech  was  untised  to  business,  ano  n  any- 
ht^  should  go  wrong  he  might  reile£l  upon  me  for  hav- 
thing  f^"^;^  SO  fc     The  reply  was  that  the  proj^erty 

'S^fl  T.T^i^  f--d,  i/that  Bro^  Zech  w..  not 
rSiHd -dine- what  he  was  doing;  aud  t^»  ^^f  d" 
Krn  Zech  had  been  to  see  the  property,  while  I  had 
neS^r^cen  iJ^f^ing  bought  it  on  the  explanation  of  Br., 
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RindfusB  and  others,  without  taking  time  to  visit  it.  So  1 
consented,  and  as  a  favor  to  Bro.  Zcch  sold  him  a  one- 
eighth  interest  in  the  property  for  J200  less  than  it  cost 
me  and  less  than  Bro.  Rindfuss  paid  for  a  similar  interest 
purchased  from  another  patty.  I  still,  hqwever,  owned 
an  eighth  interest. 

To  the  complete  surprise  of  all  conceracd,  the  prop- 
trty  Suddenly  declined  in  oil  production,  and  hence  also 
in  vaiiie,  until  what  I  had  paid  ^3500  for  was  not  worth 
$700.  As  we  had  feared,  Bco.  Zech's  feelings  suffered 
severely  by  Che  fall  from  great  expeflations  to  such  real- 
izations; and,  although  without  cause,  he  proclaimed 
.that  I  was  responsible  for  his  loss.  I  then  felt  that  it 
would  be  to  the  brother's  benefit  spiritually  and  to  the 
Lord's  praise,  and  at  the  same  time  to  the  assistance  of 
the  German  worlc,  that  I  should  help  him  out  of  his  diffi- 
calty.  Accordingly,  I  advised  him  to  have  nothing  more 
to  do  with  the  oil  businessj  and  I  managed  to  purchase 
back  the  said  interest,  worth  at  the  time  5700,  and  an-, 
other  small  interest  purchased  of  Bro.  Hindfuss,  and  worth 
at  the  time  I300,  and  bo  pay  him  for  these  their  net  cost 
(adding  expensea  and  deduifting  oil  received  by  him), 
which  amotinted  to  $3386.  This  sum  by  arrangement 
was  paid  him  with  my  notes  bearing  six  percent.  JnteresC 
and  running  for  some  time.  They  have  since  b-een  paid 
in  full  with  interest— J 23S6  and  interest  mqre  than  we 
ItbCW  the  properties  were  worth,— and  they  never  were 
worth  more  afterward. 

Meantime  Bro,  Zech  had  ur^cd  that  I  go  into  the 
printing  business  with  him,  as  a  partner;  but  I  refused, 
and  advised  hinn  that  it  was  a  troublesome  business.  I 
never  advised  him  to  invest  time  or  money  in  the  business- 
On  the  contrary,  I  advised  him  against  it.  However,  when 
he  afterward  found  a  partner  and  desired  to  do  our  work 
I  promised  hima^?-<//ffffi'^orerothers,  prices  and  work  be- 
ing equal ;  and  this  preference  he  has  always  had.  Mean- 
lime,  also,  he  had  desired  to  have  tlie  full  control  of  the 
German  work  and  we  sold  him  the  plates,  etc.,  of  the  Qtr- 
mati  Dawn,  Vol.  I,,  at  cost, — giving  him  privilege  also  to 
translate  and  ptih'ish  the  series,  a  condition  being  that  he 
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should  supply  the  books  at  the  same  prices  that  we  had 
been  supplying  them  to  the  public  and  Co  colporteur;,  and 
the  promise  made  that  if  at  any  time  Bro.  Zech  couid 
not  or  would  Tiot  Supply  the  books  at  the  same  prices,  the 
privilege  of  publishing  them  should  revert  to  the  TowEk 
PljE.  Co.  The  rcsCriiftiOn  astq  price  wasafterward  mOdi- 
^'y  fieda*  respetfts  Vols.  11.  and  Iiu.and  they  are  now  sold  at 
a  higher  price,  yet  only  about  cost,  because  fewer  are 
sold.  And  to  meet  Bro.  Zech's  views  I  agreed  to  pay 
him  the  full  retail  prices  on  all  German  Dawns  I  have 
occasion  to  purchase  from  him. 

Judge  of  my  surprise  when,  in  Janiiary,  iSgj,  Bro. 
Zech  toldraeaudothers  that  I  had  treated  him  shamefully, 
etc.  I  said  to  myself,  If  this  be  bad  treatment,  what 
would  be  considered  good  treatment?  A  number  of  the 
church  friends  of  all  concerned  were  called  together  to 
hear  the  matter  and  advise. 

Brother  and  Sister  Zech  and  family  urged  that  I  should 
pay  more  to  Bro.  Zech's  firm  for  the  printing  and  bind- 
ing of  the  Dawks  than  responsible  firms  would  charge 
for  the  same  work.  He  complained,  too,  about  being 
limited  in  the  selling  price  of  Dawn,  Vol.  i.  ;  and  declared 
that  I  had  almost  starved  them  at  first  on  ^35  and  %s,a 
per  month,  etc.  i  explained  our  dealings  as  above  to 
the  friends  present  and  that  we  were  paying  our  brother 
about  twice  as  much  as  he  could  have  gotten  elsewhere — 
if  he  couJd  have  gotten  any  opportunity  or  pay  when  new 
at  the  business.  1  explained,  as  I  do  now,  that  it  was  no 
■more  my  duty  to  pay  a  brother  more  than  a  worldly  firm 
would  charge^  than  it  was  hts  duty  as  a  brother  to  do  the 
worlt  for  y«i.  Business  should  be  done  on  the  lines  of 
juxikt :  charity  and  love  can  find  exerciKein  other  ways — 
aa,  for  instance,  ic  our  dealing  with  Bro.  Z.  in  the  oil 
transaftion,  in  which  we  made  him  and  the  German  work 
a  clean  present  of  (yjSd  with  inCerest.  Bro.  Zech  com- 
plained tUt  we  gave  one  lot  of  Davtms  to  another  firm  to 
print  and  bind.  I  showed  the  friends  that  Bro.  Zech's 
firm  was  continiially  complaining  that  they  were  io^ng 
mcney  on  (he  HaVti^  work,  while  others  were  bidding 
lower,  and  were  anxious  to  get  the  work.     Bro.  Zech's 
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firm  being  fuU  of  work,  we  finally  gave  one  lot  to  atiolhet 
firm  at  a.  saving;  of  S'jo  on  tu'euty  thousand  books. 
And  tlien  I  gave  about  one  limidred  doilars  of  lliat  sav- 
ing to  the  German  cause,  by  donating  the  cost  of  the 
eleifiro-plates  for  the  third  volume  of  Gernjan  Dawn. 
It  is  almost  needless  to  say  that  the  friends  after  hear- 
ing us  both  fully — -until  daylight  of  Feb-  Sf  '93 — assured 
Bror  iiech  that  Bro.  Russell's  course  was  not  oily  just,  but 
very  generous  and  brotherly  toward  him.  His  judgment 
was  so  warped,  however,  that  he  could  not  see  the  matter 
Jl  the  time;  but  a  day  later  he  expressed  himself  differ- 
ently by  letter  to  us  and  to  all.  The  following  is  a  ver- 
batim copy  of  his  letter : 

Alleghtny,  Pa.,     Feb.  6,  'pj. 

"Deak  Brothes  Russell: — Thinking  the  matter  over 
since  otir  long  conference  with  the  different  brethren  and 
sisters  in  your  house  on  February  4Lh,  I  find  that  1  have 
erred  in  ray  judgment  regarding  the  charges  tnade  against 
yo-Uj  and  I  therefore  express  my  regret  for  having  done 
so  and  for  the  trouble  and  anxiety  resulting  from  it.  May 
the  Lord  ^rant  us  that  no  such  misunderstanding  ■will 
arise  ag;ain  to  injure  our  mutual  brotherly  feeling  and  fel- 
lowship. And  since  so  many  of  our  friends  have  been 
witnesses,  I  would  be  very  pleased  to  express  the  above 
sentiment  in  their  bearing,  or,  if  yon  deem  it  preferable, 
to  have  them  read  this  letter.

"P.  S.  So  far  as  Sister  Zech  is  concerned,  i  must  stats 
that  she  never  agreed  with  me  concerning  the  right  I 
thouprhl  I  had  to  ctaim,  but  took,  soshesnys,  thepo-^iition 
she  did  from  a  sense  of  wifely  duty.  O-  v.  Z." 

This  experience  led  to  the  preparation  of  the  article 
entitled,  The  Relative  Claims  of  Love  and  Justice,  which, 
that  it  might  not  be  construed  as  a  blow  at  B-ro.  Zcch, 
was  held  back  and  published  in  the  Tower  of  June  i,'93. 
Below  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  presented  to  Sister  Russell 
and  myself  about  a  month  previous:

"Dear Brother  Russell: — I  embrace  theojjporiunity 
of  this  celebration  of  our  Redecmer'shirih  to  tell  you 
in  writing  what  I  could  not  so  well  express  orally.  I 
want  to  make  you  the  best  Christmas  present  [  know  of 
in  telling  you  of  our  deep  and  ever  increasing  gratitude 
and  love  toward  you  and  Sister  Ryssell  for  your  work's 
sake,  and  for  the  kindness  and  love  shown  and  daily  be- 
stowed upon  us. 

"In  reading- the  other  day  what  the  Apostle  says,  that 
'we  all  with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a  glass  the  glory 
of  the  Lord  art  [being]  changed  into  the  same  image 
from  glory  to  glory,  even  as  by  the  Lord's  spirit,'  and 
finding  that  the  Apostle  spoke  thus  not  of  the  future  but 
of  the  present,  I  could  not  help  thinkings  Yes,  that  is  so. 
If  we  look  back  these  seven  years  since  we  came  into  this 
marvelous  light  by  the  grace  of  God,  we  have  experienced 
an  ever  increasing  and  burning  love  toward  those  who 
had  been  God's  blessed  agents  to  help  us  seethe  truth- 

"And  T  concluded,  dear  B^othe^  and  Sisterj  to  let  you 
know  this  Our  sentiment  as  Our  best  gift  we  possibly  could 
give,  and  thus  to  thank  you  from  our  hearts  for  your  la- 
bor of  love  which  our  Heavenly  Father  has  so  abundantly  _ 
blessed  also  toward  us,  and  at  the  same  time  for  the  firm 
stand  you  take  and  always  took  in  the  defence  of  the 
central  truth  in  our  Father's  plan — the  ransom  for  or  in-__ 
stead  of  us. 

"  May  our  Lord  and  Shepherd  grant  U5  to  stand  side  by 
side  in  thia  battle  till  it  is  over. 

In  Him  we  will  remain, 

YoL'R  Brother  and  Sister  Zech." 

It  seems  strange  indeed  that  people  coyld  write  5ucli 
letters  and  yet  keep  "botabs"  ready  and  waiting  for  con- 
venient "explosion." 

This  comprises  all  of  Ero.  Zech's  grievances,  except  as 
relates  to  the  Wednesday  evening  prayer  and  conference 
meetings,  which  we  will  now  notice. 

A  tittle  more  than  a  year  ago,  studying  the  spiritual 
needs  of  the  flock,  and  remembering  that  our  central 
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ptiytr  meeting  had  been  a  failure,  because  the  friends 
licrc  are  wijtrljr  scattered,  wc  conceived  the  plan  of  Iiav- 
tnt:;  meetings  in  various  pans  of  these  two  cities,  not  for 
].iible  study,  but  for  i>rayer  and  testimony,  for  the  culti- 
vation of  the  fruits  of  the  spirit  and  the  binding  together 
of  the  body  of  Christ  in  love  and  Christian  feUoivsiii|). 
I  suggested  to  the  Church  the  fidvisabili  ty  of  such  meetings, 
urging  that  wliile  doctrines,  arc  necessary,  the  cultivation 
of  the  fruits  of  the  spirit  is  the  real  objcd  of  all  dodlrine. 
I  asked  those  who  favored  the  plan  to  signify  it  by  rising ; 
and  ainaost  all  arose,  Bro,  Zech  and  family  being  con- 
spicuous as  voting  against  the  meetings, — which  they  had 
a  fuli  right  to  do.  I  was  not  surprised  at  the  matter,  hoir- 
ever,  as  I  knew  that  Sister  Zech  had  frequently  expressed 
herself  as  having  no  confidence  in  prayer. 

Nex-t  we  asked  for  houses  to  be  volunteered  in  which 
the  meetings  could  be  held,  and  several  were  promptly 
offered,  the  object  of  the  meetings  being  clearly  under- 
stood by  all  as  not  iloHrinal,  but  jufW  meetings. 

I  then  appointed  leaders  of  those  meetings — aslting 
Bro.  Zech  first,  whether  he  ivouSd  serve.  He  declined. 
Later  he  started  a  German  meeting  at  his  house  for  doc- 
trinal disputations,  which,  of  course,  was  all  light;  for 
the  appointment  of  the  sociai  meetings  did  not  hinder 
any  \\\\r\  pleased  from  holding  or  attending  other  meet- 
ings. But  because  I  urged  that  these  meetings,  appoint- 
ed for  social  worship,  should  be  held  striftivto  their  ob- 
ject, Ero.  Zech  and  wife  complained  that  I  was  a  pope, 
and  privately^  we  now  iearn,  endeavored  to  raise  a  spirit 
of  opposition  in  others,  but  without  success,  as  the  con- 
gregation appreciates  the  meetings  greatly.  Bro,  and  Sister 
Zecii,  after  trying  for  six  months  to  discourage  the  meet- 
ings, began  to  attend  them;  and  we  were  greatly  encour- 
aged for  two  months, — especially  when  at  a  general  church 
meeting  (Dec.  '93)  Sister  Z.  testified  before  all,  of  the  ben- 
efit she  had  derived  from  those  meetings.,  Thissympathy 
and  interest  ceaied,  and  they  at  ooce  changed  their  plans, 
when  it  was  known  that  there  would  be  no  general  Con- 
vention here  this  Spring, 

The  charge  of"  bondage"  and  "under  my  thumb,"  etc. 


which  now  tlicy  make  public,  I  liiid  has  been,  a  pa^rt  ot 
their    "whisperings"    lor    the    past    four    years.     They 
did  what  they  could  to  [.rejudice  the  minds  ol  the  Towkh 
office  helpers;  slanderous  falaehoods,  called  "rcvclaiions" 
were  made  to  them,  tq  undermine  their  confidence  and 
poison  their  minds  against  me  ;   so  that  when  the  time  for 
"exploding"  the  "  bombs"  should  come,  I  should  hav.c 
no  friends.     Three  years  ago  Sister  Ball  was  invited  over 
to  iheir  home  to  spend  the  evening  and  then  advised, 
confidentially,  that  she  was  imposed  upon  by  us,  etc.,  etc., 
etc.    Sister  Russell  and  mysell  then  visited  them,  sho-wed 
the  error  of  this  course  and  they  apologized.     But  with- 
in  a  year  it  now  seems  that  they  began   again;    Bro. 
Hennmges  was  "talked  to"  about  being  in  bondage  to 
BfO.  Russell;  and  it  was  intimated  thathe  was  a  fool  for 
staying  here.     Ero,  Campbell  was  made  a  "confidant" 
before  he  had  been  here  a  month,  every  endeavor  being 
made  to  prejudice  him  against  me.     Bro.  Abbott  was  sim- 
ilarly approached;  and  when  questioned  as  to  his  salaryj 
replied;   "I  am  not  sure  that  Bro.  Russell  would  want  his 
•private  affairs  discussed,  but  I  will  tell  you  this  much  :   he 
is  paying  roe  more  than  1  asked  for."     An  attempt  was 
even  made  to  alienate  my  wife,  and  to  make  her  ray  enemy, 
^  but  praise  God  it  did  not  succeed.      I  can   now   heartily 
thank  the  Lord  that  I  liave  such  faithful,  proved  ones  so 
closely  associated  with  me  in  the  woik.     It  is  strange  how 
blind  1  must  have  been,  not  to  have  noticed  what  others 
all  aroundsecm  to  have  seen  and  Iieard.     liut  I  placed  too 
high  an  estimate  upon  those  who  bear  the,  to  me,  sacred 
name  of  "  brethren/' 

Since  Bro.  Zech  has  alluded  to  the  everts  of  Christmas 
evening  1S92,  I  must  give  the  fafts.  Sister  Russell  and  I 
invited  Bro,  and  Sister  Zech  atid  a  few  other  Iriends  10  a 
six  o'clock  Ghristnias  dinner.  After  dinner,  while  in  the 
parlor,  Sister  R.  interrupted  tne  in  some  trivial  matter, 
and  then  catching  herself  asked  me  to  proceed.  I  replied, 
"Ko;  you  tell  it— you  are  the  head  of  the  house."  This 
I  admit  was  sarcastic  ;  and  seeing  that  it  hurt  Sister  RuS' 
scU's  feelings  and  that  she  at  once  disclaimed  any  wrong 
intent,  1  excused  it,  and  said  that  I  did  not  mean  it  lit- 
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erally,  that  indeed  Sister  Russell  !s  a  very  model  wife,  etc., 
and  thus  the  muter  ended. 

But  Uro.  liryan  (who  we  will  see  presently  is  a  most 
"  culiai-  person,  who  fancies  himself  able,  as  he  is  ever 

^Willing,  lo  give  everybody  instru<Siion,  and  whose  idiosyn- 
craci  es  I  had  put  up  wiihfor  several  years,  as  a  member  of  our 
family  and  one  of  the  office  helpers),  fancied  that  the 
_above  incident  gave  him  a  chance  to  meddle;  and  so  the 
next  morning  at  breakfast  he  look  occasion  to  insult  me. 
His  rcrtiarks  were  ten  times  as  strong  as  mine  of  the  even- 
ing before,  and  wholly  inexcusable.  Sister  Russell  re- 
monstrated, tliat  his  remarlcs  were  out  of  order,  and  I  at 
once  told  him  that  I  had  born$  hi*  insolence  and  meddle- 
some busy-body  disposition  entirely  too  long;  and  now 
to  go  at  once  frpm  the  home  whose  head  he  had  not  re- 
spetftcd  and  to  whose  every  member  he  had  made  himself 
a  disturber. 

He  went  at  once  to  Bro.  Zech's  where  he  was  made 
warmly  welcome  as  a  co-conspirator  against  Bro.  ftusselJ, 
But  their  cause  would  suffer  i  f  he  left  the  Towee  office  before 
the  "explosion;"  so  they  got  up  a  letter  and  witli  oni 
argument  or  another  got  those  who  had  been  present  on 
Chri'stmas  evening  to  sign  it.      That  is  the  letter   which 

^  Bro.  Zech  drags  into  his  statement  of  ^/J-.^rrVrdncfj.  But 
their  rfu/objeifl  was  to  get  me  to  lake  Bro.  Bryan  baclc  into 
the  ToiVER  olfice.  Of  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
signatures  were  obtained  the  signers  themselves  have  some- 
thing to  baybelow.  Those  circumstantes  exonerate  all  of 
them  except  the  conspirators,  Bro.  and  Sister  Zcch  and 
Bro.  Bryan,  whose  malicious  intent  seems  fiow  very  mani- 
fest j  but  of  course  I  knew  no  difference  among  them  at 
that  time. 

I  very  humbly  consented  that  these  friends  should  help 
me  mind  my  business:  and  at  the  request  of  that  tetter 
invited  them  all  to  meet  me  at  my  house.  When  they  ar- 
rived, by  way  of  showing  them  that  I  considered  this  an 
interference  in  my  affairs  in  a  way  that  they  would  not  like 
to  have  mc  interfere  in  theirs,  I  suggested  that  perhaps 
the  meeting  had  best  be  ttjrned  into  one  for  the  investi- 
gation and  criticism  of  the  private  affairs  of  a//  present. 
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I  suggested  that  I  knew  considerable  of  their  private  mat- 
ters which  it  would  be  quite  embarrassing  to  M  all  to  have 
related,  even  10  a  small  audience  (referring  specially  to 
Bro.  and  Sister  2ecU  and  Bro.  iSryan) ;  but  that  if  it  was 
their  duly  to  investigate  my  private  alfairs  \\  must  be 
equally  viy  duty  to  investigate  theirs. 

The  three  in  question  got  loud  and  angry  and  dared  me 
to  say  what  I  could.  But  I  assured  them  that  I  had  no 
thought  of  telling  anything — ihat  I  had  no  such  miscon- 
ception oi  ditty,  but  merely  wished  to  leraind  then:i  of  the 
propriety  of  not  being  busybodies  in  other  men's  matters. 
We  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  Bro.  Bryan's 
offense,  and  the  company  united  in  telling  him  thai  his 
course  was  ivrortg,  and  advising  him  to  confess  it  and  apol- 
ogize—which  he  did  do  that  evening.  {]\^A%!t  then  of  the 
unfairness  of  Bro.  Zech'a  statement  on  this  subject.)  This 
led  to  the  discussion  of  the  subjea.  Who  is  the  head  of  ihe^ 
family?  Sister  Zech,  who  had  gotten  sonic  extreme  ideas' 
on  the  subjedt,  called  up  the  question,  and  expressed  the 
opinion  thnt  the  Apostle  Paul's  expressions  on  the  subje<a 
were  imorte^.  My  views  on  the  subJL'ift  appeared  in  print 
later, — in  the  Tower  of  May  i,  '53,  in  the  article  "  The 
T-Lvclve  Ap6i!ks.  etc..  and  in  July '93 — a  double  number — 
on  '■'^ Mail  and  Wotium  in  God's   Order." 

The  following  kind  letter  has  just  been  received,  and 
we  make  room  for  it  as  it  bears  dirfflly  on  this  subject. 
At/rg/ir,fy,  Pa.,  April  2j,  iSg4. 

"  DeaU  IJl^o,  RussKLL: — We,  as  your  frientls,  -whose 
nnmes  are  appended  to  Ww  perhon  of  a  letter  published 
by  Otto  von  Zech,  feel  a  deep  sense  of  regret,  not  only 
for  vour  sake,  but  also  for  our  own,  at  the  light  in 
which  it  ivifikes  us  appear;  for  we  have  no  sympathy 
whatever  with  the  spirit  nnd  intent  of  his  libelous 
circular. 

"We  desire,  therefore,  to  acquaint  you  with  the  pecu- 
liar circumstances  attending  Our  signing  it,  which  we 
have  not  previously  explained,  because  of  the  complete- 
ness vjilli  vjhich  the  entire  matter  vja^  bl'Bied  (so  far 
as  you  and  we  were  concerned)  the  same  week  at  oc- 
ciirred.    The  circumstances  areas  follows; 
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"We  witli  others  of  the  Church  of  Christ  here  had 
prepared  some  New  Year  presents  for  you  and  Sisler 
Russell,  snd  liro.  Zech  liatl  be«n  appointed  to  make 
the  presentation  speech  and  had  proffered  his  home 
for  the  presentation,  because  so  near  to  your  own  that 
the  thinga  we  proposed  to  present  could  be  readily  trana- 
■,*  ^     ferred,  after  the  surprise  of  New  Years'  night,  1393. 

■'When  liryan  left  your  house  and  went  to  Zech's 
they  commended  his  conduct,  claimed  that  a  g-reat 
wron^  had  been  done  him,  and  prepared  the  letter  in 
question.  The  signatures  were  obtained  in  this  way: 
Mr.  Zech  with  the  letter  in  hand  called  upon  each  one 
and  in  an  excited  manner  represented  that  a  great  in- 
justice had  been  done  Ero.  Bryan — that  he  had  been 
rudely  thrust  out  of  his  place  in  the  Towbr  office  and 
Bro.  Russell's  house,  through  the  tyranny  of  Bto. 
Russell.  He  then  added  that  Bro.  Russell  hod  too 
mvich  power  and  ought  to  be  taught  a  lesson;  and 
that  although  the  presents  were  at  his  house  and  the 
congregation  were  invited  to  assemble  there,  he  could 
not  make  the  presentation  speech  with  good  grace 
unless  this  matter  of  Bryan'B  were  settled  and  he  re- 
turned to  his  former  position.  Now,  said  he,  if  you 
add  your  sip;riati!res  to  this  letter,  requesting  .1  meet- 
inj^  of  us  all  with  liro.  Russell,  we  can  have  this  mat- 
ter settled  and  then  wc  will  carry  out  the  previous 
arrangetnentS. 

"By  such  talk  be  obtained  our  signatures,  bat  not 
for  the  object  apparent  in  the  letter,  the  language  of 
the  letter  passing  com  para  timely  unnoticed,  because 
our  attention  was  specially  drawn  to  Zeth's  excited 
words  with  reference  to  Pro.  Bryan.  It  would  now 
appear  that  this  was  intentional  on  his  part,  and  that 
he  kept  a  copy  of  the  letter  for'  its  recent  malicious 
use;  and  on  the  evening  appointed,  although  Bryan 
and  Zechs  continually  persisted  in  dragging  up  the 
_  little  matter  about  Siater  Russell,  both  she  and  we 
protested  that  that  was  unnecessary  and  that  that 
was  entirely  settled  between  you  and  her. 


"  Although  feeling  the  matter  was  none  of  our  busi- 
ness, we  added  our  sij^naluies  because  wc  were  so 
anxious  to  have  everything  smooth  and  pleasant  be- 
fore the  evening  of  the  presentation,  then  so  close  at 
hand,  and  fearing"  that  if  we  did  not  there  would  be 
some  unpleasantness  with  Bro.  Zech  before  the  con- 
gregation which  was  to  assemble  for  a  purpose  so  dif- 
ferent. The  letter  concluded  as  follows;  "  May 
our  dear  Lord  guide  and  direct  your  judgment  or 
ours,  that  if  may  all  be  to  his  glory.  Yours  in 
the  Redeemer.  [Signed.]"  The  signatures  were 
obtained  only  with  this  object  in  view,  and  on 
condition  that  the  matter  should  never  be  men- 
tioned outside  of  the  number  present  that  evening, 
This  promise  they  have  entirely  failed  to  keep,  and 
ever  since  have  talked  of  it  in  private:  and  now, 
judge  of  our  surprise  and  chagrin  on  finding  a  por- 
tion of  that  confidential  letter  in  print  and  our  names 
heralded  as  busy— bodies  in  the  affairs  of  one  whom  we 
love  and  esteem  ac  &  tried  and  faithful  servant  of  our 
dear  Redeemer  and  Lord  and  in  whose  integrity  as  a 
Christian  brother  we  have  full  confidence;  and  as  hav- 
ing pat't  in  the  present  Infnmous  conspiracy  to  over- 
throw  him  from  the  place  which  he  holds,  and  that 
rightly,  in  the  hearts  of  many  of  the  Lord's  people.  It 
is  an  unwarrantable  rnis?iSi'  of  our  names,  against 
which  we  (as  the  signers)  most  earnestly  protest. 

"At  the  meeting  which  resulted,  all  (including  Zechs) 
admitted  the  justice  of  your  course  toward  Bro,  Bryan, 
whom  we  and  they  urged  to  apologize  for  his  misjudg- 
mtnt  (we  did  not  at  the  time  doubt  his  good  intention  J; 
and  he  did  so  in  our  presence.  Thus  the  matter  ended, 
and  a  pleasant  Neiv  Year's  evening  followed. 

"Otto  von  Zech'«  conduct  and  libelous  circular  re- 
mind us  of  Korah,  the  "  ringleader  "  of  the  rebellion 
against  Moses  and  Aaron  (Num.  16  and  26;  9-11), 
who,  with  Dathan,  Abiram  and  On,  was  not  content 
v;ith  his  honorable  post,  but  ''sought"  the  office  of 
Moses.     From    the   above   reference  wc    discern    that 
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Korah  with  the  other  three  charged  Moses  (without 
eausej  with  the  very  jr« -which  he  and  his  associates 
themselves  committed.  We  find  the  same  aiiib]tion» 
ieplousy  and  pride  in  the  conduct  of  A hithophel,  who, 
bein^  King  David^s  counsellor  »nd  frt^nd,  became, 
through  this  same  leaven  of  ein,  the  most  treacherous 
enemy  of  the  servant  of  God;  but  David's  heart  re- 
mained loyal,  and  his  prayer  to  the  Lord  "  turned  ^ 
Ahithophel's  bad-intended^course  into  what  his  name 
"signifies,  yffo/jj-Awwj;  for,  said  David,  "O  Lord,  I 
pray  thee,  turn  the  [treacherous]  counsel  of  Ahitho- 
phel  v^to  foolishness.'''  {a  Sam.  15;  31.)  A  like  con- 
spiracy we  find  against  Ehe  Apostle  Paul,  when  tliey 
banded  theuiseives  together  to  "  kill  him."  fAcls  33: 
13.)  And  a  like  conspiracy  was  kindled  against  our 
dear  Redeemer  by  certain  ones  of  his  time;  for  they 
'  "consulted  that  they  might  take  Jesus  hy  suSileiy,  and 
kill  him-  (Matt.  36:4,  5.)  And  again,  it  is  written, 
"They  hated  him  without  a  cause."  (John  15:  23.) 
May  the  dear  Lord  strengthen  your  mind  and  heart, 
so  that  through  you,  dear  Brother,  the  proclamation 
of  the  gospel  cause  may  be  fully  established. 

"Hoping  that  this  explanation  will  fully  clear  us  in 
your  eyes  from  any  connection  with  the  libelous  cir- 
cular, and  desiring  that,  if  opporfunity  present  itself, 
you  will  make  this  known  (0  any  who  may  have  seen 
the  present  statement  of  the  conspirators,

"P.  S. — Brothers  Ohtsson  and  Winter  are  not  now 
in  the  cityi  and  hence  their  signatures  have  not  been 
obtained;  but  be&ides  them  the  only  other  signers, 
exclusive  of  ourselves,  are  thejconepiratore." 

Let  me  here  ren>3rk,  incidentally,  that  if  Ibeie  are  any 
of  God's  married  children  whose  interests  3re  iroie 
thoroughly  orcj  and  whose  esteem  for  each  other  is  grcaler 
than  that  which  exists  between  Sister  Russell  ard  rayseU, 
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R'e  would  be  glad  for  them  to  have  it  soj  but  we  have 
no  present  reason  for  so  beiieving-  Ours,  we  feelf  is  in- 
deed a  union  in  the  Lord,  which  wc  believe  that  even 
death  will  not  sever. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that,  when  I  came  to  know  the  depth 
of  their  perfidy,  I  refused  to  allow  Ero.  Zech  to  preach  in 
the  chapel — the  use  of  which  for  years  1  have  furnished 
free  of  charge  to  the  German  friends?  Could  I,  in  Justice, 
do  less  than  inform  those  German  brethren  and  sisters 
(about  twelve  persons),  that  vihWttJuy  were  as  welcome  as 
ever  to  use  the  chapel  every  Sunday  morning,  Bro.  Zech 
had  proved  himself  wholly  unworthy  of  my  confidence^ 
and  that  I  felt  that  it  would  be  ivreng  to  supply  him  the 
opportunity  to  attempt  a  further  defamalion  of  my  char- 
acter, by  misrepresentations  slobbered  over  with  protesta- 
tions of  brotherly  love?  Indeed,  \  am  of  the  opinion  that 
not  one  man  in  a  thousand,  professor  or  non-professor, 
would  have  had  so  little  shame  as  to  have  attempted  further 
abuse  of  my  generosity,  after  having  publicly  done  all  he 
knew  how  to  defame  me.  He  claims  to  have  been  "  under 
bondage"  to  me,  So  I  at  once  forced  him  to  become  a  Tree- 
man  by  refusing  him  longer  the  privilege  hitherto  enjoyed 
of  speaking  to  the  German  friends  in  the  chapel.  But  even" 
this  enforcement  of  liberty  is  one  of  his  charges  against  me. 

BROTHER   BRYAN'S    GRIEVANCES, 

Ero.  Bryan  served  the  cause  in  the  TOWEH  office  for 
several  years — well  in  many  respcO;^-  But  by  heredity  he 
_^has  a  very  violent  temper,  a  vindidlive  disposition  And  a 
penchant  for  minding  other  peoples'  affairs.  It  is  with 
deep  regret  that  I  thus  write,  and  now  only  because  it 
seems  a  necessary  explanation  of  what  follows.  Whea  I 
say  he  evidently  inherited  these  imgainiy  traits  I  consider 
that  I  am  making  an  apology  for  him.  Time  and  again 
have  1  helped  to  settle  differences  between  him  and  the 
other  office  helpers,  in  which  he  was  uniformly  to  blame 
— generally  trying  to  mind  some  one  else's  business;  and 
time  and  again  has  he  repented  and  lamented  his  course 
and  promised  to  turn  over  a  new  leaf.  But  his  difficnlly 
seemed  to  grow  upon  him.     He  got  woise  and  worst. 
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He  it  Itast  six  timcsduring  ihe  last  three  years  ofhisstay 
urged  that  he  should  leave  the  office  for  the  relief  of  othera ; 
a.nd  each  time  I  persuaded  him  to  try  to  do  better:  yet, 
when  at  last  I  concluded  to  let  him  go,  he  seemed  deter- 
mined to  stay.  I  could  not  then  judge  why,  hut  can  now 
see  that  it  was  because  he  had  become  oneof  theconspir- 
atOTS  and  was  waiting  for  the  time  to  explode  the  bombs. 
It  was  after  his  condutfl  finally  became  (irtbearable,  that  I 
wrote  him  the  follou^ing  leittK. 

Allegkfny,  Pa.,     Mar.  2,  'pj. 

''Dear  Brother  Brvan  ;— Your  note,  which  I  requested 
last  evening,  sayings  if  there  are  other  matters  "that 
you  say  would  still  be  difficulties,  even  if  you  could  de- 
termine not  to  meddle  with  and  annoy  Sister  Ball,"  is 
before  me.  In  reply  I  must  tell  you  that  this  note  mani- 
fests still  more  of  the  same  wrong  spirit  of  which  I  com- 
plain on  behalf  of  Sister  Ball. 

"It  shows  that  you  not  only  want  to  annoy  and  manage 
her  and  her  work,  but  that  you  also  want  to  do  the  same 
Tor  me  and  my  business,  and  that  of  the  entire  office  and 
home.  I  have  assured  you  repeatedly  of  my  Christian 
love  and  ray  care  for  your  every  concern,  and  my  desire 
that  you  enjoy  every  comfort  and  pleasure  which,  our 
home  and  office  afford,  but  you  seem  to  think  that  every 
thing  should  be  run  according  Co  your  ideas,  which  is 
neither  possible  nor  reasonable, 

"For  over  two  weeks  (I  might  almost  say  three  years) 
you  have  been  worrying  the  office  and  home  circles, 
and  that  without  any  justification.  You  should  be  con- 
scientious enough  to  admit  that  you  have  no  »igkt, 
human  or  divine,  to  interfere  with  Sister  Ball 's 
rights  or  business,  nor  with  mine,  nor  with  those  of 
others.  If,  therefore,  this  matter  can  be  fixed  only  by 
your  leaving  the  Tower  office,  do  not  penuade  yourself 
to  a  false  view,  in  supposing  that  you  will  be  going  forth 
for  righteousness'  sake,  or  for  conscience'  sake:  for,  on 
the  contraryj  it  will  be  because  you  are  a  persistent  busy- 
-body in  other  people's  affairs — and  an  initniienal  one, 
since  instead  of  acknowledging  the  fault  you  attempt 
TO  excuse  it,  and  even  argue  by  the  hour  that  you  have  a 
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right  to  judge  the  conduit  and  even  the  consciences  of 
others,  and  to  give  chem  tongue  chastisements  and  other 
incivilities  until  they  adopt  your  conscience  as  instead  of 
their  own.  and  repent  to  you,  etc.  I  should  cell  you  also 
chat  Sister  Ball  is  not  the  only  one  who  has  mentioned 
your  interferences. 

"A  month  or  so  ago  Bro.  Henninges  said  to  me  ;  — 
*  Bro.  Russell,  cannot  I  do  some  of  the  work  of  the  com- 
posing rootn,  or  in  some  way  shift  so  as  not  to  be  so 
much  of  an  annoyance  to  Brother  Bryan?'  1  replied 
'that  I  thought  X  had  a  ptan  for  dividing  the  work  which 
would  harmoni??  the  difficulties  peacefultyj  and  to  wait 
audsee. 

"Within  a  week  Bro.  Page  said,  'Bro.  Russell,  I  feel 
that  I  am  the  seit  of  Bro.  Bryan's  trouble,  and  while  I 
came  here,  a?  I  believe,  under  the  Lord's  leading,  do  not 
let  me  stand  in  the  way  of  the  smooth  running  of  the 
Lard's  wjrk.  At  the  sams  time  I  scarcely  think  that 
you  do  your  dury  toward  Bra.  Bryan  and  the  others,  and 
the  work,  to  permit  him  to  interfere  with  and  snap  the 
head  off  everybody  and  everything.  In  a  worldly  office 
such  condu£l;  would  not  be  endured  five  minmes.' 

"I  exi^lained  how  I  believed  the  trouble  to  be  in  part  a 
heredity  and  that  I  wa-;  trying  to  have  you  take  the  right 
view  of  it,  and  that  if  you  could  sn  it  fully  and  clearly 
I  hid  confidence  that  you  \.vould  //ij  differently.  But  why 
you  cannot  or  will  not  see  so  plain  a  matter  [  cannot  un- 
derstand. 

"You  know  better  thanany  one  else,  dear  brother,  how, 
with  great  patience,  prompted  by  loving  interest  for  you 
and  for  the  worlt,  \  have  tried  to  have  you  see  the  error 
of  bsing  a  husyb^ciy — sspecially  so  when  you  knew  that 
those  you  interfered  with  are  fully  as  conscientious  as 
yourself, — and  full  more  sO  on.  the  subjeA  of  respe^lng  , 
the  rights  aud  Ub=rties  of  others. 

"I  have  exhajsted  every  proper  meansat  ray  comraaud  to 
have  you  set  righi^^t.  r>0  right.     But  you  all  the  more  as- 
sume a  self-righteous  air  and  insist  that  you  have  a  right  to  be 
the  judge  of  Che  rights,  libsrtiesand  consciences  of  others, 
"Triia  r  can  no  longer  permit.     It  becomes  my    duty, 
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therefore^  dear  brother,  to  say,  Stop  th«  wrong-tjoing 
and  uacKariiable  judging;  and  if  you  will  not  stop  it 
you  must  cea^e  to  occupy  the  place  you  have  occupied 
for  so  ioiig;  in  the  office. 

"Nevertheless,  dear  brother,  it  will  be  in  sorrowand  not 
in  atig?r  that  wc  will  part  with  you.  You  have  many  ex- 
cellent traits  to  wliich  1  che«fuUy  bear  witness,  and  I 
shall  always  feel  a  deep  interest  in  your  welfare,  and 
should  opportunity  ever  offer  I  will  be  glad  to  prove  this

your  error  and  to  manifest  a  reform  of  your  course,  not 
only  I,  b\it  all  the  "  family  "  X  am  sure  will  be  glad,  not 
only  to  ha^e  you  stay  with  us  in  the  work,  but  to  assist 
you  and  bsar  with  you.  Please  let  rae  have  your  deci- 
sioa  this  evening,  on  the  lines  laid  do*n  in  this  letter.

Mitters 
hav«  run  along  now  for  nearly  two  weeks  in  a  very  unsat- 
isfafilory  minner  and  ooe  very  dludvanlageous  to  the 
Lord's  work.  Others  are  idle  while  you  have  and  hold 
onto  more  than  you  can  do. 

*<  Forbearance  longer  would  not  be  a  virtue.  Your  let- 
ter or  note  in  reply  to  mine  of  yesterday  is  not  a  reply — 
merely  a  delay.  What  can  be  your  objefl?  I  must  in- 
sist, dear  brother,  either  that  yoa  fully  consent  to  all  the 
rcasouable  requirements  of  my  tetter  of  yesterday,  and 
indicate  this  in  no  uncertain  words,  or  else  that  yoy 
hand  over  your  keys  and  place,  that  some  one  conscieti- 
tioua  enough  to  recognize  and  respe^  t^he  rights  of  others 
may,  with  those  who  love  and  malice  for  peace  and  right, 
occupy  In  your  stead.

Bryan  finally  concluded  to  go  into  the  colporteur 
work,  and  we  parted  seemingly  warra  frieads,  as  the  fol- 
lowing extrafts  from  a  letter  received  later  shows;  the 
"bamb"  plotse^mingly  having  been,  abandonedfora  time.

^'DSAR  BitOTHHti  Russell; — I  feel  like  giving  you 

a  Uttie  I'eport  of  myself  and  doings,  in  addition  to 
what  I  wrote  on  recent  postals. 

"  The  whole  situation  here  seetns  ae  favorable  as  any 
that  could  have  been  chosen.  To  be  with  yotir  father's 
family  has  been  most  helpful.  Then  I  have  made  a 
little  beg-inning  in  canvassing  that  IS  not  discouraging, 
though  not  nearly  so  good  as  I  wish  it  w^erc.  Then, 
through  advice  from  you,  three  brethren  visited  us 
last  Sunday.     I   was  very  favorably  impressed  by  the 

appearance  of  " .     If  I   am  not  mistaken,   he   ia 

quite  able  to  be  a  local  teacher  and  leader.  And  he 
seams  to  have  a  beautiful  spirit.  Some  brethren  here 
had  been  meeting  with  a  Utile  group  of  Adventists; 
but  quite  lately  the  latter  withdrew  to  another  room. 
To  our  great  pleasure,  these  brethren  said  they  had 
already  secured  a  room  and  arranged  to  have  a  regular 
Sunday  meeting.  They  wished  they  had  known 
earlier  of  the  presence  of  your  father's  family  in 
Richmond,  I  anxiously  await  the  meeting  next  Sun- 
day and  will  tell  you  how  things  seem.  If  I  had  the 
address  of  all  Towsr  readers,  could  call  on  them  and 
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judge  wliether  to  notify  them  of  the  meeting  antt  in-  ^ 
vite  them  to  it.  I  have  reconnoiteretl  a  Utile,  ^vvix  find 
jood,  toiig"  streets  of  residences  evidently  of  tFie  clfiss 
where  I  witl  get  nccess  to  the  husband  or  wife,  and 
not  to  the  servant  alone.  I  nm  quite  hopeful  that  my 
record  will  grow  better,  as  I  ^et  into  the  adjoining 
territory  named. 

"I  have  been  out  four  days — noE  putting  in  very  full 
time  some  days.  The  "score"  ia;  5,  6,  S,  9— orders 
taken.

But  a  little  Cciristmas  tolten,  seat  him  four  months  ago, 
seems  to  have  been  the  innocent  instrumeat  by  which 
Sitan  again  got  to  work  upon  his  naturally  noc  too  well  bal- 
anced brain,  reviving  and  exaggerating  ptrevious  "  evil 
suroaisingi"  and  enlarging  his  "root  of  bitterness,'^ 

He  then  began  to  write  frequently  about  some  trifles 
connedled  with  his  office  experience.  1  answered  these 
kindly  and  fully,  and  explained  to  him  that  we  understood 
'the  matters  thoroughly  and  that  they  were  all  right. 
However,  about  six  weeks  ago  be  concluded  to  ask  two 
of  the  brethren  to  come  with  him  and  hear  his  statement 
of  my  sins  and  to  reprove  me  according  to  Matt.

Answer. — Bro,  Bryin  ***  in  the  office  constantly  and 
could  better  than  any  one  else  answer  the  questions  of  ap- 
plicants. I  preferred  not  to  have  my  own  name  on  the 
notice  (i)  because  my  forenoons  ate  ustis-lly  spent  at 
home,  writing,  and  (z)  because  my  name  being  neces- 
sarily prominent,  E  modestJy  preferred  to  avoid  any  un- 
necessary notoriety.  Bro,  Bryan's  name  vvould be  anknown. 


Judgment  of  the  Brettiron. — Porfciftly  itrojjer  and  com^ 
mendabie. 

Charge  2.— 0»ce  ivlieii  I  iy;is  in  tending  to  purchase  some 
clothing  Bro.  Itusiiell  giA-e  me  a  letter  to  one  of  the  prom- 
inent Pittsburg  clothing  stores,  assuring  me  that  it  would 
secure  for  me  a  ten  per  cent,  reduiftion  iu  ihe  price.  Ic 
made  me  feel  bad  to  think  that  Bro.  Russell  would  thus 
deceive  and  cheat  them,  and  I  could  not  use  the  order. 

Answer. — The  letter  was  entirely  proper.  I  am  person- 
ally acquainted  with  the  proprietors  who  grant  me  a  dis- 
count, and  invited  me  to  send  over  any  of  those  connected 
with  the  office,  and  that  they  should  have  the  same. 

Judgment  of  the  Brethren.— Proper  and  commendable. 
Bro.  Russell  was  endeavoring  to  extend  to  you,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  his  oivn  time  ia  writing  the  note,  a  privilege 
which  all  the  large  stores  are  glad  to  give,  to  get  trade. 
Nearly  every  one  gets  a  ten  per  cent,  discount  upon  some 
score:  Prices  are  ao  arranged  as  to  permit  of  these  dis- 
counts to  customers.  You  merely  did  not  comprehend 
the  matter  and  thought  evil  of  what  was  really  a  kindness. 

Charge  ^.^Bro.  Russell  received  for  many  of  the  Col- 
porteurs clerical  half-rate  arrangernents  over  one  of  the 
railroads,  and  I  am  sure  that  he  got  these  by  dtcepHon  and 
fraud;  for  I  know  that  the  R.  R.  people  would  not  grant 
those  rates  if  they  understood  that  the  colporteurs  sell 
books, 

Answer  by  Bro.  Weber. — A  very  unjust  and  uncharit- 
able thought  oa  your  part,  Bro.  Bryan;  and  3  very  mis- 
taken one.  I,  myself,  arranged  the  matter  you  condemn  ; 
and  r  did  it  in  a  perfeiSiiy  honorable  manner.  I  ara  well 
acquainted  with  the  gentleman  in  charge  of  that  business, 
and  explained  that  the  colporteurs  are  preachers,  ministers 
of  tiie  truth,  who  giv-c  liiuir  entire  lime  to  this  work,  but 
that  they  do  it  in  a  dilTerent  manner  from  the  clergy  of 
the  nominal  church.  I  explained  to  him  that  they  ex- 
plained the  Scriptures  from  house  to  house,  and  sold  books 
which  would  continue  and  elaborate  the  preaching  after 
they  were  gone. 

Judgment  of  the  Brethren. — Proper  and  highly  com- 
mendable to  all  concerned  except  Bro.  Bryan. 
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Charge  4.— Bro.  Russell  violated  my  ideas  of  the  law  in  , 
the   mailing  of  MILLENNIAL  Dawn,  Vol.  u. 

Answer, — [1  gave  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  matter, 
but  it  would  be  too  tedious  to  relate  here.] 

Judgment  of  the  Brethren, — Entirely  proper  so  far  as 
we  can  understand  the  matter.  Anyway,  we  feel  that  the 
United  States  Government  is  abundantly  able  to  look  out 
for  its  own  rights,  and  that  it  is  very  far  froni  the  spirit 
of  Christ  for  you,  Bro.  Bryan,  to  be  surmising  evil  against 
the  very  one  through  whose  efforts  God  sent  the  truth  to 
you.  \Ve  cotild  not  thinlc  you  more  consqienuous  than 
Bro.  Russell ;  and  as  for  ability  to  interpret  law,  human  or 
divine,  Vc  consider  hiiii  entirely  your  superior. 

Charge  5.  I  claim  that  Bro.  RuiscH  cheats  the  govetn- 
tngnt  by  putting  only  half  enough  postage  upon  the  Tqwer 
binders.  He  made  ms  stamp  thejn  at  "book  rate,'*  while 
I  claim  that  they  should  be  stamped  at  "  mercbandise 
rates."  I  wrote  to  the  ?.  O.  Department  at  Washington 
asking  whether  a  Newspaper  binder  should  be  stamped  as 
book-matter  or  as  merchandise,  and  they  replied — "aa 
merchandise."  Here  is  the  letter  signed  by  the  third 
assistant  P,  M.  General. 

Answer.  — The  Tower  Binders  were  for  sortie  time  mailed 
with  double  the  proper  postage.  When  I  noticed  it  I 
had  it  changed  to  the  proper  rate.  The  binders  are  mere- 
ly ):ta6\i.-6acJis,  and  when  filled  with  Towers  constitute  a 
bound  volume.  It  requires  no  great  mind  to  see  that  a 
part  of  a  book  cannot  be  rated  at  a  higher  charge  than  a 
whole  boolf ;  and  book-back  or  binder  should  therefore 
be  mailed  athookrales.  However,  lestsome uninformed 
postmaster  tnight  not  be  able  tq  reason  properly  upon  the 
iubjeft  we  always  put  one  Tow^R  into  each  binder.  Sure- 
ly, it  is  then  a  boolt  of  16  pages  tq  any  otic  capableof 
sound  reasoning. 

The  Third  Asst.  P.  M.  General  has  been  in  office  only 
one  year,  while  I  ha.ve  had  many  years'  experience  in  just 
Such  questions.  It  was  this  same  gentleman  who  ruled  out 
the  Old  Thefflogy  7rff(7f  sonac  months  ago  ;  but  I  appealed 
frora  his  decision,  and  the  legal  department  suauined  my 
understanding  of  the  law. 
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Bro,  Bryan's  decision  would  be  binding  on  himself,  but 

on  no  one  else.  The  law  leave-s  its  interpretation  to  the 
common  sense  of  the  reader,  except  wheu  called  in  ques- 
tion by  the  postmaster,  and  then  an  apptal  may  be  taken 
if  desired. 

Judgment  of  the  Brethren. — Without  doubt  5  binder 
containing  sixteen  pages  of  reading  matter  is  a  book,  and 
should  be  stamped  at  book  rates.  Bro.  Russell  should  be 
allowed  to  mind  his  own  business,  and  those  who  cannot ' 
help  him  should  not  hinder  him.  If  Bro.  Bryan  itiougiit 
differently  he  discharged  his  duty  when  he  told  Bro.  Rus- 
sell how  he  viewed  the  matte^^  The  P,  O.  Department  it 
seems  was  not  asked  about  a  Magazins-biniltr  with  one 
issue  enclosed.     That  would  have  been  a  different  question, 

Charge  6. — On  the  missionary  envelopes  recentJy  is- 
sued the  last  paragraph  is  marked,  "S.  I.  Hickey  in 
Chnida/t  ftir^hi,"  but  those  printed  some  years  ago 
read,  "J.  E.  Jewctt  in  Christian  Herald,"  That  was  a 
fraud  I  believe.  X  have  no  doubt  that  wa?  written  in  the 
Watch  Tower  office. 

Answer. — This  is  totally  untrue:  I  (irst  sgw  the  "  no- 
tice "  in  the  columns  of  ihe  ChrisUwi-  Htrald.  It  ap- 
peared upon  a  page  at  that  time  controUed  by  Hr,  Jew- 
ett,  and  since  it  had  no  name  10  it,  I  supposed  it  vvas  Mr. 
Jewetl's  expression.  Liter,  I  learned  tSiat  Bro.  Hickey 
had  written  the  commendation ;  and  hence  I  changed  the 
name  on  the  next  lot  of  envelopes  printed. 

Judgment  of  the  Brethren. — Bro.  Bryan,  as  only  an 
impure  fountain  sends  forth  impure  waters,  so  only  a 
wrong  condition  of  heart  could  send  forth  such  unchari- 
table thoughts,  and  these  without  any  foundation  excepf 
your  "evil  surmisings."  Dd  not  forget  thai  evil  surmis- 
ings,  envy,  strife,  malice  and  hatred  give  evidence  of  a 
wrong  spirit,  little  like  the  spirit  which  "thinketh  no 
evil"  and  much  akin  to  the  spirit  which  "loveth  and 
makcth  a  lie." 

Charge  7, — Bro.  Russell  violated  the  U.  S.  postal  laws 
by  occasionally  putting  in  amongst  the  Towers  some 
Pittsburg  papers  for  relatives  in  the  South. 

AnsTrer. — Yes;  it  had  been  our  custom  for  some  time 
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to  Ecnd  ionii  jf  our  exchanges  and  ari  occasional  Pitts- 
burg piper  to  friends;  and  these  all  being  "second-class 
matter"  were  thrown  in  with  the  Toweeis  when  being 
sent  to  the  post  office.  This  coDLinaed  until  about  six 
years  ago.  Soraewfherc  about  that  time  the  rate  of  pos- 
tage on  second-class  mail  ma  iter  was  reduced  from 
two  cents  per  pound  to  one  cent  per  pound  and  post- 
mastecs  were  notified  to  be  more  than  ever  particular. 
Our  Allegheny  postmaster  notified  us  that  the  German 
Tower  could  not  henceforth  be  mixed  with  the  English 
Tower,  and  that  no  other  papers  must  be  mixed  in  along. 
We  called  his  attention  to  another  pirt  oF  the  law  in 
which  it  is  specially  stated  that  news  agents  may  send 
out  second-claw  raittcr  at  the  same  rates  as  the  publishers, 
and  shoived  that  neirs  agents  do  "not  teep  different  papers 
.  scpaTite.  The  feply  wi<  thit  thi  pDitoffice  depirtraent 
at  Wiihin^coii  had  male  a  ruling  on  that  point,  to  the 
effirit  thit  piblishers  could  send  out  other  papers  oaly 
when  ihsy  seni  them  to  all  of  thtir  tu^scri^tri,  and  hence 
that  pubEiihers  hive  less  libarty  than,  news  agents.  We 
accepted  this  ruling,  and  have  never  since,  to  my  knowl- 
edge, mailed  other  than  our  own  pubUcations  at  "pound 
rates."  ■ 

Judjiflint  of  the  Brethren.— A  raojt  reawnable  and 
cOQiistenl  explnation  of  a  trifls.  It  is  not  within  the 
range  of  reason,  Ero.  Bryan,  to  suppoie  that  one  who  is 
giving  his  time  and  energy  to  the  spread  of  the  truth  and 
the  inculcation  of  righteoainess,  and  spending  thousand? 
of  dollars  to  that  end,  as  you  and  we  well  know,  would 
b=  dishonest  for  a  few  penny  starapj.  Bit  it  does  look 
to  us  a.5  though  your  object  in  ivca  msntioning  such  a 
matter  can  be  nothing  less  than  a  malicious  spirit,  a  de- 
sire to  injure  13ro.  RusscU'in  our  esteem;  but  we  kno* 
him  too  well  for  that.  His  answer  is  more  than  a  suffi- 
cient exoneration- 

[We  since  learn  thit  some  (at  lent  one)  of  the  slander- 
ous circulars  sent  out  by  the  conipirators  went  nn?laatped. 
Did  we  evilly  surmise  that  this  was  cheating  the  govern- 
ment? Mo,  we  thank  Gad  that  neither  our  heads  nor 
oar  htjarts  are  so  deranged  as  to  get  m  into  !u;h  tigo  tense.]

Charge  Z- — Ero.  Sltissell  some  six  years  ago  loaned  hun- 
dreds of  D.^*NS,  under  the  name  of  Mrs.  C-  B,  Lemuels, 
which  I  hold  was  wtortg — a  deception. 

Answer,  —  No  wrong  was  done  to  any  one  by  the  use 
of  the  name;  but,  on  the  contrary,  much  good  was  ac- 
complished. Many  readers  will  remember  seeing  Mrs. 
C.  B.  Lemuels'  advertisements  in  different  newspapers, 
all  over  the  United  Stares,  offering  to  loan  free  of  charge 
a  book  that  would  be  very  helpful  to  honest  skeptics  and 
infidels.  Many  of  you  first  learned  of  the  truth  by  this 
means.  The  book  was  The  Plan  of  the  Ages — Daw^, 
Vol.  I,  and  the  name  Mrs.  Lemuels  rcprescnied  Mrs. 
Russell.  I  esteemed  that  the  matter  would  be  belter  re- 
ceived from  a  tady  than  from  a.  gentleman.  I  could  have 
arranged  for  the  use  of  Mrs.  Russell's  name,  or  the  name 
of  some  other  sister,  but  refiefted  that  a  confusion  of 
letters  might  result  and  prove  inconvenient.  Besides,  I 
biing  my  own  name  as  little  into  prominence  as  possible. 
This  will  be  noticed  in  connection  with  everything  I  have 
published — the  O,  T.  Trails,  the  Dawns,  etc.

He  is 
called  also  Intminuel,  the  Son  of  Man,  the  Hedeemer, 
the  Good  Shepherd  ^  Lord  of  Glory,  Prince  of  Peace, 
Priuce  of  Life,  the  Word  of  God,  Lninb  of  God,  the 
Just  One,  the  King  of  Israel,  Living  Stone,  the  True 
Vine,  Wonderful,  Counsellor,  Savior,  Mediator,  the 
Amen,  the  Al|iha  and  Omega,  the  Second  Adam,  the 
Messiah,  Our  Lord  mid  the  Apostles  and  the  Prophets, 
did  not  think  it  a.  deception  lo  .ijipty  these  vai ions  namps 
and  titles,  nor  do  L  Had  I  used  the  name  for  a  •u'^-ovg 
purpose,  the  entire  transadlion  would  have  been  sinful  j 
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bial  as  it  is  coccedcd  that  it  was  used  for  a  gocd  puipose 
the  entire  transa^ion  is  faultless.  Many  (mincnt  writeis 
for  the  press  cover  their  identity  under  a  ntm  deplume, 
and  justly  without  reproach. 

Judgment  of  the  Brethren, — Legitimate  an  d  praise- 
worthy. We  wish  that  more  of  God's  children  had  the 
same  singleness  of  purpose  to  do  geodXo  others  and  s«r\e 
God  and  the  truth  to  the  disregard  of  their  own  name  or 
fame.  Yoii,  Bro.  Bryan,  might  far  better  be  spending 
your  lime  in  holding  up  Bro.  Russell's  hands,  than  in 
seeing  how  you  can  annoy  him  with  sucll  quibbles  and 
disturb  the  work  he  is  doing. 

Charge  9, — Bro.  Russell  once  advised  a  man  to  send 
addressed  ira£t  wrappers  to  the  Tower  office  enclosed  in 
a  newspaper;  whereas  they  should  be  sent  at  letter  rates 
of  posiage,  "  two  cents  for  each  ounce,"  He  also  pub- 
lished the  wiong  rate  of  postage  in  the  Tower  for  May  i, 

Answer. — My  reason  for  advising  thus  wasj  that  I  did 
not  want  the  brother  to  pay  more  postage  than  the  iaw 
requires.  (It  certainly  made  not  one  cent  difference  lo 
me.')  I  know  that  many  understand  as  little  about  the 
law  as  does  Bro.  Bryan,  and  country  postmasters  gener- 
ally ask,  Does  this  contain  ■writing?  If  the  answer  is,  Yes^ 
he  charges  kittr  raUi,  two  cents  for  each  ouncej  which 
in  the  case  of  addressed  wrappers  is  contrary  to  the  law. 
The  law  specifically  provides  that  written  addressci  may 
E>e  enclosed  in  newspapers  without  adding  to  the  rate 
of  postage,  provided  no  other  writing  accompanies.  But 
to  add  one  other  word  such  as  "Wei!"  or  "All  are 
well,"  would  mske  the  postage  rale  the  ssree  as  on  a  let- 
ter, two  cents  for  one  ounce.  If  one  address  can  be  so 
sent  so  can  two  or  five  or  ten.  Indeed,  written  wiappers 
sent  alone,  without  a  newspaper,  are  subjt£l  I0  no  higher 
rate  than  printed  circulars  ace 01  ding  to  law, — one  cent  lor 
two  ounces — Bro.  Bryan  to  the  contrary  notwithstsndirg. 

Judgment  oi  the  Bret  bier. — Evidently  a  case  of  insuf' 
ficiency  of  Ifnowledge  on  your  part,  Bro.  Bryan  ;  and  one 
easily  re<5liiJed  if  you  had  been  controlled  by  a  proper 
Christian  spirit, 


Charge  10.— Bro,  Rtissell,  it  seems  to  me,  uses  language 
in  a  "double  dealing"  manner.  When  I  attempt  coshow 
sOttiething  wrong  in  what  he  has  said,  he  explains  it  al] 
away  and  would  convince 'any  one  it  was  all  right. 

Answer.  —  It  I  use  ambiguous  language  it  is  wholly  un- 
known to  me;  but  since  much  of  it  is  in  print  some  one 
ought  to  be  able  to  point  it  our,  if  this  charge  has  any 
foundation. 

Judgment  of  the  Brethren. — This  charge  is  in  harmony 
with  all  the  others^  and  shows  that  for  nearly  six  years 
Bro.  Bryan  abused  his  position  and  the  confidence  repos- 
ed in  him  by  Bro.  Russell,  that  he  was  all  the  while  hunting 
for  a  flaw  in  his  words  or  charafler,  and  that  he  was  dis- 
appointed when  his  evil  surmisings  of  either  were  correct- 
ed. And,  because  Bro,  Rus?ell  cleared  the  matteren- 
tirely,  it  is  called  "double  dealing."  Shame!  There 
are  broad,  medium  and  narrow  minds  and  hearts.  Bro. 
Russell's  is  one  of  the  broad  and  unsuspicious.  His 
poorest  Judgment,  it  seems  to  us,  was  in  not  teeing  long 
ago  the  difference  between  an  office-helper  and  an  office™ 
hinderer.  The  Dawns  and  the  Towers  are  wilnesjes  10 
the  fa£l  that  he  uses  language  with  a  diref^mss  Kh&t  is  sel- 
dom equalled  ercept  in  the  Scriptures  and  in  lawbooks. 
The  message  from  his  lips,  as  well  as  from  his  pen,  has  "no 
uncertain  sound  "  to  those  who  really  have  "ears  to  hear." 

Charge  11.—]  Once  found  some  four  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  placed  to  my  credit  on  the  Tra(ft  Tund  account, 
I  remonstrated  and  it  was  taken  off;  but  sums  credited  to 
others  of  the  office  helpers,  not  so  conscientious,  still 
stand.  This  shows  that  Bro.  Russell's  ideas  are  peculiar 
and  I  should  say  dishonest. 

Answer. — At  the  close  of  each  y  eaiwe  generally  find 
that  we  have  expended  more  than  the  Tradt  Fund  receipts 
from  various  sources,  and  we  generally  Ifaiavce  the  account 
by  donating  whatever  the  receipts  are  behind,  so  as  to  let 
the  fund  begin  the  New  Year  without  back  debts.  In  the 
case  mentioned  I  thought  it  would  be  well  as  an  encourage- 
ment to  the  ofh.ce  helpers  to  share  with  them  the  credii 
fer  this  mm  and  the  voting  shares  wMch  it  represented. 
Accordingly  the  amount  was  divided  with  Mrs.  Russell 
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aod  ihc  faithful  office  helpeis.  This  was  certainly  not  a 
crime ;  and  indeed  it  is  partly  because  of  iheir  consecra- 
tion to  the  woik  that  the  expenses  of  the  work  are  Xcpt 
tow.  At  all  events  tlie  office  lielpers  are  in  and  of  our 
family^  and  I  had  pleasure  in  sharing  the  credit  on  the 

^7yai7^«7irt' records,  although  none  outside  the  office  would 

'hate  known  these  matters  had  it  not  been  for  Bro.  Bry- 
an's peculiar  view  of  them. 

Judgment  of  the  Brethren. — Bro.  Bryan,  the  more  of 
such  charges  you  bring  the  nnore  you  refleft  to  Bro.  Rus- 
sell's honor.  Where  was  the  wrong,  the  sin,  in  Bro.  R's 
giving  you  and  the  others  a  credit  on  the  Trafl  Fund? 
Had  he  not  a  right  to  do  what  he  pleased  with  his  ewn  f 
Supposfl  he  had  deposited  that  four  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  to  your  credit  in  some  bank, — would  that  have 
been  sinful?  If  not,  how  could  it  be  wrong  to  use  it  in 
the  Lard's  service  and  then  give  you  the  credit  and  the 
voting-shares?  But  you  admic  that  he  did  not  insist  on 
your  having  the  credit  when  youobjefled.  Where,  then, 
is  the  room  for  complaint?  If  your  own  judgment  is 
confused,  do  at  least  try  to  let  other  people  of  soandet 
judgment  mind  their  own  business.  Discourage  in  yoor- 
seir  the  disposition  to  be  a  busybody. 

Finally,  we  mtist  say  10  you  that  this  whole  matter  is 
simply  ridiculous  and  gives  evidence  of  a  very  unchristlike 
spirit.  You  called  us  to  reprove  Brother  Russell  after  hear- 
ing your  charges;  but  we  find  nothing  to  condemn  and 
much  to  praise  in  all  that  you  charge.  Study  arid  pray  over 
the  matter,  gnd  the  Lord  grant  you  needed  help  by  his 

I  word  and  providence.     Otherwise  your  present  spirit  is 
likely  to  lead  you  into  "every  evil  wort,"  and  into  outer 

,  darkness;  for  if  any  man  have  not  the  spirit  of  Christ  he 

1  is  none  of  his. 

But  Bro.  Bryan  had  not  come  to  be  convinced;  but  said, 
"I  wtU  press  this  to  the  utmostj  so  help  me  God  I  "  He 
had  merely  taken  this  as  a  preliminary  step  to  his  "  telling 
.  it  to  the  Church,"  at  which  time  he,  with  the  other  conspir- 
ators, had  arranged  to  explode  the  "bombs"  tJiat  "would 
knock  this  thing  (Brother  Russell  and  the  work)  sky  high." 
The  Brethren  expostulated  and  showed  that  the  very 
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object  of  calling  in  two  brethren  for  witness^  was  to  make 
sue  that  which  ever  one  was  in  error  should  have  the  error 
pointed  out  to  him,  a:.d  that  it  was  the  ^"f  ^«'^Jf„^"J! J''' 
iuar  the  other  three  that  was  to  be  "ported  o  fe  Church 
and  that,  accordingly.  Bro.  Russell  m.ght  if  he  choe 
report  him  (Bryan)  10  the  Church  a.  a  ^u^y^ody,  .f  he  re 
fuied  or  neglected  now  to  heed  the  counsel  of  Bro.  RusseU 

^"Buf  the  Arch-conspirator,  Satan,  had  evidently  deter- 
mined that  the  present  would  be  his  most  ^^P^';^°"^J"°^ 
ment  and  that  he  should  probably  never  find  anymore 
Tubs  amial  charges.     So  he'  brought  Bro.  Rog"s  h"/ 
and  his  arrival,  and  disaffection  because  his  sch<:tncs  were 
rot  praised,  accepted  as  the  Lord^s  mMsage,  and  generally 
substituted  for  present  methods,  together  with  Bro.

def  nders      But  it  seems  that  the  bombs  =^nd  ^reworks 
ch  rgcs  h  d  been  entrusted  to  Bro.  Bryan  to  be  fired  wuh 
traEic  effea,  and  that  they  were  smothered,  when  because 
of  lis  spifeful,  angry  ani  disorderly  -/--  -f/^^Thl 
to  recognize  the  chairman,  it  was  decided  by  vote  of    he._ 
congregation  mt  to  kecr  him,  b>it  to  proceed  to  hear  the_ 

""HSing  since  learned  what  the  "  bombs"  are,  we  must 
-evfl  surmisings."  We  find  that  while  only  some  of  these 

lyTeu'™  .^d  hence  ,v=  clean  up  all  that  we  c».  kaitt 
"^B^lf  L-Sev=t,l  yeat.ag.  Brother  Ku.dlt.ugM  a.d 
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sold  some  oil  through  a  broker,  a  member  of  the  Pitlsburg 
Oil  Exchange.  This,  we  believe,  is  what  people  call 
"gambling,"  and  is  therefore  dishonest  and  wicked. 

Answer, — As  before  stated,  I  was  in  the  oil-producing 
iuiiness,  and  all  the  cons,piratots  knew  ihis.  It  is  nothing 
_to  be  ashamed  of,  and  I  never  kept  it  a  secret.  This  is  a 
way  in  which  I  have  done  some  "  tenl-raaking "  and 
'"  fishing;"  and  the  coin  from  this  fish's  mouth  stipports 
me  and  mine,  so  ihat  we  are  not  chargeable  to  any,  and 
50  that  we  can  help  along  the  wort.  Some  yean  ago  my 
monthly  share  of  the  oil  produced  by  welJs  in  which  1 
owned  interests  was  considerable  more  (hao  it  is  at  pres- 
ent. The  price  of  oil  seemed  Jiltely  to  go  lower,  so  1  not 
only  sold  all  the  oil  I  had  on  hand,  bat  through  a  broker 
I  sold  in  advance  oil  that  I  knew  I  had  in  the  ground,  but 
which  it  would  take  time  to  have  pumped  out.  In  due 
time  the  oil  was  produced  and  the  broker  closed  the  con- 
traift,  earning  his  commissions  ibr  his  trouble  and  secur- 
ing me  a  better  price  for  the  oil. 

This  is  the  hgiiimate  use  of  the  Oil  Exchange.  The 
misuse  of  it,  called  "  gambling,"  is,  where  people  have  no 
oil  and  merely  bet  so  much  money  that  the  price  will  go 
up  or  that  it  will  go  down.  Only  obtuse  heads  or  evil- 
thinlcing  hearts  reach  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no  hon- 
est use  for  the  great  commcrical  Exchanges  of  the  world. 
There  is  a  gennine  and  a  counterfeit  in  everything  that  is 
worth  counterfeiting.  The  finding  of  a  counterfeit /re^w 
the  existence  of  a  genuine,  in  business  as  well  as  in  money. 
My  ttaosaAiona  were  on  the  genuine,  legitimate  basis,  as 
any  business-man  of  honor  and  judgment  will  declare. 

Bomb  II. — Some  one  toid  Brother  Bryan  that  he  thought 
that  another  persoB  surmised  that  Bro.  Itussell  had  cheated 
a  man  in  Pittsburg  as  follows:  Brother  RusseU  owned  a 
quarter  interest  in  a  small  business  venture,  another  man 
named  Dubbs  owned  a  quajter,  and  a  man  named  Boyd 
owned  the  remaining  half;  that  Bro.  Russell  had  trans- 
ferred his  interest  to  Bro.  Sweet-and  got  Bro.  Sweer  to 
buy  Mr.  Dubb'a  interest  for  "a  mere  song,"  and  after- 
ward Bro.  Russell  got  back  his  own  quarter  and  also  Mr. 
Dubb'sqnarter,  and  evJdentlyMr.DubbshRd  been  cheated. 


Answer, — This,  another  case  of  "evil  surmising,"  can 
be  easily  explained  and  would  have  been  explained  to  any- 
one. Evidently  they  all  knew  this  and  did  not  wish  to 
have  an  explanation,  preferring  to  believe  it,  so  that  they 
could  coiiscittitioinly  throw  it  as  a  "  bomb  *'  when  they  got 
ready. 

The  business  in  question  is  so  small  as  not  to  be  worthy 
of  the  name  business,  I  did  purchase  a  quarter  interest 
in  it  of  Mr.  Dubbs,  the  inventor.  Mf,  Boyd  managed  the 
business  and  Mr.  Dubb$'  nephew  was  the  only  workman. 
One  day  Bro.  Sweet  came  into  the  Tower  office  and  told  me 
that  he  was  out  of  work  and  nearly  out  of  money.  He 
could  make  no  success  at  colporieuring  and  was  no  hand 
at  writing  wrappers  in  ilie  office,  so  I  thought  of  the  faft 
that  Mr.  Dubbs  was  anxious  to  self  his  interest  in  the  Httfe 
venture,  and  that  if  he  sold  there  would  be  a  place  for 
Bro,  Sweet  instead  of  Mr.  Dubbs'  nephew,  I  told  Bro. 
Sweet  of  it,  and  advanced  him  the  full  value  oiVix,  Dubbs' 
interest  so  that  he  could  buy  it,  if  Mr.  Dubbs  still  wished 
to  sell.  But  I  realized  that  Mr.  Dubbs  who  had  sold  me 
my  interest,  and  was  the  inventor  of  the  commodity, 
might  feel  under  obligation  to  me,  not  to  sell — so  long  es 
I  held  an  interest — and  especially  as  he  had  charged  me 
more  for  my  interest  than  we  afterward  found  it  to  be 
worth — therefore,  to  let  Mr.  Dubbs  feel  entirely  free  to 
adt  as  he  pleased,  I  transferred  my  interest  to  Bro.  Sweet, 
who  then  bought  Mr.Dubbs'  interest  with  money  I  had 
advanced  and  Bro.  Sweet  got  the  situation.  But  35  the 
business  was  not  a  success  he  never  paid  rot  back  the 
money  advanced.  I  took  back  the  entire  interest  Md 
since  paid  out  some  money  on  the  same  as  my  share  of  the 
loss.  And  Bro.  Sweet's  wife  being  ill,  he  removed  to  their 
old  home  in  Virginia. 

Everything  connefted  with  this  matter  is  straight-for- 
ward and  honorable.  Mr.  Dubbs  is  still  a  Pittsbuiger 
and  a  warm  business  friend,  who  would  take  rny  word  on 
a  par  with  my  bond.  How  ta  it  that  these  evil  surmisers 
are  "bretht-en,"who,while  confessing  that  I  never  wronged 
them,  hut  on  the  contrary,  that  they  are  all  more  or  less 
my  dcblora,  imagine  that  I  have  done  wrong  to  some  one 
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else?  Is  it  Ukely  that  the  world,  the  devit  and  oppos- 
ing nominal  church  people  would  pass  by  even  slight 
transgressions  of  business  etiquet  or  morsls,  if  they  could 
fiqd  them  ?  On  the  contrary,  my  char^6ter,  fny  word  and 
my  credit  stand  high  amongst  intelligent  people  whose 
only  objedtion  to  me  is,  "his  religious  views" — which 
of  course  they  generally  misunderstand,  because  they  have 
been  misrepresented  by  boUi  friends  and  foes. 
The  following  letter  explains  itself. 

AUegheny,  Pa.,  April  2S,  18^4. 

"Mr.  C.  T.  Russsll^  My  Dear  Sib;— My  attention 
has  just  been  drawn  to  certain  charges,  made  against 
you  by  a  busybody  named  Bryan,  in  the  matter  of  a 
ilittJe  business  between  you  and  me  reJating  to  ray 
boiler-compound  discovery,  and  the  transfer  of  in- 
terests in  the  same  to  yourself  and  Mr.  Sweet.  I 
have  also  been  shown  n  proof  of  your  reply  to  the 
charge;  and  1  desire  to  say  to  you  that  your  conduct 
ID  that  whole  matter  was  entirely  honorabje,  and  quite 
satisfactory  to  me.  My  only  regrets  in  the  matter  are 
that  it  has  been  the  innocent  cause  of  your  being  sub- 
ject to  Buch  a  '  cbarge.' 

"  By  the  way,  I  notice  that  you  refer  to  the  slanderer 
aa  '■Brother  Bryan,'  I  advise  that  you  have  aa  little  as 
possible  to  do  with  that  sort  of  brothers.  In  busi- 
ness parlance  we  call  such  folta  '■skunks^  and  keep 
them  at  a  distance. 

"  In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  yoor  business  associ- 
ations with  me  have  nil  been  most  honorable  in  every 
respect,  and  I  know  that  your  business  integrity 
stands  too  high  in  Pittsburg  to  be  injured  by  such 
senseless  calumnies.  Abroad,  however,  where  you 
are  unknown,  your  reply  may  be  needed. 

"  Sincerely  yours,  J.  A.  Dubbs." 

Since  receiving  this  kind  note  from  Mr.  Dubbt, 
he  tells  me  that  Bro.  Bryan  called  upon  him  some 
time  before,  and  Inquired  whether  he  had  been 
wronged  in  any  manner  in  the  matter  of  the  sale 
of  the  eaid  interest  in  the  boiler-compound  ;  and  he 
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wns  answered  that  everything  was  s;iCi.'if;icto!'y  to 
Mr.  Diibbs.  Yet.  in  t!ie  f^ice  of  thar,  his  conscience 
was  so  asleep  or  dciid,  and  his  malice  so  alive,  that  he 
still  clung  to  his  evil  tliought  and  used  it  as  a  dagger 
to  strike  down  one  of  his  best  friends— who  had  al- 
ways shielded  his  wcnli-nesses,  and  spoke  so  well  of 
him  that  his  present  cuLirse  Is  a  surprise  to  al!  except 
our  immediate  lioitsehold, 

On  the  SLjnday  on  which  1  refuted  these  charges  before 
the  Church  here,  I  was  afterward  informed  that  Mr.  Geo. 
K.indfujs(who  was  present), who  had  been  my  book-keeper 
for  sevefal  years,  and  who  was  quite  familiar  with  Che 
above  transaction,  was  clltmcd  by  the  conspirators  as  in 
sons;  degree  associated  and  in  sympathy  with  chcm.  I 
thciefore  sCnt  Sister  Ball  to  sec  him.  the  next  Tnorning 
with  very  sicisfa^ory  results.  The  following  is  her  writ- 
ten report  of  her  ititerview  with  him, 

Tne  folloftfing  are  the  sentimtnta  of  Mr.  G=orgc  Rind- 
fu3s,  expressed  to  mc  ifi  a  special  interview  on  the  sub- 
jeifl,  at  tKe  office  Of  Mr.  JoKn  A.  Snce,  Ferguson  Block, 
PiLl-iburg,  Pa. — on  W^ndi/  njoming,  April  9th,  1894, 
tbc  day  after  Bro,  C-  T.  liiiiifU's  public  refutation,  to 
the  Ciiiirch  at  Allegheny,  of  the  chsrgci  privately  and 
otherwise  circulated  by  Ouo  vonZech,  Mitildavon  Zech, 
PaulKostitz.Elffier  Bryaflj  J.B.Adamson  and  S.D.Rogers. 

"  T«e  relatione  existing  between  liro.  Rmseil  and  my- 
self hive  bean  uniformly  pleAsanc.  A  report  is  being 
circulated  that  I  lost  money  through  him ;  but  it  is  un- 
true. I  never  last  any  money  through  him,  and  to  my 
knowledge  he  never  lost  any  through  me. 

"  I  am  Bro.  Ra-isell's  friend,  ani  I  never  wittingly  said 
anything  to  damage  his  charaifter  or  credit.  Viewed 
from  the  standpoint  of  a  basiness  mari  of  knowledge, 
experience  and  integrity,  all  his  transa<5lioii^  and  business 
dealings,  so  far  as  I  am  av^are,  arc  honest,  fair  and  abovc- 
boatd— not  shady,  nor  disliqnorible,  nor  derogatory  to 
his  charait^r— p;rfe(5tly  legitimate, 

"I  do  not  believe  in  gossip,  and  if  I  had  not  been 
drawn  into  this  affiir,  not  only  this  time  but  several 
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times  before,  I  would  have  said  nothing.  Theso  people 
(Otto  von  Zech,  e:  si)  may  as  well  jump  into  the  sea  as 
to  endeavor  to  do  Bro.  Russell  injury.  They  will  suffer 
the  most.  The  truth  will  prosper  and  the  work  go  on  as 
the  Lord  sees  proper,  and  they  cannot  hinder  it.  [  have 
no  Sympathy  whatever  with  their  position.  The  trouble 
with  them  is  they  imagine  and  miacotistrue  and  brood 
over  little  things  until  their  minds  are  confused  and  they 
do  not  know  where  they  are. 

"A.S  I  said  on  the  everting  of  the  meeting  at  Bro.  Rus- 
sell's house  [about  Feb.  15,  iSgj],  these  matters  are  no 
one's  business,  any  more  than  my  private  business  of  any 
other  man's.  1:  is  ridiculous  to  bring  snch  charges.  I 
never  brought  any  because  1  have  none  to  make.  And 
I  have  testified  to  this  in  public.  I  love  and  rcspe£t  Bro.  ■ 
Russell  and  shall  do  all  I  can  to  clear  him  of  thc^e  mis- 
representations." 

These  sentiments  are  all  those  of  Mr.  Geo.  Rindfuss,  and 
in  the  majority  of  sentences  I  have  used  his  own  words; 
and  this  1  do  solemnly,  sincerely  and  truly  affirm.

The  gbjetSt  in  tatting  ouc  a  charter  is  succinflly  stated 
in  the  WatCh Tower  for  Januiry  189  c,  page  ifi,as  folloiys; 

"This  is  a  UmincJsassociaLion  merely.  It  was  chartered 
as  &  corporation  by  Ihe  state  of  Pen nsyUaaia,  and  author- 
ized to  hold  or  dispose  o^  property  in  its  own  name  as 
though  it  were  an  iodividaal.  It  hasao  creed  or  confes- 
sion. It  is  merely  a  buiinesi  convenience  in  disseminat- 
ing the  truth.  Any  one  subscribing  CD  one  copy  or  more 
of  the  Society's  quar'-erLy,  styled  Ol-i  Theology  Tracts 
(6  cents  a  year),  is  considered  an  aiflive  member  of  this 
Society— but  not  a  v^fing  member.  Any  one  subscribing 
forj^io  worth  or  more  of  the  0.  T.  Tradt,  or  any  one 
donalirxg  %\'3  or  more  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  for 
the  spread  of  the  Truth,  is  a  voting  rnember  and  is  ervti- 
tled  to  one  voEe  for  each  1 30  he  or  she  may  have  donated. 
The  affairs  of  the  Society  are  so  arranged  tbat  its  cniirc

control  rests  in  th«  care  of  Brother  and  Sister  Russ^U  as 
long  a&  they  shall  live.  In  fat5t  the  only  objefts  in  hav- 
ing  the  corporation  are  r  — 

"First,  To  provide  a  channel  or  fund  through  which 
those  who  wish  can  employ  their  money  talcni,  whether 
small  or  great,  to  better  advantage  for  the  spread  of  the 
Truth  than  if  each,  interested  one  atSed  and  published 
independentiy  of  the  others.  Secondly,  TJie  corpora- 
tion was  called  for  by  reason  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  lives 
of  those  at  present  managing  Ifie  fund.  Some  wrote  that 
they  were  doing  all  chat  theic  present  necessities  permitted, 
but  at  their  death  they  desired  to  do  more;  and  urged 
the  necessity  of  a  legal  corporation,  as  Brother  and  Sister 
Russell  also  might  die,  and  they  win  ted  their  donations  to 
go  to  the  spread  of  the  Truth. 

^  "The  Society  owns  nothing,  ha^  nothing,  paysno  sala- 
ries, no  rent  or  other  exipenies.  Its  policy  is  to  use  in 
the  work  every  dollar  received,  to  the  best  advantage,  and 
2.%  speedily  as  possible.  Its  success  in  publishing  and  cir- 
culating among  the  right  kind  of  readers  tons  of  Old 
Theology  Traefs,  is  phenon:ienal  alike  to  its  friends  and 
its  enemies,  The  latter  imagine  there  must  be  great 
wealth  connedled  with  the  concern,  whereas  there  is  really 
very  tittle.  Few  of  the  friends  of  this  ciuse  are  able  to 
A.iy  !nn(h  financially;  but  what  money  there  is,  under  econ. 
omy  and  the  divine  blessing,  is  like  the  widow's  cruise 
of  oil:  it  accomplishes  about  a  hundred  times  as  much 
as  other  Tradl  Societies,  which  spend  most  of  their  re- 
ceipts upon  salaries- ' ' 

It  will  be  seen  frotn  this  and  Other  mentions  of  the  sub- 
ject in  the  Watch  Tower  that  I  have  never  intimated 
Otherwise  than  that  the  management  of  the  Tra6t  Society 
would  probably  rest  entirely  in  the  hands  of  myself  and 
Sister  Russell  sO  long  as  ivc  live,  as  provided  by  the  regu- 
lations of  the  charter, — that  the  majority  of  voting-sliares 
cle(5l  the  executive  officers.  Our  reasons  for  expe^lng  to 
control  the  Society  while  we  live,  we  did  not  state,  be- 
cause  of  modesty  and  a  desire  not  to  seem  to  boast  of  our 
good  works.  Bm  now  it  is  necessary  to  state  matters 
plainly  in  order  that  our  good  d«ds  be  not  evil  spoken  of 


and  misunderstood,  and  thus  become  a  stumbling— black 
toothers. — Rom.  14:16. 

The  fail  is  that,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Sister  R.  nnd 
myself  have  been  enabled  not  only  tq  give  our  own  time 
without  charge  to  the  service  of  tiie  truth,  in  writing  and 
overseeing,  but  also  to  contribute  more  money  to  the  TracSt 
Society's  fund  for  the  scattering  of  the  good  tidings,  than 
all  others  combined.  If  I  were  sdting  my  services 
for  moaeyj  the  Tract  Fund  receipts  could  not  secure 
them,  M  my  busitiess  ability  would  command  a  large  re- 
numeration. 

God  forbid  that  we  should  boast  of  this,  or  reckon  our- 
selves on  this  accourit  worthy  of  more  honor  than  others 
of  the  Lord's  servants  who  have  been  equally  faithful  in 
the  use  of  the  various  opportunities  or  talents  entrusted  to 
them  as  stewards  by  the  same  Lord.  The  statement  is 
forced  from  us. 

We  reslice,  too,  that  even  should  one  give  all  his  goods 
to  feed  the  poor  hungry  sheep  and  have  not  love,  it  is 
nothing.  We  are  glad  to  knoie  that  what  we  have  done 
waanot  done  for  vain-glory,  but  has  all  been  done  in  iove, 
— love  for  the  Lord,  love  for  his  sheep  and  love  for  his 
Truth.  Indeed  it  wouid  be  our  joy  to  have  done  many 
times  as  much  as  we  have  done;  and  we  could  and  would 
have  done  more  than  we  did  during  the  past  two  years, 
had  it  not  been  that  we  ■secreted  to  see  a  necessity  for 
"  setting  our  house  in  order  "  financially,  and  because  the 
"Good  Hopes"  plan,  introduced  two  years  ago,  has 
brought  assistance  from  others  of  the  household  who  we 
know  have  also  been  blessed  by  that  systematic  pUn  gf 
"laying  aside  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  according  as 
the  Lord  hath  prospered" — as  directed  by  the  Apostle. 

Having,  up  to  Dec.  i,  '93,  thirty-seven  hundred  and  five  !; 
(3,705)  voting  shares,  out  of  a  total  of  sixty-three  h'-in- 
dred  and  eighty-three  (6,3S3)voting  shares,  Sifter Russseli 
and  myself  of  course  eledt  the  officers,  and  thus  ci's/rot' the 
Society;  and  this  was  fully  understood  by  the  directors 
from  the  first.  Their  usefulness,  it  was  understood,  would 
come  to  the  front  in  the  event  of  our  death.     But^  be 
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assured,  wc  shall  ulce  pleasure  in  sharing  th«  responsibil- 
ities of  the  place  we  occupy  -WLth  any  one  whose  interest 
in  ihc  riiission  of  the  Tradl  Society  shaU  by  his  donations 
to  its  funds  relegate  our  voting  shares  to  the  pLa.ce  of  a 
minorily,  And  such  a  one  would,  no  doubt,  be  well  qual- 
ified to  direct  in  the  expenditures,  etc. 

Foe  this  reason,  also,  forma!  eleAions  were  not  held  j 
because  it  would  be  a  mere  farce,  a  deception,  to  call  to- 
gether voting-sliarc-holders  from  all  over  the  world,  at 
great  expense,  to  field  lipon  arrival  that  their  coming  WM 
useless,  Sister  Russell  and  myself  having  more  than  a  rna- 
jority  over  all  that  could  gather.  However,  no  one  was 
hindered  from  attending  such  elections;  and  ail  who  de- 
sired to  take  part  should  have  kept  themselves  infonned 
as  to  their  date, — ike  first  Saturday  in  each  year. 

We  have  regularly  printed  certilicatesj  which  for  a  time 
we  sent  out  to  those  who  contributed  ten  dollars  or  mul- 
tiples thereoT.  But  they  made  trouble  and  extra  letter 
^Tritiiig,  because  many  of  the  Lord's  sheCp  have  little 
knowledge  of  business-  Some  supposed  thai  ths  certifi- 
cKtes  were  a^peaii  for  money  ;  others  could  not  tell  what 
K)  mifce  of  them,  aad  wrote  for  fall  particulars  as  to  how 
they  should  vote,  etc.  Others  feared  thai  the  owning  of 
the  certificate  brought  them  into  liability  for  any  debts 
which  the  Society  nriight  contract,  etc.  [We  here  remark 
that  no  liability  is  incurred  by  any  share-holder.] 

It  required  patience  and  took  time  from  more  import- 
ant work  to  answer  scores  of  such  letters ;  and  we  concluded 
that  we  had  made  a  mistake  so  far  as  the  ce^iifieates  were 
concerned.  However,  a  faithful  record  is  kept  of  all  do- 
nations and  of  all  voting-shares,  and  the  boolcs  are  open 
to  the  irtspeftion  of  all  vvho  have  ever  given  one  penny  to 
the  fund. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  "Good  Hopes  "  method  we 
credit  the  voting-shares  at  the  close  of  each  year,  so  that 
if  a  contributor  gave  a  total  often  dollars  during  the  year 
he  would  have  a  voting-share,  even  though  no  oneai  his 
donations  amounted  to  ten  dollars.  Thus,  if  a  friend  sent 
in  "  Good  Hopes"  of  seventy-five  cents  per  week  or  nine 
dollars  per  quarter,  he  would  have  no  voting-share  if  reck. 
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oned  by  the  quanerly  receipcSj  but  if  reckoned  by  the  year 
bis  four  remittances,  J36,  would  represent  three  shares.

If  you 
have  old  certificales  issued  years  ago  and  have  contributed 
more  money  since,  so  as  to  have  more  shares  now,  please 
scQd  back  the  old  certiScateE  so  that  the  new  one  when 
issued  will  show  your  full  credit  up  to  the  end  of  our  fiscal 
year,  December  i,  last,  or,  if  preferred,  up  to  dale,

Tbe  donations  foUhe  six  years  18S6  to  1891,  aside  from 
my  own,  were  very  meager.  So  little  interest  being  man- 
ifested I  scarcely  thought  worth  while  to  make  a  yearly 
report.  Besides,  during  that  time  the  inaugnration  of  the 
colporteur  work  took  considerable  time  and  attention, 
which  continues  as  the  work  enlarges.  The  increase  oi 
contributions  since  189a,  incident  to  tlie  adoption  of  the 
plan  called  "Good  Hopes,"  led  to  the  return  to  yearly 
reports. 

In  the  foregoing  eitradl  from  our  issue  of  January  iS9r 
(and  which  appeared  in  eight  issues  of  the  Tower  for 
iSgr)  we  say,  "The  Society  owns  nothing,  has  nothing, 
pays  no  salaries,  etc."  Lest  some  should  misunderstand 
this,  we  will  explain.  The  Tower  Pub.  Co.  (which  in  a 
financial  way  represents  myself)  o'^'ns  the  Bible  Hoyse, 
buys  the  paper,  pays  for  the  printing,  binding,  eledtio- 
platea,  etc.,  and  keeps  a  large  stock  of  Dawns  and  Trails 
on  hand  and  fills  the  orders  of  the  Tra6l  Society  at  any 
time,  and  at  much  lower  prices  than  any  worldly  firm 
would  charge  for  much  poorer  service.    To  do  this  re-

quires  that  thousands  of  dollars  lie  idle  continually,  in 
elecftrophtcs,  books,  colporieuis'  dues,  lra*as,  etc.;  and 
as  a  consequence  the  Towek  Pub.  Co.,  is  now  a  borrower 
to  the  extent  of  ovei  tiventy  thousand  dollars  (the  interest 
on  which  is  over  Iraoo.oo  yearly),  all  of  which,  however, 
is  amply  secured  by  other  property  which  1  own. 

The  Tra<ft  Society's  funds  are  usually  spent  before  re- 
ceived, its  under  the  "  Good  Hopes  "  plan  we  know  ii^«^/ 
what  lo  e^pe^.  It  runs  a  yearly  account  with  the  Tower 
Pub.  Co.,  paying  over  moneys  as  received  and  balancing 
the  account  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Is  it  asked  why  the  Tra^  Society  does  not  do  its  own 
publishing?  AVe  reply,  because  it  has  neither  capital  nor 
credit.  No  banks  would  want  the  Tradi  Society's  note. 
There  are  two  ways  in  which  it  could  do  its  own  publish- 
ing: (i)  By  doing  no  work  for  a  while,  it  could  save  up 
the  yearly  donations  until  it  had  a  capita!  with  which  to 
purchase  or  rent  a  buildiogr  buy  type,  make  eleflrotypesj 
and  pay  in  advance  for  paper,  printing,  binding,  and 
have  capital  with  which  to  give  colporteurs  some  start- 
ing credit,  etc;  but  this  surely  would  not  be  as  ad- 
vantageous a  way  as  the  present  one. "  (2)  I  could  make 
a  donation  to  the  Trail  Society  of  a  part  or  all  of  the 
Tower  Pub.  Co's.  outfit,  and  take  that  many  morevoting- 
shares.  This  I  no  doubt  would  have  done  had  it  not  been 
for  the  greater  caution  of  my  esteemed  help-mate,  Sister 
Russell,  Her  advice  was, — That  would  be  no  real  benefit 
to  the  work,  and  you  may  be  sure  that  if  the  Society  really 
had  any  assets  oi  property,  some  would  soon  'begin  to  in- 
terfere with  its  management,  or  at  least  try  to.  &o  long 
as  we  live  we  had  best  keep  matters  as  they  are,  and  at  our 
death  put  tlie  Trad^  Society  and  the  Lord's  work  in  gen- 
eral on  the  best  possible  footing,  and  in  the  most  conse- 
crated hands  we  can  find.  I  followed  this  advice  rather 
reluftantly ;  but  now,  in  the  light  of  the  slanders  herein 
discussed,  I  see  it  to  have  been  the  very  essence  of  wisdom. 

WHAT  COULD  HAVE  BEEH  THEIR  OBJECT? 

Such  a  conspiracy,  so  deeply  laid  and  extending  over 
eighteen  months  at  least,  must  have  had  an  objcft  j  amJ 
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after-sight  often  makes  known  what  foresight  could  not 
have  even  suspicioncd.  It  is  clear,  now,  that  Bro,  and 
Sister  Ztch  have  long  felt  envious  of  Bro,  and  Sister  Rus- 
sell, We  can  see  now  the  meaning  of  theit  desire  to  get 
full  control  of  the  German  work,  which  we  so  readily  sui- 
renderedj  and  their  anxiety  to  get  the  German  paper 
forced  into  the  hands  of  all  the  Tower  readers.  They 
knew  that  a  good  many  of  them  could  xca.^  German,  and 
they  were  anxious  to  exercise  a  rival  influence  over  them. 
Had  they  been  more  moderate  in  their  efforts  I  might 
have  granted  all  they  desired;  but  their  repeated,  extreme 
3nd  unreasonable  il'ffliaKti^j' made  me  feel  cautious,  although 
I  knew  not  of  what.  I  felt  that  I  must  not  trust  ihenn 
abseluteiy.  But  never  for  one  moment  did  I  sospicion 
that  it  was  a  disease  of  the  heart,  as  now  seems  evident : 
I  attributed  it  merely  to  dilTerenccs  of  heads. 

We  repeat  that  the  evidence  is  strong  that  what  has  just 
occurred  was  planned  to  occur  one  year  ago ;  and  to  use 
the  expression  of  one  who  knew  of  this  feverish  condition 
of  things  before  we  had  the  least  intimation  of  ii,  "the 
pot  was  kept  boiling,  ready  for  the  explosion."  And  true 
enough  the  pot  has  been  boiling,  and  many  of  the  church 
here,  especially  of  the  new  and  weaker  ones,  have  been 
forced  into  it,  whiEe  myself  and  Mrs.  Rtissell  were  in 
blissful  ignorance  of  it.  Some  stopped  their  ears  and 
said,  We  will  not  hear  this  unrighteous  gossip;  others 
heard  and  disbelieved,  and  covered  what  they  could  not 
understand  with  the  mantle  of  charity  ;  while  with  a  few 
others  it  has  adted  Like  venomous  poison,  prejudicing  theit 
minds  so  that  they  have  no  ear  for  the  truth  on  the  subjeiil. 

Yes,  the  explosion  has  at  last  come; — but  it  is  the  ex- 
plosion of  their  malice,  hatred,  envy  and  evil  surmises. 
No  doubt  it  will  do  some  damage;  for  the  fallen  human 
mind  is  much  more  attraiftcd  to  evil  things  than  to  good 
things,  and  more  readily  surmises  evil  than  good.  Only 
the  pure  in  heart  and  considerably  developed  in  Christian 
chaj-acter  are  ruled  by  the  love  that  "  thinketh  [surraiseth] 
no  evil."  (1  Cor.  13  \i)  No  doubt  the  "explosion  "  will 
kill  the  interest  of  some  of  the  new  born  lambs;  and 
many  -will  be  wounded  by  it.     But  what  cared  Inc  conj- 
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spirarors  for  such  considerations^  Brother  Russell's  char- 
acter must  be  killed  someliow,  or  else  the  work  50  success- 
fully managed  by  him  as  the  Lord's  steward  would  not 
be  wrecked.  And  only  by  wrecking  the  present  -work 
could  they  hope  to  gather  some  of  its  fragments  into 
their  "  bag  "  ()ohn,  12:6),  lo  start  upa. /irtt  a^orij— an/jw 
paper,  a  rrgi£r  tract  fund,  etc.,  etc. 

Yes.,  that  is  manifestly  the  secret  of  it  all  ;  the  conspir- 
ators managed  ably;  and  Brother  Adamspn,  with  a  large 
bundle  of  the  assassinating  circulars, went  to  work  at  once 
to  take  the  money  out  of  the  mouths  of  the  "fish  "  in 
Ohio  and  elsewhere — to  start  a  new  paper,  in  which,  if 
they  do  as  they  desire  me  to  do  in  the  Tower,  ail  who 
will  may  publish  truth  and  untruth  arf  libiium. 

Here  I  dismiss  this  painful  subject,  which  has  weighed 
heavily  upon  our  liearts  for  three  weeks  past.  In  various 
ways  it  has  greatly  interfered  with  the  Lord's  work.  And 
it  has,  no  doubt,  greatly  disturbed  the  whole  Church,  and 
caused  some  at  least— we  know  not  yet  ho*  many^to 
t\irn  aside  from  the  way  and  work  which  God  has  seen  fit 
to  permit  Satan  to  thus  trouble  and  sha-ke. 

The  two  weeks  intervening  between  the  receiving  of  the 
libelous  circular  of  our  enemies  and  the  preparation  and 
sending  out  of  this  defense,  has  doubtless  been  a  period 
of  severe  testing  to  many  of  you,  especially  those  young 
in  the  truth  ;  but  all  who  have  been  slow  to  believe  evil, 
and  who  have  determined  to  wait  patiently  and  prayerful- 
ly until  the  right  and  tbe  truth  should  be  vindicated,  have 
doubtless  been  drawn  closer  to  the  Lord,  and  made  to 
feel  yet  more  their  dependence  upon  him.  I  knowthat  many 
have  been  praying  for  me  the  Lord's  grace  and  strength  ; 
for  many  have  sowritten.and  lam  surethat  othersdid  who 
did  not  write  it ;  I  rejoice  to  tell  all  such  that  I  have  been 
wonderfully  blessed  and  kept  in  the  peace  of  God  which  pas- 
selh  all  understanding.  And  as  a  consequence  of  recent 
experiences  I  am  sure  that  I  can  appreciate  and  sympa- 
tliize  with  the  Master's  experiences  as  never  before,  J  have 
learned  to  appreciate  tnit  friends,  and  the  spirit  of  Christ 
as  never  before.  Of  course  the  lendenc)' of  the  fallen 
mind  is  to  believe  any  evil  report;  and  in  the  present

case  ihis  lendency  would  be  backed  by  the  fact  thai  the 
very  brethren  who  bring  these  charges  were  lifted  up  to 
nolicc  and  commended  to  your  confidence  by  myself. 
We  cannot  wonder,  then,  if  a  considerable  number  will 
have  their  minds  defiled,  and  be  themselves  *' sifted  as 
wlieat "  (Luke  23:31),  and  if  some  be  taken  entirely  out 
of  sympaihy  with  the  truth  and  its  service.  AU  thai  we 
could  do  we  have  done  for  these  ;  we  have  prayed  for  them 
that  [heir  faith  fail  not,  and  we  have  published  for  them 
this  lengthy  explanation  of  the  false  charges, 

In  tfuiing  this  explanation,  J  have  avoided  making  any 
countercharges  or  dragging  in  any  of  tlie  personal  z.SA.\ti 
of  the  conspirators,  except  kucIi  fragments  as  touched 
upon  their  charges  against  me  and  were  necessary  to  give 
you  the  true  view  of  the  matter.  I  thus  avoid  their  affairs, 
not  because  I  lack  ability  to  surmise,  suggest  and  hint  evil 
of  them,  but  because  1  hate  such  works  of  the  flesii  and 
the  devil,  and  by  the  Lord's  grace  am  seeking:  more  and 
more  the  mind  of  the  spirit — the  mind  of  Christ,  which 
"thinketh[suTmiseth]noevil,"  butsufferslongandiskind. 

But,  dear  brethren  and  sisters,  we  must  beware  lest 
the  sacred  title  of  brother  and  sister  be  abused  and  all  its 
meaning  io5t.  There  arc  limits  on  this  subje(f^  fixed  in 
God's  Word,  and  it  behooves  us  to  notice  ihemand  toact 
accordingly. 

First,  any  one  who  does  not  fully  and  heartily  cdn/ess 
the  Lord's  death  as  his  rtmiom-prini,  paid  oftct  for  all 
eighteen  centuriesago.should  not  be  recognized  asa  brother 
or  sister,  however  honorable  his  conduct,  or  respectable 
his  manner  and  appearance. 

Secondly,  the  brother  or  sister  (believer  in  tiie  ransom). 
whOf  by  a  disorderly  walk  and  conversation,  brings  re- 
proach upon  the  cause  of  Christ,  is  to  be  withdrawn  from 
and  to  be  treated  "as  a  htathen  tnav  and  n  pub/kaft:" 
that  is,  in  all  respects  as  though  he  were  not  a  brother — 
as  an  erring  brother  disowned  and  disfellowshipped  until 
such  time  as  he  shall  fully  and  freely  confess  his  fault  and 
aak  forgiveness. 

Tht  question  theiefore  is,  what  siiould  be  our  attitude 
toward  these  conspirators?     Would   the   Lord    have  us 
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continue  to  fellowship  tliem  and  tliink  and  speak  of  tlicm 
as  "Brethren,  "or  not?  They  have  not  yet  denied  the  j-^cm- 
som,  althoo^h  some  views  txpr^ssed  by  two  of  them,  re- 
cemly,  look  as  thougli  they  were  getting  onto  dangerous 
ground,  in  their  endeavor  to  find  sometliing  that  they  can 
present  as  strJcilj'  new  and  original.  And  :o  our  knowl- 
edge they  Are  soliciting  rmancial  aid  from  ih'e  "  no-ran- 
som "  folks  wlio  *'  walk  HO  more  with  us,"  and  are  "  en- 
emies of  the  cross  of  Christ;  "  and  it  is  but  reasonable  to 
suppose  thai  they  will  seek  \q  fkase  those  who  will  aid 
them,  and  that  those  who  give  aid  will  expect  favor  at 
their  hands, 

¥ot  tay  Own  part  I  have  concluded  thai  ;l  is  onr  duty 
to  fellowship  them  as  brethren  no  longer ;  and  ihal  each 
may  be  able  lo  decide  the  question  for  himself,  I  will  lay 
before  you  all  the  Scriptural  reasons,  as  folloivs; 

(i)  Read  what  the  Apostle  Paul  says  the  true  Church 
should  do  respef^ing  "unreasonable  and  wicked  men." 
(a  Thes.  jii-d.)  Question — Are  tliese  conspirators  un- 
reasonable and  wicked?  Each  njust  judge  for  himself  ac- 
cording to  the  evidence;  and  I  have  laid  it  "before  you 
very  carefully.  The  evidence  proves  that  they  are,  all  of 
rhem,  unri^sanahSi ;  and  the  fa<?ts  of  this  conspiracy  of 
several  years. — this  attempted  assasination  of  the  char- 
a^er  of  or\e  who  always  did  liitm  gOOd  and  iifV"'  did  one 
of  ihem  tlie  Icast  harm,— is  as  strong  evidence  of  tvickai- 
!i(ss  of  heart  as  we  need  ever  expert  to  find.  "Disorderly" 
does  not  fit  this  case:  it  is  a  tliousand  tirnes  worse  than 
the  disorderly  conduit  mentioned  by  the  Apostle  as  a 
ground  for  s'i^/^'/^r/'-flJfWf  of  brotherly  regard,  eic.  (Verses 
8-15.)  This  case  is  more  nearly  described  in  i  Tim. 
6:4,5  ^^^  Rom,  16:17. 

(2)  In  o«:  Lord's  instrudlions,  in  Mact,  iS:i5:-i7,  he 
gives  us  a  rule  Tor  such  cases.  Has  it  been  followed? 
YeS(  we  have  here  related  how  the  conspirators  them-selves 
brought  the  brethren  to  hear  and  to  join  with  tliem,  and 
how  tlieir  unjust  thouglits  and  evil  surmisings  wprc  re- 
buked by  those  whom  Ihey  sought  to_  poison  and  make 
my  enemies.  We  liave  also  related  how  some  of  the  best 
representatives  of  thought  in  t)ie  congregation  ivere  twice 


called  "  to  hear,"  and  judge  as  you-now  have  fully  heard. 
Vet  notwithstanding  all,  they  will  hear  nothing  but  the 
voice  of  Satan,  urging  them  on  to  more  envy,  malice, 
hatredaodslrife,  publicly  and  privately  expressed-  Hence- 
forth, such  men  should  be  to  all  who  love  righteousness, 
and  obey  the  Lord's  command,  "as  heathen  men  and 
publicans"  until  such  times  as  they  shall  fuUyand  humbly 
repent  and  reform. 

(3)  The  Apostle  gives  us  a  sure  rule  for  judging  who  are 
and  who  are  not  "brethren."  He  says,  "If  anyman  have 
not  the  spirit  of  Christ  he  is  none  of  his  " — no  matter 
what  he  believes,  and  no  maUer  what  he  may  formerly 
have]l>een  or  believed  or  doae.  The  spirit  manifested  by 
these  conspirators  is  far  from  the  spirit  of  Chxist — meek- 
ness, gentleness,  patience,  brotherly  kindness  and  love 
which  surmises  no  evil.  And  those  who  are  none  of  his 
should,  Burely^  be  noce  of  ours.  Every  branch  in  the 
Vine  that  beareth  not  fruit  [the  fruit  of  the  spirit],  God, 
(he  great  husbandman,  will  lake  away  [cast  off]. — John 

The  violation  and  loss  of  the  spirit  of  the  truth  gener- 
ally comes  first,  but  the  loss  of  the  letter  of  the  truth,  the 
true  doiStrine,  is  sure  to  follow,  ere  long.  "If  any  man 
TViU  do  my  Father's  will  he  shal]  know  oi  my  doctrine,  " 
said  the  Master.  And  it  is  coiisistent  to  reason  Id  the  con- 
trary, that  those  who  have  the  doii^rine,  but  fail  to  ^qw 
its  proper  fruits  will  lose  the  doctrine. 

This  sudden  and  venomous  attack  upon  my  reputation 
by  those  who  professed,  even  to  the  very  date  of  the  out- 
break, the  warmest  of  friendship — this  search  for  years  for 
something  that  could  be  misconstrued  and  made  into 
slander,^ — this  berating  of  the  colporteurs  as  my  slaves, 
by  the  very  men  who  (more  than  myself)  urged 
all  who  cotiid  do  so  to  engage  in  this  service,  and 
who  denominated  it  the  highest  and  best  service  of  the 
Truth, — this  attempt  to  apply  to  me  all  the  vile  names 
theycan  think  of,  such  as  "pope,"  "Man  of  Sin."  "Saul," 
"King  of  Babylon/'  etc.,  may  deceive  some,  but  not 
those  who  have  the  spirit  of  the  truth  and  who  as  true 
sheep  know  the  voice  of  the  Shepherd.     Such  will  recoj;- 
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nize  it  as  the  voice  of  a  strangerj  a-od  will  ftec  from  its  in- 
fluence.— John  40:5. 

The  Lord  who  saw  fit  to  permit  the  great  Enemy  to 
biing  this  storm  upon  his  discipJes,  purposed  not  onJy  the 

shaking  out  of  all  not  worthy  of  the  truth,  but  also  the 
greater  strengthening  of  faith  and  closer  binding  together 
of  all  who  are  truly  his.  He  is  able  to  say  now,  as  of  yore 
(Matt.  8:26),  Peace,  be  stiU;  and  to  give  us  a  great  peace 
and  renewed  confidence  in  him  and  in  each  other  in  whom 
we  see  his  spirit. 

Just  a  ivord  upon  another  matter.  Slighting  remarks 
hive  been  made  respefling  the  Dawns,  and  other  of  our 
publications^  to  the  effeft  that  these  teachings  are  t-ea)!y 
old  and  merely  restated  therein.  I  reply:  It  i's  well  i^nown 
to  all  of  our  readers  that  we  do  no:  f/u/w  that  our  teach' 
ir>gs  arc  ntiv  ;  that,  on  the  contrary,  we  specially  designate 
them  "  the  oIJ  theology  ;  " — the  teachings  of  Christ  atid 
the  apostles  and  prophets. 

If  it  be  true,  that  llie  same  truths  are  taught  in  books 
published  by  others,  I  would  be  ^lad  to  know  it  j  but  I  re- 
gret that  I  have  never  seen  them.  These  who  profess  to 
know  of  such  pnbliealions  have  evidently  gotten  as  little 
good  from  them  as  they  got  from  mine,  —  none.  For  he 
who  gets  noi  the  spirit  of  the  truth  gets  no  blessing  from 
the  letter  of  the  truth. 

That  isolated  parts  or  features  of  the  truth  are  to  be 
found  in  the  various  writings  of  the  past  three  centuries 
is  unquestionably  true.  Our  Presbyterian  frieuds  have  a 
precious  truth  in  the  doftririe  of  tUilion.  Our  Methodist 
friends  liave  lon-g  held  the  blessed  do<£lrine  of  free  gra^e  ,■ 
our  Universalis!  friends  have  long  preached  a  fal^e  view 
of  lYi/i/ttiio'i .  and  almost  all  have  held  some  truth  with 
some  error.  The  special  blessing  of  the  present  harvest 
message  is  that  it  clarifies^  harmouhei  and  sy-sicmnfizes  all 
these  fragments  of  truth,  and  brings  order  out  of  confu- 
sion,— rightly  dividing  the  Word  of  Truth. 

Respei^ing  the  steps  o(  the  divine  leading  in  reaching 
the  present  development  of  the  truth,  1  refer  the  reader  to 
three  articles  which  appeared  in  Zion's  Watcm  TowEt*  for 
>ray,  tSgo,  entitled  "Perils  Amongst  False  Ereihren," 
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"Harvest  Gatherings  and  Siftings"  and  "Sifting  the 
VVheat.'^  These  were  published  with  reference  to  a  previ- 
ous sifting;  but  as  many  ol  our  readers  are  new  since 
then,  R-c  thiBJ:  welJ  to  }et  these  articles  form  a  conclusion 
to  this  paper. 

We  know  of  no  other  publications  than  Millennial 
Dawn,  etc. ,  which  teach  an  opportunity  of  restitution  based 
upon  a  ranww-price  given  for  all  on  Calvary^  no  others 
that  distinguish  between  the  human  and  the  divine 
natures,  showing  the  latter  to  be  the  heritage  of  the  elefl 
Church  and  the  former  the  blessed  hope  set  before  the 
world;  no  others  that  teach  distinctly  the  presenet  of  our 
Lord,  beginning  in  the  Fall  of  1S74;  no  others  that  show 
the  real  cleansingof  the  Sanctuary;  no  others  thai  harmon- 
ize all  these  doflrines  (eledlion,  free  grace,  the  "little 
flock,"  the  ** great  company,"  the  restitution  class,  etc., 
etc.,)  in  the  one  grand,  beautiful,  divine,  Plan  of  the  Ages. 

We  could  wish  that  there  were  many  and  abler  pens 
than  ours,  to  portray  a  message  so  worthy  of  the  sublimest 
expression.  But  we  rejoice,  nevertheless,  that  v.c  have  a 
share  in  the  woJk  ;  and  we  Temembcr  always  that  not  \it\- 
to  the  human  instruments,  btit  to  God,  the  divine  author 
of  the  plan  of  the  ages,  belongs  the  honor.  And  we  re- 
merevbei  that  in  this,  as  in  all  things,God's  Word  is  fulfilled 
which  declare*  that  "  God  hath  chosen  the  weak  things 
of  the  world  and  the  things  that  are  naught," 

But  whoever  miglu  have  been  the  instrument  in  the 
Lord's  hands,  in  bringing  to  light  the  harvest  message, 
we  well  know  from  the  assurances  of  God's  word  that  he 
could  only  expect  as  his  prese-ni  reward,  that  which  the 
Master  also  received,  when  afier  opet)ing  the  eyes  of  one 
born  blind,  they  saidr  "  Give  God  the  praise  ;  we  know 
that  this  man  is  a  sinner." — John  9  :  t6,  24.  Surely  the 
disciple  is  not  above  his  Master. 

I  take  tliis  occasion  to  thank  those  of  charitable  judg- 
ment who  by  letter  and  in  person  have  expressed  their 
coniidence  and  sympathy  in  this  triat,  and  who  have 
steadily  held  iis.  and  all  the  interests  of  this  lurvest  work, 
before  the  throne  of  grace.  Continue  to  do  so,  dear 
brethren   andsistefS:  "  Watch  and  pray  t  "  Waich.thai 
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no  criticizing,  evil-surmising  spiri:  may  find  a  place 
among  you;  and  if  any  such  appear  in  j'onr  midst,  prompt- 
ly check  the  tendency  b7  refusing  lo  be  a  party  to  any 
secret,  underhanded  slander;  bring;  all  such  and  their 
cliarges  to  the  light  at  once  j  and  if  they  refuse  to  state 
publicly  to  the  accused,  what  they  would  hint  and  insin- 
uate privately,  reckon  that  such  persons  have  not  the 
spirit  of  Christ,  but  the  reverse,  the  disposition  of  Sata-p, 
the  acc-user  Of  the  brethren  :  ior  the  poisou  of  asps  is  un- 
der the  lips  of  the  evil-surmising,  bacl^biting  gossip, 
(Rom.  3113-1S.)  But  cuitivate  rather  the  fruits  of  the 
spirit  of  love  and  peace,  and  seek  to  adorn  the  profession 
of  godliness  with  a  coi^sistent  walk  and  conversation. 
We  quote  below  a  few  of  the  letters  received.

The  libei'ty  wherewith  Christ  malics  free 
is  cnjoyet!  by  ^l"'  who  rire  of  our  householc!  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  worki^^not  the  liberty  of  an- 
archy, however,  but  of  subjection  to  the  spirit  and 
Word  of  God. 

To  the  aboi'e  answers  of  mv  beloved  husband  to 
the  charges  of  his  slanderers  I  give  my  unqualified  en- 
dorsement in  every  particular.  Although  such  calum- 
nies are  severe,  and  doubly   hard  lo  bear  when    Ihey 
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come  from  those  whom  we  had  supposed  to  be  friends, 
but  who,  wc  ROW  tind,  have  been  plotting  these  wicked 
deeds  for  several  years,  I  assure  you  all  that  God 
has  sustained  ub  and  given  us  his  peace  through  it  all. 
At  i5rst  it  came  with  almost  the  force  and  suddenness 
of  an  aval&nche,  both  upon  us  and  upon  the  Allegheny 
Church;  and  although  we  feared  for  the  stability  of 
some»  we  felt  stire  that  it  was  permitted  of  the  Lord 
for  the  purpose  of  what  he  saw  to  be  a  necessary  sift- 
ing. But.  thank  God,  the  Church  here  has  weathered 
tiie  storm  well;  and  now  letters  from  some  of  the 
stronger  ones  abroad,  who  have  received  the  libelous 
circulars  are  coming  in,  expressing  continued  confi- 
<Ience,  and  showing  tha.t  Satan's  arts  are  recog-nized  ;

For  jjilgriins  iliroiigli  ihe  desevl  led  ?

Dear  Brother  RussELi,; — Various  reports  having  been 
circulated  by  persons,  viz.;  Elmer  Bryan,  S,  D.  Rogers, 
Mr.  and  Mrs,  Oilo  von  ZL-ch,  J,  II.  Adarason  and  Paul 
Koetilz,  whose  conduct  shows  them  to  be  Ihc  enemiss  of 
the  truth  as  ivell  as  o[  yourself,  to  Ihe  eifect  that  those 
ivorking  in  the  oftice  tinder  your  supervision  are  in  bon- 
dage to  you,  "under  his  thumb,"  "dare  rot  call  iheir 
souls  their  own,"  "slaves,"  etc.,  etc.,  without  liberty  to 
think  or  aA  according  to  the  ditfiates  of  their  own  con- 
sciences and  judginenis,  rt-e  desire  to  express  ourselves 
positively  in  the  matter,  in  writing,  Bo  thai  these  reports 
may  be  understood  irt  their  true  light,  not  oniy  by  your- 
seif,  but  by  others  who  have  heard  these  rumors,  and  by 
ivhofiisoever  else  you  may  wish  Co  aci^uaint  v^-ill)  tl>e  con- 
tentsol  this  Ictter- 
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We  dtrbirc  Xo  slate  first,  tlial  wc  aie  not  in  bondage, 
nor  oppressed,  nor  caused  to  say  or  do  anything  in  any 
matter  which  is  contrary  to  our  wills.  We  aie  in  ihc  of- 
fice from  choice,  as  the  partof  the  Lord's  work  in  wiiich, 
in  our  opinion,  we  can  serve  mosi  fully  and  mcst  to  the 
Lord's  praise.  We  sre  at  liberty  to  exercise  all  our 
funftic-ns  as  nrienibers  of  ihc  body  of  Christ,  and  wa  da 
Iff,  not  only  with  your  consent,  but  witli  your  approval 
and  encouragement,  In  fa(5l,  far  from  exhibiting  a  desire 
to  suppress  any  of  us,  we  have  found  you  always  desirous 
of  enlarging  our  field  of  useftilncBs  as  much  as  possible; 
and  we  would  say  further  that  you  have  our  highest  es- 
teem and  love  as  a  servant  of  [he  Lord,  and  as  one  in 
ivhom  his  likeness  is  largely  developed. 

B«i  in  several  Other  rcspefts  we  arr  in  bondage-  We 
w?re  first  the  servants  of  Sin,  "sold  under  Sin,"  receiv- 
ing ihe  daily  wages — pain,  sorrow,  discontent,  disease — 
of  that  inexorable  master;  and  we  found  oniselves  "un- 
der ,'itV  thumb,"  fearing  the  death  which  we  realized 
would  finally  be  ini^ifled  upon  ns. 

Butf  thanks  he  to  God,  we  escaped  before  he  had  fully 
wrought  out  his  evil  purposes.  We  learned  that  we  had 
been  "bought  with  a  prige,  even  the  precious  blood  of 
Christ ;"  and  with  you  we  fled  to  this  neiv  Master,  to 
yield  our  members  servants  of  righieotisness,  as  we  had 
formeriy  yielded  them  to  the  service  of  our  old  master, 
Sin.  And  did  we  count  ourselves  free?  out  of  bondage? 
Free  from  Sin,  yes ;  but  not  absolutely  free.  We  had 
merely  tmnsfeired  our  allegiance.  We  had  now  become 
the  bond-servants  or  slaves  of  Christ,  of  righteousness, 
of  truth.  We  were  bound  by  our  covenant  of  consecra- 
tion;  by  the  dictates  of  ov:r  consciences;  by  Our  judg- 
ments; by  God's  command,  throcrg-li  the  Apostle,  tiiat 
all  we  do,  to  the  smallest  item,  should  be  to  the  glory  of 
God  [l  Cor,  10:31);  and  consequently  tvc  were  obliged 
to  bear  the  fruit  of  the  spirit;  for  we  recognized  as  bind- 
ing upon  us  our  Master's  words:  '' III  thii  is  my  Father 
glorified — ^that  yc  bear  much  fruit." 

We  found  that  o^ir  new  Master  was  not  selfish  in  de- 
manding   this;    for  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy, 
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peace,  forbearance,  kindness,  goodness,  fidelity,  niecic- 
ness,  self-control,  all  of  which  redound  lo  our  own  ben- 
efit; and  we  realized  that  He  could  not  be  selfish  in  de- 
manding this  exhibHion  of  BsseJiishness  fiom  us,  especi- 
ally as  this  is  hii  own  disposition. — Phil.  2:5. 

We  were  also  bound  In  iDther  ways,  and  more  andmore 
50  as  we  studied  the  law  of  the  spirit  of  life   in    Christ 
Jesus,  arid  Saw  how  one  after  another  of  the  desires  and 
liberties  of  the  flesh  must  be  restrained,  bound,  in  order 
that  we  might  the  toore  closely  -walk  up  to  the  require- 
ments of  that  law.     We  found  iimitations,  prohibitions, 
counsels,  warnings,  applicabJe  to  every  walk  in  life;  and 
we  found  some  of  them  very  crucial  tests,  dividing  even 
"betiveen  the  soul  [the  humai]  inslincis]  and  the  spirit 
fthe  intents  of  the  new  mind]."     "Let every  man  please 
{nDt  himself,  but]  his  neighbor  unto  edificaLton;  for  even 
Christ  pleased   not  himself."     "Judge  not,  that  ye  be 
not  jiidged;"  but  "judge  this,  rather,  that  no  man  put  a 
stumbling-block  or  an  occasion  to  fall  in  bis  brother's 
way."     "Lie  not  against  the  truth."     "Lie  not  one  to 
another."     "Put  off  the  former  conversation,  and  be  re- 
newed   in    the  spirit  of  your  mind."     "Let  not  the  sun 
go  down  upon  your  ivrath."     "Let  no   corrupt  commu- 
nication proceed  out  of  your  mouth."      "Grieve  not  the 
holy  spirit."     "Let  all  bitterness  and  wrath  and  anger 
and  clamour  and  evil-speal^ing  be  put  away  from  you, 
with  all  m.iticc;  and  be  ye  kind  one  to  another,  tender- 
hearted, forgiving  one  anotherj  even  as  God  for  Christ's 
sake  hath  forgiven  you."     "Let   no    man    deceive   you 
with  vain  words,"     "Have  no  fellowship   with    the   un- 
fruitful works  of  darkt>css,    but  rather  reprove  them." 
"Walk  circumspeiaiy."     "Redeenn  the  time."       "Sub- 
mit yourselves  one  to  another."     "Put  on  the  wl^ole  ar- 
mor of  God."      "Beware   of  dogs   and    evil    workers." 
"  Continue  in   prayer,    and    watch    with    thanksgiving." 
"Walk  in  wisdom  toward  them  tliat  are  without."    "See 
that  none  render  evil  for  evil-"       "Avenge    not   your- 
selves."    "Abstain  from  all  appearance  of  evil."'       "Be 
not  weary  in  well  doing."     "The  love  of  money  is  the 
root  of  all  evil."     "Preach  the  word,  be  instant  in  sea-

son  and  out.  of  season."  "Avoid  foolish  questions." 
"Speak  evil  oi"  no  man."  "In  honor  prefer  one  an- 
other." 

Yes,  the  more  we  study  the  law  of  the  spirit  of  life, 
the  more  we  find  thatitmeansrtVc?//;  W  J^i/'^-solhat  we  would 
"endure  grief,  suffering  wrongfully,"  humiliation,  pain, 
death  it-self,  rather  than  displease  our  present  Masier,  or 
allow  the  old  autocrat,  Sin,  to  gain  the  least  ascendancy 
over  as.  Yea,  we  count  all  things  as  loss  and  as  dross, 
if  we  may  but  remiiin  in  Christ. 

In  yet  another  way  are  we  in  bondage.  We  found  Chat 
our  new  Master  did  not  consult  us  as  to  what  position  in 
his  household  we  would  \Wt  to  occupy  :  he  arbitrarily 
appointed  us  our  places,  and  we  wtre  thankful,  oh,  so 
thankful,  to  be  used  at  all,  that  we  were  not  very  partic- 
tiJar.  We  were  giad  to  be  used  in  any  capacity.  We 
found  that  "God  hnth  set  ihe  members  in  the  body  as  it 
hath  pleased  kiin."  Realising  this,  we  are  content.  He 
knows  best  how  to  use  us;  he  has  used  us  in  the  past  and 
we  trust  him  to  use  us  more  effectively  in  the  future. 

But  we  are  bound — bound  to  the  body;  and,  being 
bound,  we  aTe  endeavoring  to  supply  that  strength  and 
stability,  that  grace,  which  will  (end  to  the  increase  ai 
the  spirit  of  love,  and  to  the  effectual  service  of  the  en- 
tire body. — Eph.  4;  15,  16. 

We  arc  bound  in  stiti  another  w,7y  :  "  We  can  do  nolli- 
ing  against  the  truth."  The  uncnlighlened  world,  the 
entire  nominal  church,  some  who  once  loved  us,  princi- 
palities and  powers,  seen  and  unseen,  Satan  witli  all  his 
hosts,  are  arrayed  against  the  truth,  to  destroy  it  if  possi- 
ble, to  drag  in  the  dust  its  most  earnest  advocate,'^  ;  but 
we,  wt  can  do  nothing  against  the  truth.  The  very 
thought  is  pain.  Rather  let  al!  the  anathemas  pro- 
nounced by  Papacy  against  heretics  be  upon  us.  We 
can  do  nothing,  we  wiU  do  nothing  against  the  truth. 
''Let  God  be  true,  though  it  prove  every  man  a  liar." 

Glorious  bondage!  Glorjous  liberty  from  Sin,  from 
death,  from  self.  Glorious  Ubirty  in  Christ !  Glorious 
bandage  to  Christ ! 
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•'  Not  my  own  !  "  Oli,  '■  1101  Jny  own  1.'" 
Jesus,  I  belong  10  I'bce  '. 
Ail  1  hdve  aii<i  illl  I  3iu]>C  £or, 
'I'llinij  fgr  nil  cler[ii(y,''

Bro.  W.  E.  Page,  for  some  time  a  member  of  the  office 
force  and  of  our  family,  writes  a  few  kind  words  and  en- 
closes a  copy  of  a  letter  sent  to  Bro.  Gilruth,  as  follows;  — 

Dfs  Moinei,     April  jS,  '^-f- 

Dear  Brother  GiLRtJTH; — Yours  of  6th  inst.  ca-me 
duly.  I  am  grieved  that  the  Rogers,  Zecli,  Bryan,  Ad- 
amsoii  manifesto  must  now  arise  to  stumble  some,  though, 
since  the  Lord  permits  it,  I  am  not  dazed  by  it ;  nor  do 
I  let  it  worry,  me.  ...  At  the  meeting  that  con- 
tinued until  4  o'clock,  a.  m,,  to  whicii  Zecli  refers,  I  pre- 
sided as  chairman.  When  first  going  into  the  work  Zecli 
had  no  money,  but  later  was  left  some  by  German  rela- 
tives. He  was  anxious  to  invest  it  and  finatly  conceiv- 
ed the  idea  of  establishing  a  priiititig  plant  and  doin^ 
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Bro.  Russell's  work-  Bro.  Russell  discouraged  the  idea, 
tliough,  through  regard  for  Zcch  and  tq  aid  him,  he  final- 
ly consented  10  give  him  Ihc  work,  a<ivisif!g  asaiml  the 
scheme /  and  Zech  knows  this,  though  stating  to  the  con- 
trary. 2.ech  insisted  on  Bro-  Russell  treating  him  in  alt 
tilings  on  the  principle  of  "^i-r,"  as  he  put  it,  f.  r.,  that 
he  do  everyihing  he  could  for  him  and  pay  the  highest 
price  for  ail  work  doncj  while  he,  Zecli,  aift  wholiy  on  the 
principle  of  avarice — get  all  you  can — witli  Bro.  Russell, 

I  do  not  think  that  Zech  saw  the  point  on  this  plainly, 
his  financial  interests  and  lack  of  business  ability  keep- 
ing the  fear  that  he  might  lose  money  constantly  in  the 
foreground.  His  money  has  proven  a  snare  to  him.  1 
have  been  all  over  this  ground  with  both  parties,  and  ani 
sure  Brother  Kussell  has  done  Zech  no  injury. 

Bryan  is  a  very  peculiar  man,  and  always  has  been — by 
Ixercdity,  I  judge,  assisted  by  training,  He  must  needs 
have  the  care  of  every  conscience  subjeiSl  to  his  observa- 
tion, demanding  that  all  conform  to  his  views  of  riglit 
and  wrong.  To  an  insane  degree  he  constantly  exhibited 
the  detcrmirtation  duiirtg  the  last  of  his  connection  with 
the  office,  to  make  Bio.  Russell  acknowledge  to  him  that 
he  tvas  a  wrong-docr,  and  especially  in  doing  contrary  to 
Bryan's  judgment,  His  insinuations  and  intinia.tions  re- 
garding tlie  boiler  cleaning  compound  are,  J  am  sure, 
more  the  result  of  prejudice  than  faftj  though  this  par- 
ticular thing  was  not  canvassed  when  I  was  in  Allegheny. 
Similar  and  even  worse  charges  were,  and  foun  d  groundless. 

My  knowledge  oi  the  weaknesses,  prejudice,  poor 
judgment,  lack  of  discernment,  etc,,  of  Zech  and  Bryan, 
with  the  information  I  have  proving  the  moSl.  of  these 
charges  groundless,  leads  me  to  give  bttt  little  tf  any 
wetght  to  their  criticism. 

Rogers  has  stumbled  over  having  a  special  mission  to 
convert  everybody  to  his  methods.  No  otic  can  or  will 
otfjcft  to  his  lL%-ing  according  to  it  j  and  he  might  be 
blessed  in  some  ways  by  so  doing.  Surely  you  and  I 
prefer  to  earn  our  own  bread, thai  we  may  be  chargeable 
to  none,  and  have  to  give  10  him  who  is  in  necessity; — 
not  who  stjpinely  puts  himself  in  a  dependent  condition. 
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I  have  had  a  long  correspondence  with  Adamson  re- 
garding his  iraift,  and  refused  to  contribute  toward  the 
expense  of  printing,  not  knowing  what  it  would  tfach. 
He  abused  me  roundly  for  this  and  severely  criticized  my 
free-will  offering  to  theTraift  Fund,  indicating  a  perverse 
spirit.  However,  we  can  and  I  do  leave  the  <iiiarlet  in 
God's  hands.

Dawk 
teaching,"  From  this  the  reader  might  fairly  infer 
at  least  that  the  "author  of  Dawn"  docs  Jioi  disagree. 
While  the  truth  is  the  very  rcvcrsCj  this  tract  is  now 
being  shamekssly  foisted  upon  the  public.  More 
than  this,  Urothgr  Adamson  endeavors  to  throw  the 
responsibility  on  the  auihor  of  Dawn  by  failing;  to 
note  anv  other  jjossible  iiuthor,  and  by  announcing 
himself  under  the  title  of  "  Distributer." 

M)i-LE.N'NiAi.  Da^vn,  when  read  in  the  order  in 
which  it  is  written,  tlic  order  intended  by  its  author, 
is  as  plain  as  the  alphabet,  and  no  more  needs  an  in- 
troduction or  explanation  than  do  our  A-  B-  C's, 
To -write  an  alleged  introduction,  supposedly  on  be- 
hjilf,  but  without  the  request,  of  the  aulhorof  the  book, 
is  to  iosipuflle  obscurity  and  incapacity  in  the  author, 
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and  is  to  him  a.  gratuitous  insult-  To  insist  on  pub- 
Hehing  such  an  introduction  regardless  of  (he  auihor  s 
ref>calcd  protests^  would^  even  in  ctvil  courts,  subject 
such  publisher  to  heavy  penalties.  How  imicb  more, 
then,  should  such  conduct  be  reprobated  by  those 
who  will  judge,  not  only  the  world,  but  angels. 

Without  at  present  charging  error,  it  is  only  just  to 
aay  that  Jn  many  instances  Bro.

3    COK.    I'.iSO. 

Our  Christian  e:tperiences  differ ;  no  two  have  exact- 
ly the  saoie,  because  oar  temperaments  and  talents  differ 
as  well  as  Our  surroundings.  Bat  we  may  rely  upon  it 
that  no  real  son  of  God  is  exempted  from  the  needed 
trials  of  patience,  faith  and  love.  _No  matter  how  strong 
the  character,  or  how  seemingly  impregnable  to  the  or^ 
dinary  besetmeuts,  we  may  rely  tipon  it  ttiat  such  have 
as  great  trials  and  crosses  as  otbera — perhaps  greater; 
perhaps  such  as  would  prostrate  weaker  ones,  whom  the 
Lord  will  therefore  in  love  and  mercy  not  suffer  to  be 
tempted  above  that  they  are  able  to  bear. — i  Cor.  10:13. 

Even  our  blessed  Lord  Jesus,  thoug-K  perfect,^  had  to 
pass  through  an  experience  to  test  and  prove  his  com- 
plete submission  to  the  Father's  will.  Looking-  at  our 
Lord's  testing,  we  cannot  doubt  that  his  strong  character 
was  measurably  unnnoved  by  the  sarcastic,  bitter  words  and 
threats  of  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  and  that  likewise  he 
speedily  and  firmly  settled  Satan's  temptations  negatively. 
None  of  these  things,  which  would  have  been  the  great- 
est temptations  to  others,  seemed  to  move  or  even  lo 
greatly  annoy  him.  He  answered  coolly  and  often  iron- 
ically the  attacks  of  open  enemies,  and  was  comparative- 
ty  unmoved  by  them ;  but  it  was  when  those  who  dipped 
in  the  dish  with  him  lifted  up  the  heel  against  him  (Psa. 
41:9;  Matt-  ■26:23)  and  left  him,  that  his  heart  was 
troubled  ;— wounded  by  professed  friends.  The  only 
discouraged  expression  recorded,  relative  to  his  work, 
was  toward  the  close  of  his  ministry  when  the  test  became 
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more  and  more  severe,  and  "  many  went  back  and 
walked  no  more  in  his  company,"  saying  of  his  doctrines, 
"  This  is  a  hard  sayings;  wlio  can  liear  it?"  His  uiire- 
proachful  but  sorrowful  wgrds,  then  expressed  to  the 
twelve  specially  staunch  disciples,  were  full  of  pathos  and 
disappointed  grief :  "Will  ye  also  go  away?''  The 
prompt  response  ol  Peter—"  Lord,  to  whom  shill  we  go  ? 
Thou  hast  the  words  of  lasting  life  "—must  certainly 
have  come  as  a  comforting  balm  to  that  noble,  loving 
heart,  whose  only  impulse  was  to  do  good  and  to  bless 
others. 

And  yet  as  he  approached  the  close  of  his  ministry, 
the  time  came  that  he  must  still  further  suffer  wounds 
from  those  he  most  loved.  No  wonder  that,  catching  a 
clear  view  of  how  his  sacrifice  was  to  be  completed,  how 
all  his  bosom  disciples  would  forsake  and  disown  hira, 
and  how  one  of  them  would  betray  him  with  a  kiss,  he 
■was  sorrowful,  troubled  in  spirii,  and  testified,  "*Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  one  of  you  shall  betray  me." 
And  though  Peter  courageously  said,  "  Though  I  should 
die  with  thee,  yet  will  1  not  deny  thee  " — and  so  said  they 
all — ^Jesus  saw  that  all  would  be  scattered,  forsaking  him 
in  his  most  trying  hour,  and  that  courageous  Peter  would 
be  so  terribly  sifted  of  Satan  aud  prove  so  weak  that  he 
would  even  swear  that  he  had  never  known  him.  Truly 
MfK?  trials  from  "brethren,"  some  of  whom  were  only 
weak,  and  one  false  at  heart,  must  have  been  among 
the  sorest  of  our  Lord's  experiences,  during  his  period 
of  trial.  Yet  none  of  these  things  moved  him  or  for  a 
moment  influenced  him  to  choose  another  course.  He 
cheerfully  followed  the  narrow  path  and  left  it  for  God, 
in  his  own  lime,  to  bring  forth  his  righteousness  as  the 
light  of  noonday.  (Psa,  37:6).  He  was  obedient  to  God 
and  faithful  to  the  truth,  and  it  was  thus  that  he  suffered, 
not  only  at  the  hands  cs^  evil  men,  but  also  from  the  mis- 
understandings of  his  closest  friends,  who  did  not  clearly 
grasp  the  situation,  nor  see  how  needtul  it  was  that  he 
should  first  be  Redeemer  before  he  could  become  Restorer 
and  King. 

The  same  lesson  of  perils  among  faise  brethren,  and 
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among  brethren  who  had  not  so  fully  as  himself  grasped 
the  Truth,  was  also  the  Apostle  Paul's  expericnce- 

We  never  hear  from  him  a  compJaint  about  the  way 
the  world  rejected  his  message,  spoke  evil  of  him  and 
maltreated  him  as  the  leading  exponent  of  the  unpopular 
doctrine  of  the  cross  of  Chnst,  which  was  opposed  both 
by  the  stumbling  blinded  Jews  and  by  the  worldly-wise 
believers  in  the  philosophies  of  the  Gentiles.  Indeed, 
instead  of  being  downcast  or  discouraged  at  his  past  ejc- 
perienees,  or  in  the  prospect  of  bonds  and  imprisontnents 
awaiting  him  in  the  future,  he  boldly  and  cheerfully 
declared,  "  But  none  of  these  things  move  me,  neither 
count  I  my  life  dear  unto  myself." — Acts  20:1^-24, 

But,  like  the  Lord  Jesus,  Paul  had  his  severest  trials 
from  "false  brethren";  who,  instead  of  being  faithful 
yoke-fellows  and  co-workers,  as  good  soldiers  of  the 
cross,  became  puffed  up,  heady,  and  anxious  to  be  lead- 
ers. These,  being  unwilling  or  unable  to  see  the  truth  as 
fully  and  clearly  as  did  Paul,  because  pf  their  wrong 
condition  of  heart,  and  being  envious  of  his  success  and 
the  results  of  his  zeal  and  labor,  followed  after  him  in  the 
various  cities  where  he  had  labored,  and  by  raiarepresent- 
ation  of  hia  chanKter  as  well  as  of  his  teachings,  sought 
to  lower  him  in  the  esteem  of  ihe  housebold  of  faith,  and 
thus  to  open  the  way  for  various  sophistical  theories 
which  would  reflect  honor  upon  tliem  as  teachers  of  what 
they  clahncd  were  advanced  initlis,  Uiough  actually  sub- 
verting the  real  truth  in  the  miuds  of  many. 

The  only  annoyance  ever  manifested  by  the  Apostle 
Paul,  in  any  of  his  letters,  was  upon  this  subject  of  his 
misrepresentation  by  false  brethren.  Referring  to  these 
false  apostles  by  name,  that  they  might  be  known  and 
recognized  as  such  (See  I  Tim.  I;  ig,  20;  2Tim,4;io,  14- 
17;  2  Cor.  11:2-23).  he  clearly  exposed  their  unholy 
motives  of  pride,  ambition  and  envy,  which  scrupled  not 
to  make  havoc  of  the  Church  and  of  the  truth.  Especial- 
ly did  he  point  out  that,  in  their  attempt  to  be  leaders, 
they  had  manufactured   a  different  gospfi,  built  upon  a 

different  foundation,  than  the  only  true  fouodalion the 

death  of  Christ  as  man's  raiuom-price. 

Paul  was  zealous  for  the  truth's  sake,  lest  these  false 
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apostles  should  use  smooth  words  and  misrepresentations 
of  his  character  and  oi  the  truth  as  a  lever  to  turn  men 
aside  from  the  true  gospel. 

He  warns  them  ag^iiinst  those  teachers,  not  to  keep 
himself  uppermost  in  their  hearts,  but  to  put  them  on 
their  guard,  lest  receiving  the  new  teachers,  they  should 
be  injured  by  the/a/jir  teachings  they  presentf^d^  and  lest 
in  rejecting  him  and  losing  confidence  in  him  as  an  hon- 
est and  true  man  and  teacher  they  should  discard  his 
teachings,  which  were  the  truth.  Hence  his  reference  to 
himself  was  not  in  selfdefence  and  self- laudation,  but  in 
defence  of  iks  truth,  and  an  endeavor  to  have  them  see 
that  his  character  and  career  as  a  true  teacher  comported 
well  with  the  true  message  he  bore  to  them. 

And  he  fearlessly  pointed  out  that  men  might  claim 
to  prezenl  the  same  Jesus,  the  same  spirit  and  the  same 
gospel,  artd  yet  be  false  teachers  and  deceitful,  workers, 
fransforinine;  themselves  into  apostles  of  Christ.  And, 
he  says,  marvel  not  at  such  a  thing  as  that  men  should 
be  great  workers  in  the  name  t^A  Christ  from  ambidous 
motives;  "No  marvel,  for  Satan  himself  fashioneth 
himself  into  an  angtl  of  light.  It  is  no  great  thing,  there- 
fore, if  his  ministers  also  transform  themselves  as  minis- 
ters ol  righteousness." 

Paul's  letter  to  the  Galatians  was  written  evidently  to 
counteract  the  misrepresentations  of  false  brethren.  (Gal- 
116  ;  3:1.)  To  re-establish  confidence  in  the  gospel  mes- 
sage he  had  delivered,  it  was  needful  that  he  should  re- 
hearse to  them  something  of  his  history,  In  doing  so  it 
was  necessery  to  refer  again  to  the  fahe  brethren  (Gal. 
2:4),  who  claimed  to  be  of  the  same  body  and  who  yet, 
in  opposition  to  the  truth,  brought  again  upon  God's 
children  the  laondage  ol  errors  already  escaped  from. 

HARVEST  GATHERING  AND  SIFTINGS. 

A   B&IEF  SKETCH   OF  THE    DEVELOPMENT    OF    PRESENT 
TRUTH. 

Many  are  the  inquiries  relative  to  the  truths  presented 
in  MiLLENiAL  Dawn  and  Zion's  Watch  Tower,  a?  to 
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whence  they  came  and  how  they  developed  to  their  pres- 
ent symmetrical  and  beautiful  proportions— Were  they 
the  results  of  visions  ?  Did  God  in  any  supernatural  way 
grant  the  solution  of  these  hitherto  mysteries  of  his  plan  ? 
Are  the  writers  more  than  ordinary  beings?  Do  they 
claim  any  supernatural  wisdom  or  power?  or  how  comes 
this  revelation  of  God's  truth  ? 

No,  dear  Iriends,  we  claim  nothing  of  superiority,  nor 
supernatural  power,  digniiy  or  authority;  nor  do  we  as- 
pire to  exalt  ourselves  in  the  estimation  of  our  brethren 
of  the  household  of  faith,  except  in  the  sense  that  the 
Master  urged  it,  saying,  "  Lei  him  who  would  be  great 
among  you  be  your  servant."  (Matt.  20:27.)  And  our 
position  among  men  of  the  world  and  of  the  nominal 
church  is;  certainly  far  from  exalted,  being  everywhere 
spoken  against.  We  are  fully  contented,  however,  10 
wait  for  exaltation  until  the  Lord's  due  time.  {1  Pet.  5:6.) 
In  the  apostle's  words  we  therefore  answer,  "  Why  look 
ye  upon  us.  as  though  by  our  own  power  we  had  done 
these  things?"  We  also  are  men  of  like  passions  with 
yourselves — of  like  infirmities  and  fi^ihies,  earnestly 
striving,  by  overcoming  many  besetments,  discourage- 
ments, etc.,  to  press  along  the  line  toward  the  marlc  of 
the  prize  of  our  high  calling,  and  claiming  only,  as  faith- 
ful students  of  the  Word  of  God,  to  be  index  fingers,  as 
we  have  previously  expressed  it,  to  help  you  to  trace  for 
yourselves,  on  the  sacred  page,  the  wonderful  plan  of 
God — no  less  wonderful  to  us,  we  assure  you,  than  to 
you,  dearly  beloved  sharers  of  our  faith  and  joy. 

No,  the  truths  we  present,  as  God's  mouthpieces, 
were  not  revealed  in  visions  or  dreams,  nor  by  God's 
audible  voice,  nor  all  at  once,  but  gradually,  especially 
since  1870,  and  particularly  since  iSBo,  a  period  of  above 
twenty  years.  And  this  present  clear  unfolding  of  truth 
is  not  due  to  any  human  ingenuity  or  acuteness  of  per- 
ception, but  to  the  simple  fact  that  God's  due  time  has 
come  ;  and  if  we  did  not  speak,  and  no  other  agent  could 
be  found,  the  very  stones  would  cry  out- 

We  give  the  following  history,  not  only  because  we 
have  been  urged  to  give  a  review  of  God's  leadings  in 
the^path  of  light,  but  specially  because  we  believe  it  10  be 
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needful  that  the  truth  be  modestly  told,  that  misappre- 
hensions and  prejudicial  mis-statements  may  be  disarmed, 
and  that  our  readers  may  see  how  hitherto  the  Lord  hath 
helped  and  guided  us-  In  so  far  as  the  names  and  views 
of  others,  who  have  parted  company  with  us^  may  be  as- 
sociated with  this  history,  we  shall  endeavor  to  bring:  for- 
ward only  such  points  as  are  necessary  to  an  understand- 
ing of  our  position  and  of  the  Lord's  leadings,  Nor  can 
we  name  all  ihe  little  points  of  divine  lavor  In  which  faith 
was  tested,  prayers  were  answered,  etc.,  remembering 
thai  our  Master  and  the  early  church  left  no  such  exam- 
ple of  boasting  faith,  but  rather  admonished  otherwise, 
saying,  "Hast  thou  faith,  have  it  to  thyself,"  Some  of 
the  most  precious  experiences  of  failh  and  prayer  are 
those  which  are  too  sacred  f&r  public  display. 

We  will  not  go  back  to  tell  how  the  light  began  to 
break  throug-h  the  clouds  of  prejudice  and  superstition 
which  enveloped  the  world  under  Papacy's  rule  in  the 
darlc  ages.  The  reformation  movement,  or  rather  move- 
ments, from  then  until  now,  have  each  done  their  share 
in  bringing  ]i^lit  out  of  darkness.  But  we  will  here  con- 
fine ourselves  to  the  consideration  of  the  harvest  truths 
set  forth  in  Millennial  Dawn  and  Zion's  Watch 
Tower. 

Webej?in  the  narrative  at  the  year  iS6S,  when  the 
editor,  having- been  a  consecrated  child  of  God  for  some 
years,  and  a  member  tA  the  Congregational  Church  and 
of  the  Y,  M.  C.  A,,  began  lo  be  shaken  in  faith  regarding 
many  long  accepted  doctrines.  Brought  up  a  Presby- 
terian, and  indoarinated  from  the  Catechism,  and  being 
naturally  of  an  inquiring  niiind,  I  fell  a  ready  prey  lo  the 
logic  of  infidelity  as  soon  as  I  began  to  think  for  myself. 
But  that  which  at  Urst  threatened  lo  be  the  utter  shipwreck 
of  faith  in  God  and  the  Bible,  was,  under  God's  provi- 
dence, overruled  for  g-ood,  and  merely  wrecked  siy  con- 
fidence in  human  creeds  and  systems  of  tnisi titer prete- 
tion  of  the  Bible. 

Gradually  I  was  led  to  see  that  though  each  of 
the  creeds  contained  some  elements  of  tmlh.  they  were, 
on  the  whole,  misleading  and  contradictory  of  God's 
Word.     Among  other  theories,  I  stumbled  upon  Adveut- 
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ism.  Seemingly  by  accident,  oae  evening  I  dropped  into 
a  ddsty,  dingy  hail,  where  I  had  heard  religious  services 
were  held,  to  see  if  the  handful  who  met  there  had  any- 
thing more  sensible  to  offer  than  the  creeds  of  the  great 
churches.  Thercj  for  the  first  time,  1  heard  something  oi 
the  views  of  Second  Adventists,  the  preacher  being  Mr. 
Jonas  Wendell,  long  since  deceased.  Thus,  I  confess  in- 
debtedness to  Adventists  as  well  astoother  denominations. 

Though  his  Scripture-exposition  was  not  entirely 
dear,  and  though  it  was  very  far  fi-om  what  we  now  re^ 
joice  in,  it  was  suf&cientj  under  God,  to  re-establish  my 
wavering  faith  in  the  divine  inspiration  of  the  Bible,  and 
to  show  that  the  records  of  the  aposdes  and  prophets  are 
indissoluble  linked.  What  I  heard  sent  me  lo  roy  Bible 
lo  study  with  more  zeal  and  care  than  ever  before,  and  I 
shall  ever  thank  the  Lord  for  that  leading  ;  for  though 
Adventism  helped  me  to  no  single  truth,  it  did  help  me 
greatly  in  the  unieaming  of  errors,  and  thus  prepared  me 
for  the  truth, 

I  soon  began  to  see  that  we  were  living  somewhere 
near  the  dose  of  the  Gospel  age,  and  near  the  time  when 
the  Lord  had  declared  that  the  wise,  watching  ones  of  his 
children  should  come  to  a  clear  knowledge  of  his  plan. 
At  this  time,  myself  and  a  few  other  truth-seekers  in 
Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny  formed  a  class  for  Bible  study, 
and  from  1870  to  1875  was  a  time  of  constant  growth  in 
grace  and  knowledge  and  Eove  of  God  and  his  Word. 
We  came  to  see  something  of  the  love  of  God,  how  it 
had  made  provision  for  all  mankind,  how  all  must  be 
awakened  from  the  tomb  in  order  that  God's  loving  plan 
might  be  testified  to  them,  and  bow  all  who  exercise 
faith  in  Christ's  redemptive  work  and  render  obedience 
in  harmony  with  the  knowledge  of  God^s  will  they  will 
then  receive,  might  then  (mrough  Christ's  merit)  be 
brought  back  into  fulE  harmony  with  God,  and  be  granted 
everlasting  life.  This  we  saw  to  be  the  Restitution  work 
foretold  in  A&  y.-ii.  But  though  seeing  that  the 
Church  was  called  to  joint-heirship  with  the  Lord  in  the 
Millennial  Kingdom,  up  lo  that  time  we  had  failed  to  see 
clearly  the  great  distin^iion  between  the  reward  of  the 
Church  now  on  trial  and  the  reward  of  the  faithful  of  the 
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■world  after  its  trial,  at  the  close  of  tlie  Millennnl  a^e— 
that  the  reward  of  the  former  is  to  be  tlie  glory  of  the 
spiritual,  divine  nature,  while  that  of  the  latter  is  la  be 
the  glory  of  restitution — reistoration  to  the  perfetf^ion  of 
human  nature  once  enjoyetj  in  Eden  by  their  progenitor 
and  head,  Adam. 

However,  we  were  then  merely  getting  the  g^eneral 
oiitlinffi  of  God's  plan,  and  unkaming^  many  long-cher- 
ished errors,  the  time  for  a  dear  aiscemment  of  the 
minutiee  having  not  yet  fully  come.  And  here  I  should 
and  do  gratefully  mention  assistance  rendered  by  Brothers 
Geo.  Stetson  and  Geo.  Storrs,  the  latter  the  editor  of  The 
Bible  Examiner,  both  now  deceased.  The  study  of  the 
Word  of  God  with  these  dear  brethren  led,  step  hy  step, 
into  greener  pastures  and  brighter  hopes  lor  the  world, 
though  it  was  not  until  1872,  when  I  gained  a  dear  view 
of  our  Lord's  woric  as  our  ransovi  price,  Chat  I  found 
the  strength  and  foundation  of  all  hope  of  restitution  to 
lie  in  that  dodrine.  Up  to  that  time,  when  I  re^id  the 
testimony  that  all  in  their  graves  shall  come  forth,  etc, 
I  yet  doubted  the  full  provision — .whether  it  should  be 
understood  to  include  idiots  or  infants  who  had  died 
without  reaching  any  degree  of  understanding,  beings  to 
whom  the  present  life  and  its  experiences  would  seem  to 
be  of  little  or  no  advantage.  But  when,  in  3872,  1  tame 
to  examine  the  subject  oi  restitution  from  the:  standpoint 
of  the  ransom  price  given  by  our  Lord  Jesus  for  Adam, 
and  consequently  for  all  Lost  in  Adam,  it  settled  the  mat- 
ter of  restitution  completely,  and  gave  me  the  ftUIest 
assurance  that  all  must  come  ferth  from  their  graves 
and  be  brought  to  a  clear  knowledge  of  the  truth  and  to 
3  full  opportunity  to  gain  everlasting  life  in  Christ- 

Thus  passed  the  years  1869-1872.  The  years  follow- 
ing, to  1S76,  were  years  of  continued  growth  in  grace 
and  knowledge  on  the  part  oi  the  handful  of  Bible  stu- 
dents with  whom  I  met  in  Allegheny.  We  progressed 
from  our  first  crude  and  itidetinite  ideas  of  restitution  to 
clearer  understanding  of  the  details ;  but  God's  due  time 
for  the  clear  light  had  not  yet  come. 

During  this  time,  too,  we  came  to  recognize  the 
difference  between  our  Lord  as  "the  man  who  gave  him- 
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self,"  and  as  the  Lord  who  would  come  again,  a  spirit 
being.  Wc  s^w  that  spirit-beings  can  be  present,  and 
yet  invisible  to  men,  just  as  we  stili  hold  and  have  set 
forth  in  Millennial  Dawk  Vol.  II.,  Chap.  V.  And  we 
felt  gready  grieved  at  the  error  of  Second  Adventists 
who  were  expecting  Christ  in  the  flesh,  and  teaching'  that 
the  world  and  all  in  it  except  Second  Adventists  would 
be  burned  up  in  1S73  or  1874.  whose  time-settings  and 
disappointments  and  crude  ideas  generally  of  the  object 
and  manner  of  hia  coming  brought  more  or  less  reproach 
upon  us  and  upon  alt  who  longed  for  and  proclaimed  his 
coming  Kingdom. 

These  wrong  views  so  generally  held  of  both  the 
object  and  manner  of  the  Lonl's  relum  led  me  to  write  a 
pamphlet — "  TAe  Object  and  Manner  of  The  Lord's  Re- 
turn,"   of   which  some   50,c»o  copies  were  published. 

It  was  about  January,  1S76,  that  my  attention  was 
specially  drawn  to  the  aubject  of  prophettc  time,  as  it 
relates  to  these  doctrines  and  hopes.  It  came  about  in 
this  way:  I  received  a  paper  called  The  Herald  sf  the 
Mornings  sent  by  its  editor,  Mr.  N.  H.  Barbour.  When 
I  opened  it  I  at  once  identified  it  with  Adventism  irom 
the  picture  on  its  cover,  and  examiaed  it  with  some  cur- 
iosity to  see  what  dme  they  would  next  set  for  the  burn- 
ing of  the  world.  But  judge  of  my  surprise  and  gratifi- 
cation, when  I  learned  from  its  contents  that  the  editor 
was.  beginning  to  get  his  eyes  open  on  the  subjects  that 
for  some  years  had  so  greatly  rejoiced  our  hearts  here  in 
Allegheny — that  the  object  of  our  Lord's  return  is  not  lo 
destroy,  but  to  bless  all  the  families  oi"  the  earth,  and  that 
his  coming  would  be  thief-like,  and  not  in  flesh,  but  as  a 
spirit-being,  invisible  to  men;  and  that  the  gathering  of 
his  Church  and  the  separation  of  the  "wheat"  from  the 
"  tares  "  would  progress  in  the  end  of  this  age  without 
the  world's  being  aware  of  it. 

I  rejoiced 'to  find  others  coming  to  the  same  ad- 
vanced position,  buE  was  astonished  to  find  the  statemenl 
very  Cauticrusly  set  forth,  that  the  editor  believed  ihe 
prophecies  to  indicate  that  the  Lord  was  already  present 
m  the  world  (unseen  and  invisible),  and  that  the  harvesi 
work  of  gathering  the  wheat  was  already  due, — and  that 
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this  view  was  warranted  by  Lhe  time-propliecies  which 
but  a  few  months  before  he  supposed  had  failed. 

Here  was  a  new  tliouglit;  Could  it  be  that  the  time 
prophecies  which  I  had  so  long  despised,  because  of  their 
misuse  by  Adventisis,  were  really  meant  to  indicate  when 
the  Lord  would  be  invisibly  ^r«f?!/  to  set  up  his  King- 
dom— a  thing-  which  I  clearly  saw  could  be  known  in  no 
olher  way?  It  seemed,  td  say  i)ie  least,  a  reasonabie, 
a  very  reasonable  thing,  to  expect  that  llie  Lord  would 
inform  his  people  on  the  subject — especially  as  he  had 
promised  that  the  faithful  should  not  be  left  in  darkness 
with  the  world,  and  that  though  the  day  of  the  Lord 
would  come  upon  all  others  as  a  thief  in  lhe  night 
(stealthily,  unawares),  it  should  not  be  so  to  [ht  watch- 
ing-, earnest  saints. — i  Thes.  5:4. 

I  recalled  certain  arguments  used  by  my  friend  Jonas 
Wendell  and  other  Adventisis  to  prove  that  1S73  would 
■witness  the  burning  of  the  world,  etc- — the  chronology- 
of  the  world  showing  that  the  six  thousand  years  from 
Adam  ended  with  the  beginning  of  1873 — and  other 
arguments  drawn  from  the  Scriptures  and  supposed  to 
coincide.  Could  it  be  that  these  time  arguments,  which 
I  had  passed  by  as  unworthy  of  atiention,  really  con- 
tained an  important  truth  which  they  had  misapplied? 

Anxious  to  learn,  from  any  quarter,  whatever  God 
had  to  teach,  I  at  once  wrote  to  Mr.  Barbour,  informing 
him  of  my  harmony  on  other  points  and  desiring  to 
know  particularly  why,  and  upon  what  Scriptural  evj. 
dences,  he  held  that  Christ's/r«^3i£-*r  and  the  harve-sting 
of  the  Gospel  age  dated  from  the  Autumn  ot  1874.  The 
answer  showed  that  my  surmise  had  been  corrcnfl,  viz,; 
that  the  time  arguments^  chronology,  etc.,  were  the  same 
as  used  by  Second  Adventisis  iji  1S73,  and  explained 
how  Mr.  Barbour  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Paton,  of  Michigan,  a 
co-worker  with  him,  had  been  regular  Second  Adventists 
up  to  that  time  ;  and  that  when  the  date  1874  had  passed 
without  the  world  being  burned,  and  without  their  seeing 
Christ  in  the  flesh,  they  were  for  a  time  dumb-founded. 
They  had  examined  the  time-prophecies  that  had  seem- 
ingly passed  unfulfilled,  and  had  been  unable  to  find  any 
flaw,  and  had  beg-un  to  wonder  whether  the  iimf  was 
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right  and  their  rxprflaiions  wrongs, — whether  the  viiews 
of  restitution  and  blessing  to  the  world,  which  otliers 
were  teaching,  might  not  be  the  things  to  look  foe,  It 
seems- that  not  long  after  their  1874  disappointment,  a 
reader  of  the  Hsratdoftke  Morning,  who  had  a  copy  of 
the  Dia^toit,  noticed  something  in  it  which  he  thought 
peculiar, — that  in  Matt.  24127,  37,  39,  the  word  which  in 
our  common  veraion  is  rendered  coining  is  translated 
presence.  This  was  the  ctue ;  and,  following  it,  they  had 
been  led  through  prophetic  time  toward  proper  views 
regarding  the  object  and  manner  of  the  Lord's  return, 
I,  on  the  contrary,  waS  led  first  to  proper  views  of  the 
object  and  manner  <i{  our  Lord's  return  and  then  to  the 
examination  of  the  time  for  these  things,  indicated  in 
God's  Word.  Thus  God  leads  his  children  often  from 
different  starting  points  of  truth  ;  but  where  the  heart  is 
earnest  and  trustful,  (he  result  must  be  to  draw  ail  such 
together. 

But  there  were  no  books  or  other  publications  setting 
forth  the  time -prophecies  as  then  understood,  so  I  paid 
Mr.  Barbour's  expenses  to  come  to  see  me  at  Philadel- 
phia (where  I  had  business  engagements  during-  the  sum- 
mer of  ^876),  to  show  me  fully  and  Scripturally,  if  he 
could,  that  the  prophecies  indicated  1874  as  the  dale  at 
which  die  Lord's  presence  and  "the  harvest"  began. 
He  came,  and  the  evidences  satisfied  me.  Being  a  person 
of  positive  convictions  and  fully  consecrated  to  the  Lord, 
I  at  once  saw  that  the  special  times  in  which  we  live  liave 
an  important  bearing  upon  our  duty  and  work  as  Christ's 
disciples;  that,  beings  in  the  lime  of  harvest,  the  harvest- 
work  should  be  done ;  and  that  presetti  truth  was  the 
sickle  by  which  the  Lord  would  have  us  do  a  gathering 
and  reaping  work  everywhere  among  his  children. 

I  inquired  of  Mr.  Barbour  as  to  what  was  being  done 
by  him  and  by  the  Herald,  He  replied  that  nothing- 
'  was  being  done ;  that  the  readers  of  the  Herald,  being 
disappointed  Adventists,  had  nearly  all  lost  interest  and 
stopped  their  subscriptions; — and  that  thus,  with  money 
exhausted,  the  Herald  might  be  said  to  be  pradticaliy 
suspended.  I  told  him  that  instead  of  feeling  discour- 
aged and  giving  up  the  work  since  his  newly  found  ligh; 
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on  restitution  (for  when  we  first  met,  he  had  much  to 
learn  from  me  on  the  fulness  of  restitution  based  upon 
the  sufficiency  of  the  ransom  given  for  all,  as  I  had  much 
to  learn  from  him  concerning-  time),  he  should  rather  feel 
that  now  he  had  some  good  tidings  to  preach,  such  as  he 
never  had  before,  and  that  his  zeal  should  be  corre- 
spondingly increased.  At  the  same  time,  the  knowledge 
of  the  feet  that  we  were  already  in  the  harvest  period 
gave  to  me  an  impetus  to  spread  the  truth  such  as  I 
never  had  before.  I  therefore  at  once  resolved  upon  a 
vigorous  campaign  for  the  truth, 

I  determined  to  curtail  my  business  cares  and  give 
my  time  as  well  as  means  to  the  great  harvest  work. 
Accordingly,  I  sent  Mr.  Barbour  back  to  his  home,  with 
money  and  instructions  to  prepare  in  concise  book -form 
the  good  tidings  so  far  as  then  understood,  induding  the 
time  features,  while  I  closed  out  my  Philadelphia  business 
preparatory  to  engaging  ia  the  work,  as  1  afterward  did, 
traveling  and   preaching. 

The  little  book  of  196  pages  thus  prepared  was  en- 
titled The  Three  l^or/dn ;  and  while  it  was  not  the  first 
book  to  teach  a  measure  of  restitution,  nor  the  first  to 
treat  upon  time-prophecy,  it  was,  we  believe,  the  first  to 
ccmhine  the  idea  of  restitation  with  time-prophecy. 
From  the  sale  of  this  book  and  from  my  purse,  our  trav- 
eling expenses,  etc.,  were  met.  After  a  time  I  cqnceived 
the  idea  of  adding  another  harvest  laborer  and  sent  for 
Mr.  Paton,  who  promptly  responded  and  whqse  traveling 
expenses  were  met  in  the  same  manner. 

But  noticing  how  quickly  people  seeraed  to  forget 
what  they  had  heard,  it  soon  became  evident  that  while 
the  meetings  were  useful  in  awakening  interest,  a  monthly 
journal  was  needed  10  hold  that  interest  and  develop  it. 
It  therefore  seemed  to  be  the  Lord's  will  that  one  of  our 
number  should  settle  somewhere  and  begin  again  the 
regular  issuing  of  the  Herald  of  the  Morning.  I  sug- 
gested that  Mr.  Barbour  do  this,  as  he  had  experience  as 
a  type-setter  and  could  therefore  do  it  most  economic- 
dly,  while  Mr.  PaLon  and  1  would  continue  to  travel  and 
contribute  to  its  columns  as  we  should  find  opportunity. 
To  the  objection   that  the  type  was  now  sold,  and    that 
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the  few  subscriptions  which  would  come  in  would  not, 
for  a  long'  time,  make  the  journal  selfsustaining,  i  replied 
that  I  would  supply  the  money  for  purchasing'  type,  etc., 
and  leave  a  few  hundred  dollars  in  bank  subjeci  to  Mr 
Barbour's  check,  and  that  he  should  manage  it  as  econ- 
omically as  possible,  while  Mr.  Paton  and  1  continued  to 
travel.  This,  which  seemed  to  be  the  Lord's  will  in  the 
matter,  was  done. 

It  was  a/ter  this,  while  on  a  tour  of  the  New  Eng- 
land states,  that  1  met  Mr.  A.  P.  Adams,  then  a  young 
Methodist  minister,  who  became  deeply  interested  and 
accepted  the  message  hesirtily  during  the  week  that  I 
preached  to  his  congregation.  Subsequently,  I  intro- 
duced him.  to  little  gatherings  of  interested  ones  in  neigh- 
boring towns,  and  assisted  otherwise,  as  I  could,  rejoicing 
in  another  one  who,  with  study,  would  soon  be  a  co- 
laborer  in  the  harvest  field.  About  this  time,  too,  I  was 
much  encouraged  by  the  accession  of  Mr.  A.  D.  Jones, 
then  a  clerk  in  my  employ  in  Pittsburgh — a  young  man 
of  activity  and  promise,  who  soon  developed  into  an 
active  and  appreciated  co-laborer  in  the  harvest  work, 
and  is  remembered  by  some  of  our  readers.  Mr.  Jones 
ran  well  for  a  lime,  but  atnbition  or  something  eventtially 
worked  utter  shipwreck  tg  his  faith,  and  left  us  a  painful 
illustration  of  the  wisdom  of  the  Apostle's  words  :  "  My 
brethren,  be  not  many  of  you  teachers,  knowing  that  we 
shall  have  the  severer  judgment  ''—James  yA.-^DiagioU. 

SIFTING  THE  WHEAT. 


*' Satan  helli  deKLrcd  to  have  you,  thai  he  might  sift  yovi  as 
whesv, '  * — Luke  28131. 

Thus  far  all  had  run  smoothly  and  onward  ;  we  had 
been  greatly  blessed  with  truth,  but  not  specially  tested 
in  our  love  and  fidelity  to  it.  But  with  the  Summer  of 
1878,  the  parallel  in  time  to  the  Lord's  crucifixion  and 
his  utterance  of  the  above  quoted  words,  the  sifting  be- 
gan, which  has  continued  ever  since,  and  which  must, 
sooner  or  later,  test  every  one  who  receives  the  light  of 
present  truth.    "  Marvel  not,  therefore^  concerning  the 
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fiery  trial  which  skaU  fry  you,  as  though  some  strange 
thine  happened  unto  you  _; "  for  lliis  "  fire  shall  try  every 
man  s  work,  of  what  son  it  is  " — whether  he  has  built  his 
faith  flimsiiy  of  wood,  hay  and  stubble,  instead  of  with 
the  valuable  stones  of  God's  revealed  truth,  or  whether 
he  has  built  it  upon  the  shifting  sands  of  human  theory — 
evolution,  etc., — or  upon  the  solid  rock,  the  ransom,  the 
only  sure  foundation,  which  God  has  provided.  They 
who  build  upon  thai  rock  shall  be  safe  personally,  even 
though  they  may  have  built  up  an  illogical  faith  which 
the  "  fire  "  and  shaking  of  this  day  of  trial  shall  over- 
throw and  utterly  consume ;  but  they  who  build  upon 
any  other  foundation,  whether  they  use  ^ood  or  bad  ma- 
terials, are  sure  of  complete  wreck. — Luke  6:47-49;  ^ 
Cor.  3:  11-15. 

The  object  of  this  trial  and  sifting-  evidently  is  to  se- 
lect all  whose  hean-desires  are  unselfish,  who  are  fully 
and  unreservedly  consecrated  to  the  Lord,  who  are  so 
anxious  to  have  the  Lord's  will  done,  and  whose  confi- 
dence in  his  wisdom,  his  way  and  his  Word  is  so  g;reat, 
that  they  refuse  to  be  led  away  from  the  Lord's  Word, 
either  by  the  sophistries  of  others,  or  by  plans  acd  ideas 
of  their  own.  These,  in  the  sifting  time,  will  be  s.treiig-th- 
ened  and  shall  increase  their  joy  in  the  Lord  and  their 
knowledge  of  his  plans,  even  while  their  faith  Js  being 
tested  by  the  falling  into  error  of  thousands  on  every 
hand. — Psa.  91:7. 

The  sifting  began  thus  ;  Regardinjy  Paul's  state- 
ment (1  Cor.  15  ;  51,  52),  "  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we 
shall  all  be  changed— in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  qf 
an  eye,"  etc,  we  still  held  the  idea  which  Adventists,  and 
indeed  all  Christians  hold,  th.it  at  some  time  the  living 
saints  would  be  suddenly  and  miraculously  cauf^ht  away 
bodily,  thenceforth  to  be  forever  with  the  Lord.  And, 
now,  our  acquaintance  with  time-prophecy  led  us  to  ex- 
pect this  transtaiion  o^  the  saints  at  the  point  of  time  in 
this  age  parallel  to  the  Lord's  resurrection  ;  for  many  of 
the  parallelisms  between  the  Jewish  and  Christian  dispen- 
sstions  were  already  seen  by  us,  and  formed  one  of  the 
features  of  Uie  Htlte  book  above  referred  to — The  Tliree 
Worlds. 
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We  did  not  then  see,  as  we  now  do,^  that  that  date 
(1S78)  marked  the  time  for  the  beginning  of  the  estab- 
liahment  of  ihe  Kingdom  of  God,  by  the  glorification  of 
all  who  already  slept  in  Christ,  and  that  the  "change" 
which  Paul  mentions  (i  Cor.  15:  51)  is  to  occur  in  the 
moment  of  dying,  to  all  the  class  described,  from  that 
date  onward  throug^h  the  harvest  period,  until  all  the  liv- 
ing members  ("the  feet")  of  the  body  of  Christ  shall 
have  been  changed  to  glorious  spirit  beings,  But  when 
at  that  date  nothing  occurred  which  we  could  see^  a  re- 
examination of  the  matter  showed  me  that  our  mistake 
lay  in  expecting  to  see  all  the  living  saints  changed  at 
once,  and  -wiihoat  dying — an  erroneous  view  shared  in 
by  the  whole  nommaJ  church,  and  one  which  we  had  not 
yet  observed  or  discarded.  Our  present  clear  view  was 
the  result  of  the  examination  thus  started.  I  soon  saw 
that  in  the  Apostle's  words,  "We  shall  not  all  sUfp'^  the 
word  sleep  was  not  synonymous  with  die,  though  generaU 
ly  so  understood  ;  that,  on  the  contrary,  the  expression 
sleep,  here  used,  represents  untansciausness;  and  that  the 
Apostle  wished  us  to  understand  that/rwft  a  certain  time 
In  the  Lord's  presctu^t,  his  saints,  though  they  would  all 
die  like  Other  men  (Psa.  82  ;6,  7),  would  not  remain  for 
any  time  unconsdous,  but  in  the  moment  of  dying  would 
be  chtLng^ed  and  -vvould  receive  the  spirit  body  promised. 
Throughout  this  Gospel  age,  dying  has  been  followed  by 
ujicansdcusness,  "sleep,"  This  continued  true  of  all 
Saints  who  "  fell  asleep  m  Jesus  "  up  to  the  time  when  he 
took  the  office  of  ^ing  (Rev.  11  ;i7),  which  we  have 
shownt  was  in  187S. 

Not  only  did  the  King  at  that  date  "awaken  in,  his 
likneses"  all  the  members  of  his  body,  the  Church,  who 
slepi,  but  for  the  same  reason  (the  time  for  establishing 
his  Kingdom  having'  come)  it  is  no  longer  necessary  that 
the  "feet"  or  last  remaining  members  should  go  into 
"sleep"  or  unconsciousness.  On  the  contrary,  each 
now,  as  he  finishes  his  course,  faithful  unto  death,  will  at 
once  receive  the  crown  of  life,  and,  being  chmg'ed  in.  a 

'See  Millennial  Dawn,  Vo].  HI,  chapter  ;, 
IWILLENHIAL  DaWN,  Vol.  11.,  pages  Jl8,  319, 
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moment,  in  the  twinlding:  of  an  eye,  cannot  be  said  to 
sleep,  or  lo  be  unconscious  at  all.  Here — 1878 — Rev. 
14:13  is  applicable,  "Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in 
the  'L^tA  from  hence/orik.'^ 

So  this  rC' examination  showed  further  light  upon  the 
pathway  and  became  a  good  cause  for  encouragement,  as 
evidencing  the  Lord's  continued  leading. 

But  while  I  was  thas  helped  to  clearer  views  and 
brighter  hopes,  and  while  I  diligently  endeavored  to  help 
others,  the  Spring  of  1&7S  proved  far  from  a  blessing  to 
Mr  Barbour  and  to  many  under  his  influence.  Rejecting 
the  plain,  simple  solution  presented  above,  Mr.  B-  seemed 
to  feel  that  he  must  of  necessity  get  up  something  new 
to  divert  attention  from  the  failure  of  the  living  saints  to 
be  Caught  away,  • 

But,  alas  1  how  dangerous  it  is  for  any  man  to  feel  too 
much  responsibility  and  to  attempt  to  force  new  light. 
To  Our  painful  surprise,  Mr.  Barbour  soon  afier  wrote  an 
article  for  the  Hftald  denying  the  doctrine  of  the  atone- 
ment— denying  that  the  death  of  Christ  was  the  ransom- 
price  of  Adam  and  his  race,  saying  that  Christ's  death 
was  no  more  a  settlement  of  the  penalty  of  man's  sins 
than  would  the  Eliciting  of  a  pin  through  the  body  of  a 
fly  and  causing  it  suffering  and  death  be  considered 
by  an  earthly  parent  as  a  just  setllement  for  misde- 
meanor in  his  child.  I  was  astonished,  supposing  that 
Mr.  E.  had  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  work  of  Christ 
as  our  sin-offering,  our  willing  Redeemer  who  gladly, 
co-operating  in  the  divine  plan,  gave  himself  as  the 
raiisoTn.  Or  corresponding  price  to  meet  the  penalty  upon 
Adam,  that  Adam  and  all  his  posterity  might  in  due  time 
go  free  from  sin  and  death  A  totally  different  thing  in- 
deed was  the  willing,  intelligent,  loving  offering  of  our 
Redeemer,  according  to  the  plan  devised  and  revealed 
by  infinite  wisdom,  from  the  miserable  caricature  of  it 
offered  in  the  above  iliuscratlon.  I  had  either  given  Mr. 
B.  credit  for  clearer  views  than  he  ever  had,  or  else  he 
was  deliberately  talcing  off  and  casting  away  the  wedding 
garment  oi  Christ's  righteousness.  The  latter  was  the 
only  conclusion  left;  for  he  afterward  stated  that  he  had 
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previously  recognized  Cbrist*s  death  as  man's  ransom^ 
price. 

immediately  I  wrotfi  an  article  for  the  Herald  in  con- 
tradiction of  the  error,  showing  the  neoessity  "  that  one 
diefor  all"— "the  just  for  the  unjust;"  that  Christ  ful- 
filled all  this  as  it  had  been  written;  and  that  conseqttentiy 
God  could  be  just  and  forgive  and  release  the  sinner  from 
the  very  penalty  he  had  justly  imposed.  (Rom.  3:  26  )  I 
also  wrote  to  Mr.  Paton,  calling  his  attention  to  the 
fundamental  character  of  the  doctrine  assailed,  and 
pointing  out  how  the  time  and  circumstances  all  cor- 
responded with  the  parable  of  the  one  who  took  off  the 
,  wedding  garment  when  just  about  to  partake  of  the  wed- 
ding feast  (Matt.  22;  11-14.)  He  replied  that  he  had  not 
seen  it  in  so  strong  a  light  before,  that  Mr-  Barbour  had 
a  strong,  dogmatic  way  of  putting  things  which  had  for 
the  time  overbalanced  htm.  i  urged  that,  seeing  riow 
the  importance  of  the  doctrine,  he  also  write  an  article 
for  the -iVtf'^ii/df,  which,  in  no  uncertain  tone,  would  give 
his  witness  also  for  the  precious  blood  of  Christ.  This 
be  did.  These  articles  appeared  in  the  issues  of  the 
Herald  from  July  to  December,  1378. 

h  now  became  clear  to  me  that  the  Lord  would  no 
longer  have  me  assist  financially,  or  to  be  in  any  way 
identified  with,  anything  which  cast  any  influence  in  op- 
position to  the  fundamental  principle  of  our  holy  Chris- 
tian religion  ;  and  I  therefore,  after  a  most  careful  though 
unavailing  effort  to  reclaim  the  erring,  withdrew  entirely 
from  the  Herald  ef  the  Morning  and  from  further  fellow- 
ship with  Mr.  B,  But  a  mere  withdrawal  1  fell  was  not 
sufficient  to  show  my  continued  loyalty  to  our  Lord  and 
Redeemer,  whose  cause  had  thus  been  violently  assailed 
by  one  in  position  to  lead  the  sheep  astray — and  in  that 
position,  too,  very  largely  by  my  individual  assistance 
and  encouragement  when  I  believed  him  to  be,  in  all  sin- 
cerity, true  to  the  Lord,  I  therefore  understood  it  to  be 
the  Lord's  will  that  I  should  start  another  journal  in 
which  the  standard  of  the  cross  should  be  lifted  high,  the 
doctrine  of  the  ransom  defended,  and  the  good  tidings  of 
great  joy  proclaimed  as  extensively  as  possible. 

Acting  upon  this  leading  ol  the  Lord,  I  gave  up 
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traveling,  arid  in  Juiy,  1S79,  the  first  number  of  ZtON's 
Watch  Towek  and  Herald  of  Christ's  Presence  made 
its  appearance.  From  the  first,  it  has  been  a  special  ad- 
vocate of  the  ransom,  and  by  the  grace  of  God  we  hope 
it  will  ever  be. 

For  a  time  we  had  a  most  painful  experience;  the 
readers  of  the  Tower  and  of  the  Herald  viftt&  the  same; 
and  from  the  time  the  former  started  and  the  supply  of 
funds  from  this  quarter  for  the  Herald  ceased,  Mr.  B.  not 
only  drew  from  the  bank  the  money  deposited  by  me  and 
treated  al!  he  had  in  hts  possession  as  his  own,  btit  poured 
upon  the  Editor  of  the  Tower  the  vilest  of  personal 
abuse  in  order  10  prevent  the  Tower  and  the  doflrine  of 
the  ransom  from  having  due  influence  upon  the  readers. 
This  of  course  caused  a  division,  as  such  thing  alwavs 
do.  The  persona]  abuse,  betn£  regarded  by  some  as 
true,  had  its  intended  effeft  of  biasing  the  judgments  of 
many  on  the  subjedl  of  the  ransom ;  and  many  tumid 
from  us. 

But  the  Lord  continued  his  favor,  which  I  esteem  of 
more  value  than  the  favor  of  the  whole  world.  Jt  was  at 
this  time  that  Mr.  Adams  espoused  the  views  of  Mr, 
Barbour  and  likeivise  foraoolc  the  doctrine  of  the  ransqm, 
And,  true  to  our  interpretation  of  the  parable  of  the  wed- 
ding garment  as  given  at  the  time,  Mr.  Barbour  and  Mr, 
Adams,  having  cast  off  the  wedding  g'armsnt  of  Christ's 
righteousness,  went  out  of  the  light,  into  the  outer  dirlc- 
ness  of  the  world  on  the  subjects  once  so  clearly  seen— 
namely,  the  time  and  manner  c^  the  Lord's  preseace; 
and  since  then,  for  twelve  years,  they  have  been  expect- 
ing Christ,  Spring  or  Fail,  down  to  the  Spring  oT  1392, 
which  was  their  latest  disappointment,  so  far  as  we  have 
heard. 

During  this  ordealj  or  we  might  truly  call  it  battle, 
for  the  cross  of  Christ,  we  had  the  earnest  co-operation 
of  Mr.  Paton,  who,  up  to  the  Sumi^er  of  1881,  was  an 
appreciated  co-iaborer  and  defender  of  the  doclrins  of 
coming  blessings  through  Christ,  based  upon  the  ransprn 
fpr  all  given  at  Calvary,  The  book,  Tftt  Three  \^jrlds, 
having  been  for  some  time  out  of  print,  it  seemed  as  if 
either  another  edition  of  that,  or  else  a  new  book  cover- 
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ing  the  same  features,  should  Ije  gotten  out.  Mr.  Paton 
agreed  to  get  it  ready  for  the  press,  and  Mr.  Jones  offered 
to  pay  all  the  expenses  incident  to  its  printing  and  bind- 
ing and  to  give  Mr,  Paton  as  many  copies  of  the  book  as 
he  could  sell,  as  remuneration  for  his  time  spent  in  pre- 
paring the  mailer,  ^provided  I  would  a^ree  to  advertise 
it  Uberally  acd  gratuitously  in  the  ToWER— well  knowing 
that  there  would  be  a  demand  for  it  if  I  should  recom- 
mend it,  and  that  his  outlay  would  be  sure  to  return  with 
profit  (For  those  books  did  not  sell  at  such  low  prices  as 
we  charge  for  Milleswiajl  DawK.)  I  not  only  ^reed  to 
this,  but  contributed  to  Mr.  Paton's  personal  e-xpenses  in 
connection  with  the  publishing,  as  well  as  paid  part  of 
the  printer's  bill  at  his  solicitation. 

In  the  end,  I  alone  was  at  any  financial  loss  in  con- 
nection with  chat  book,  called  Day  Dawn,  the  writer  and 
publisher  both  being  gainers  financiaJly,  while  I  did  all 
the  introducing  by  repeated  advertisements.  We  need 
to  give  these  particulars,  because  of  certain  one-sided  and 
only  partial  statements  of  Jacts  and  misrepresentations, 
whrch  have  recently  been  published  and  circulated  in 
tract  form  by  Mr.  Paton,  who  is  also  now  an  advocate  of 
that  "  other  gospel  "  of  which  the  cross  of  Christ  is  not 
the  center,  and  which  denies  that  he  "  bought  us  with  his 
own  precious  blood."  Mr.  P.  has  since  published  an- 
other book,  which,  though  called  by  the  same  name  as 
the  one  we  introduoed,  being  on  another  and  a  false 
foundation,  I  rannot  and  do  not  recommend,  but  which  I 
esteem  misleading  sophistry,  tending  to  undermine  the 
whole  structure  of  the  Christian  system,  yet  retaining  a 
sufficiency  of  the  truths  which  we  once  held  in  common,  to 
make  it  palatable  and  dangerous  to  all  not  rooted  and 
grounded  upon  the  ransom  rock. 

The  ialse  foundation  which  it  presents  is  the  old 
heathen  doctrine  of  evoliilJon  revamped,  which  not  only 
denies  the  fall  of  man,  but  as  a  consequence,  all  neceisiiy 
for  a  redeemer.  It  claims,  on  the  contrary,  that  not  by 
redemption  and  restitution  to  a  lost  estate,  but  by  pro- 

•■For  this  reasoD  Mr.  Joaw'  ftddrew,  was,  properly,  Uic  only 
one  mentioned  in  oUl  adveitiiemeat  of  it. 
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gressive  evolution  or  development,  man  has  risen  and  is 
sdn  to  rise  from  the  lower  condition  in  which  he  was  cre- 
ated until,  by  his  own  good  works,  he  ultimately  reaches 
the  divine  nature.  It  claims  that  our  blessed  Lord  was 
himself  a  degraded  and  imperfect  man,_  whose  work  on 
earth  was  to  crucify  a  carnal  nature,  whichj  it  daims,  he 
possessed,  and  to  ihui  show  all  men  haw  to  crucify  their 
carnal  or  sinful  propensities. 

And  here  we  remark  that  the  darkness  and  degrada- 
tion which  came  upon  the  whole  world  in  its  fallen,  cast- 
off  condition,  and  which  was  only  intensified  by  Papacy's 
priestcraft  during  die  dark  ages,  when  contrasted  with 
the  light  of  intelligence,  which  God  is  now  letting  in  upon 
the  world,  have  gradually  led  men  to  esteem  present  in- 
telligence as  merely  a  part  of  a  process  of  evolutiori.  This 
view,  as  we  have  shown,*  though  quite  Jncotrect,  is  nev- 
ertheless the  octrasion  of  the  predicted  great  failing  away 
from  the  faith  of  the  Bible  during  the  harvest  period. 
(Psa.  91  :  7.)  And  few  Christian  people  seem  to  be  well 
enough  grounded  in  the  truth  to  be  able  to  withstand  this 
trial  of  the  evil  day,  in  which  many  will  fill  while  only 
the  few  will  stand.    For  this  cause  we  use  great  plainness 

of  speech.  -,    -,    ^,      t. 

The  little  history  of  the  way  in  which  Mr.  Faton 
came  to  turn  from  us  and  from  the  ransom,  to  oppose 
that  which  he  once  dearly  saw  and  advocated,  is  impor- 
tant, as  it  became  the  occasion  of  another  sifting  or  test- 
ing of  the  Watch  TqwEr  readers,  by  that  time  a  much 
larger  number  (because  Mr.  Paton  had  been  a  respected 
brother  and  co-worker  with  us,  and  because _as  a  traveling 
representative  of  the  Tower  and  iU  doctrines,  his  ex- 
penses being  met  in  part  by  Tow^R  subscriptions  and 
renewals,  as  well  as  by  money  from  me,  he  vfos  persenaily 
known  to  a  larger  number  of  the  readers  than  was  the 
editor  of  the  Tower).    It  came  about  thusi— 

In  the  year  iSSi,  Mr.  Barbour,  still  publishing  the 
Herald,  and  still  endeavoring  to  overthrow  the  doctrine 
of  the  ransom,  finding  that  on  a  preaching  lour  I  had 
used  a  diagram    of   the   Tabernacle  to  illustrate  how 
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Christ's  sacrifice  was  typified  In  the  sacrifices  of  typical 
Israel,  wrote  an  article  on  the  Atonement,  in.  which  he 
undertook  to  show  that  the  sacrifices  of  the  Day  of 
Atonement  typified  almost  anything  else  tlian  what  they 
do  typify,  I  could  readily  see  through  die  fallacy  of  his 
presentation,  which  madeof  the  bullock  a  type  of  one  thing 
m  One  verse  and  another  thing  in  each  other  verse  in 
which  it  was  mentioned,  and  so  too  with  the  goat.  But  I 
weU  knew  that  people  in  general  are  not  close  reasoners, 
and  that,  with  die  cares  of  life  upon  them,  they  are  too 
apt  to  accept  a  seeming  interpretation,  without  a  critical 
eaamination  of  the  words  of  Scripture  and  their  context, 

I  thought  the  matter  ail  over.  I  examined  the  chap- 
ter (Lev.  16),  but  while  seeing  the  inconsistency  and 
error  of  Mr.  Barbour's  interpretation,  I  could  only  con- 
fess that  I  did  not  understand  it  and  could  not  give  a 
connected  interpretation  which  would  fit  all  the  details  so 
plainly  stated,  and  ail  of  which  must  have  a  particular 
meaning.  What  could  I  do  ?  Those  reading  the  Herald 
as  well  as  the  Tower  would  probably  be  misled  if 
not  helped  out  of  the  difficulty ;  and  to  merely  say  that 
die  Herald's  interpretation  was  inconsistent  with  itself, 
and  therefore  a  misinterprelaiion,  would  be  misunder- 
stood. Many  would  surely  think  that  1  opposed  that 
view  from  a  spirit  of  rivalry;  for  there  are  alwaj-s  peo- 
ple with  wliom  everything  resolves  itself  into  personality, 
rivalry  and  parly  .spirit,  and  such  cannot  understand 
others  who  take  a  uiglier  and  nobler  view,  and  who 
think  always  and  only  of  the  truth,  regardless  of 
persons. 

I  went  to  the  Lord  with  this  as  with  every  trial,  told 
him  just  how  it  seemed  to  me,  how  anxious  I  felt  for  the 
dear  sheep,  who,  having  their  appetites  sharpened  by 
some  truth,  were  by  their  very  hunger  exposed  to  Satan's 
deceptions,  I  told  him  thatl  realized  that  he  was  the  Shep- 
herd, and  not  I,  but  that  I  knew  also  that  he  would  be 
pleased  at  my  interest  in  the  sheep  and  my  desire  to  be 
his  mouthpiece  to  declare  the  truth,  the  way  and  the  life 
to  them  ;  that  I  felt  deeply  impressed  that  if  the  time  had 
come  for  the  permission  of  a  false  view  to  deceive  the 
unworthy^  it  must   also   be   his   due  time  to  have  the 
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truth  on  the  same  subjeft  made  clear,  that  the  worthy 
ones  miEhi.  be  enabled  to  stand,  and  not  fall  from  the 
truth.  Belie'ving'  that  the  due  time  had  come  for  [he  cor- 
rect understanding' of  the  meaning  of  the  Jewish  sacri- 
fices, which  all  Cliristians  see  were  typical  of  "better  sac- 
rifices," and  that  the  Lord  would  grant  ihe  insight  as 
soon  as  I  got  into  the  attitude  of  heart  best  fitted  lo  re- 
ceive the  ligtit,  1  praved  with  confidence  thatif  the  Lord's 
due  time  had  come,  and  if  he  were  willing*  to  use  me  as 
his  instrument  to  declare  the  message  to  his  dear  family, 
that  I  might  be  enabled  to  rid  my  heart  and  mind  of  any 
prejudice  that  might  stand  in  the  way  and  be  led  of  his 
spirit  into  the  proper  understanding. 

Believing- that  the  prayer  would  be  answered  affirma- 
tively, I  went  into  my  study  next  morning  prepared  to 
study  and  write.  The  forenoon  I  spent  in  scrutinizing 
the  text  and  everj'  other  Scripture  likely  to  shed  light 
Upon  it,  especially  the  epistle  to  the  HebrewSj  and  jn 
looking  to  the  Lord  for  wisdom  and  guidance;  but  no 
solution  of  the  difficult  passage  came.  The  afternoon 
and  evening  were  similarly  Spent,  and  all  of  the  next  day. 
Everything  else  "was  neglected,  and  I  wondered  why  tiie 
Lord  i;ept  me  so  long  ;  but  on  the  third  day  near  noon 
the  whoie  matter  came  to  me  as  dear  as  the  noon-day 
sun — .so  clear  and  convincing  and  so  harmonious  itfith 
the  whole  lenor  of  Scripture,  that  I  could  not  question 
its  correctness  ;  and  no  one  has  ever  yet  been  able  lo 
find  a  flaw  in  it.  (This  has  been  published  in  several 
editions  in  pamphlet  form  under  the  title,  "The  Taber- 
nacle SHjVDOWs  of  the  Better  Sacrifices,"  and 
can  sti]]  be  had  by  addressing  tlie  Wa/ch  Tozeer  office.) 
Then  I  knew  why  the  Lord  had  led  me  to  it  so  slowly 
and  cautiously.  I  needed  a  special  preparation  of  heart  for 
the  full  appreciation  of  all  it  contained,  and  I  was  all  the 
the  more  assured  that  it  was  not  of  my  own  wisdom  ;  for 
if  of  my  own  why  would  it  not  have  come  al  once  ?  I 
found  that  the  understanding  of  that  subject  was  bound 
10  have  a  wide  influence  upon  ull  our  hopes  and  views  of 
all  truths — not  in  that  it  overturned  old  truths  or  contra- 
dicted them,  but,  on  the  contrary,  in  that  it  set  them'all  in 
order  and  harmony  and  straightened  out  Utile  knots  and 
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twists.  For  instance,  the  doctrine  of  justification  by 
Faith  had  always  beeri  more  or  less  confused  in  my  raind, 
as  it  is  in  every  mind,  with  the  doctrine  of  sanctification 
which  calls  for  self-sacrifice  and  works.  This  was  all 
made  clear  and  plain  at  once  -  for  the  types  showed  that 
we  all,  as  sinners,  needed  first  of  alt  Christ's  ransom 
sacriftce,  that  we  appropriate  its  merits  (justification — for- 
giveness) to  Ourselves  tiy /aiih,  and  that  ih-us  we  are  jus- 
tified (reckoned  free  from  sin)  when  we  by  faith  accept 
of  Christ's  sacrifice  on  our  behalf.  The  type  showed,  too, 
that  It  is  only  a/Zfr  being  thus  cleansed  in  God's  sight 
(by  our  acceptance  of  Christ's  finished  work  as  our  ran- 
sora-sacrifice)  that  God  is  willing  to  accept  us  as  joint 
sacrijices  with  Christ,  and  that  if  faithful  to  the  end,  fol- 
lowing in  his  footsteps,  we  should  be  granted  the  favor  of 
joint-heirship  with  him. 

Htre  1  first  saw  that  the  great  privilege  of  becoming 
joint-heirs  with  Christ  and  partakers  with  him  of  the  di- 
vine nature  was  confined  exclusively  to  those  who  would 
share  with  him  in  self-sacrifice  in  the  service  of  the  truth. 
And  here,  loo,  I  saw  for  the  first  lime  thatthe  Lord  was  the 
/frj/ of  these  sacrifices,  the  Sin-Offering;  consequently, 
(hat  none  of  God's  servants,  the  prophets,  who  lived  and 
died  before  Christ,  were  priests  after  his  order,  nor 
sharers  in  sacrifice  with  him,  even  though  some  of  them 
were  stoned,  others  sawn  asunder  and  others  slain  with 
the  sword,  for  the  cause  of  God;  that  though  they  would 
get  a  good  and  great  reward,  they  wOuld  belong-  to  a 
Separate  clas-s  and  order  ffom  those  called  to  sacrifice  and 
joint-heirship  -with  Christ  on  and  since  Pentecost.  Here, 
too,  I. first  saw  that  the  accepiablt  day  of  the  Lord  sig- 
nifies this  Gospel  age — the  time  during  which  he  will 
accept  the  sacrifice  of  any  who  come  unto  God  through 
Christ,  the  great  Sirj-Oflfering;  that  when  this  acceptable 
day  ends,  the  reward  of  joint-heir^hip  and  change  to 
the  divine  nature  ends;  and  thai  when  this  great  day  of 
sacrifice,  the  Gospel  age  (the  real  day  of  Atonement),  has 
closed,  when  all  the  members  of  tlie  body  of  Christ  have 
participated  with  him  in  the  sacrifice  o/ their  rights  as  lusti- 
fied  men,  and  been  glorified,  then  the  blessing  will  be- 
gin to  come  to  the  world — the  Millennial  blessings  pur- 
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chased  for  men  by  iheir  Redeemer,   according  to  the 
grace  of  God. 

This  first  brought  us  to  a  clear  recognition  of  the 
distirnSion  ol  natures — of  what  constitutes  human  nature. 
what  constitutes  angelic  nalure  and  what  constiiuies  di- 
vine nature,  us  shown  in  Millennial  Dawk,  Vol.  I., 
Cliapter  x.  And  whereas  we  formerlj*  used  the  word 
RESTITUTION  in  a  general  way  to  mean  sonie  sort  of 
blessed  change,  now,  under  the  clearer  light,  we  began  to 
see  thai  \he  great  work  of  restituiion  could  only  mean 
what  ihe  word  implies — a  restoration  of  that;  which  was 
lost  (Matt.  iS  ;:i) — a  restoration  to  the  original  condition 
from  which  man  once  fell,  Then  ]  saw  that  God's  plan, 
when  carried  oul,  would  not  bring  all  his  creatures  m  the 
one  level  of  the  divine  nature,  but  that  he  purposed  to 
have  an  order  of  creatures  called  Angels,  who,  though 
perfect,  would  always  be  oi  a  different  order,  or  nature, 
from  the  divine  nature,  and  he  likewise  purposed  to  have 
a  race  of  beings  of  the  human  nature,  of  whom  Adam 
was  a  sample  or  pattern  and  whose  future  earthly  home, 
Paradise,  Eden  was  a  sample  or  pattern,  I  also  saw  that 
God  purposed  that  Christ  and  his  joint-sacrificers  and 
joint-heirs  are  to  be  God's  instruments  for  blessing  the 
fallen  race  and  resloHng  them  to  the  condition  of  perfec- 
tion enjoyed  by  Adan^  in  Eden — a  condition  which  God 
said  was  "very  good,"  and  an  image  c>^  himself  And 
ihcFc  joint-heirs  with  Christ.  1  saw,  were  to  be  liighly  ex- 
alted to  a  naltire  higher  than  restored  and  perfect  man- 
hood, higher,  too,  than  the  angelic  nature— even  to  be 
pa,rtakers  of  the  divine  nature.  When  all  these  things 
so-unexpecicdly  shone  out  so  brighlJy  and  clearly.  T  did 
not  wonder  thai  the  Lord  gave  me  several  days  of  wait- 
ing and  preparation  for  the  blessing,  and  to  him  1  ren- 
dered praise  and  thanks.  All  my  iaintness  of  heart  and 
fear  of  the  bad  etfect  of  the  wrong  view  fled  belore  this 
evidence  of  the  Lord's  leading  in  the  pathway  that 
"shines  more  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day."  I  saw  at 
once  that  these  flew  developments  would  probably  prove 
a  stumbling  block  to  some,  as  well  as  a  great  blessing  to 
others  who  were  ready  for  it.  Instead,  therefore,  of  pub- 
lishing it  in  the  next  Tower,  I  determined  to  iirsi  pre- 
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sent  the  matter  privately  to  the  m,ore  prominent  brethren; 
— remembering  Paul's  course  in  asiraiiar matter — GaL2:2. 

Accordingly  1  sent  invitations  and  the  money  necessa- 
ry for  traveling  expenses  to  four  of  the  more  prominent 
brethren,  requesting  a  conference.  Mn  Paton  from 
Michigan  was  one  of  the  four,  and  the  only  one  who  re- 
jected the  fresh  rays  of  light,  Nor  could  be  find  any 
feult  with  the  exegesis,  though  urged,  as  all  were,  to  state 
anything  which  might  seem  inconsistent,  or  to  quote  any 
passages  of  Scripture  thought  to  be  in  conflict  But  there 
were  none;  and  every  question  oaly  demonstrated  more 
fully  the  strength  of  the  position,  I  therefore  urged  ihat 
what  was  beyond  the  criticism  of  those  most  femiliar  with 
the  plan  of  God  must  be  the  truth,  and  oughL  to  be  confessed 
and  taught  at  any  cost,  and  especially  when  it  arranged  and 
ordered  all  the  other  features  of  truth  so  beautifully.  [ 
pointed  out,  too,  how  necessary  it  was  to  a  logical  hold- 
md  of  the  ransom,  to  see  just  what  this  showed ;  viz. :  the 
distinctions  of  nature— that  our  Lord  left  a  higher  nature, 
and  took  a  lower  nature,  when  he  was  made  flesh,  and 
that  the  object  in  that  change  of  nature  was,  that  he 
might,  as  a  man,  a  perfect  man,  give  himself  a  ranstyin 
for  the  first  perfect  man,  Adam,  and  thus  redeem  Adam, 
and  all  lost  in  him.  I  also  showed  how,  as  a  reward  for 
this  great  work,  he  was  given  the  divine  nature  in  his 
resurrection — a  nature  still  higher  than  the  glorious  one 
he  had  left,  when  he  became  a  man.  But  either  Mr.  Pa- 
ton's  mental  vision  or  heart  was  weak ;  for  he  never  took 
the  step  ;  and  before  long  he,  too,  forsook  the  doctrine  of 
the  ransom,  Vet  he  still  used  the  word  "tansom,"  while 
denying  the  idea  conveyed  by  the  word;  nor  can  he  give 
the  word  any  other  deiiniiion,  or  otherwise  dispute  the 
correctness  of  the  meaning  which  we  attach  to  it — which 
may  be  found  in  any  English  dictionary  and  is  true  to 
the  sfgoificance  of  the  Greek  word  which  it  translates. 

Notwithstanding  our  best  endeavors  to  save  him  he 
drifted  farther  and  farther  away,  until  1  was  obliged  to 
refuse  his  articles  for  the  Tower  for  the  same  reason  that 
obliged  me  to  refuse  to  longer  spend  the  Lord's  money 
entrusted  to  me  to  assist  Mr.  Barbour  to  spread  the  same 
pernicious  theory. 
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It  was  about  this  time  that  Mr.  Jones  informed  me 
that  the  copies  of  the  book  Day  Datun  which  T  had  pur- 
chased Isst  were  all  that  were  left ;  and,  announcing  it  so 
that  no  more  orders  for  it  might  come  to  the  Tou'er  of- 
fice, I  took  occasion  to  promise  MlLI.ENNMAL  DAWM, 
which  should  present  the  Pian  of  the-  j\g;es  in  the  clenrcr, 
more  orderly  manner  made  possible  by  the  new  light 
Fhed  upon  every  feature  of  it  by  the  lessons  from  the 
Tabernacle.  About  this  time  Mr.  Paton  concluded  that 
he  wDuid  pubhsh  another  book  under  the  name  Day 
Daivn.  revised  to  harmonize  with  his  changed  views,  which 
ignored  the  ransom,  ie-nored  justification  and  the  need  of 
either,  and  taught  that  all  men  will  be  everlastingly  saved 
— not  in  any  sense  as  the  result  of  any  sacrifice  for  their 
sin  by  Christ,  but  as  the  result  of  each  one's  crucifying 
sin  in  himself— the  law  under  which  the  poor  Jews  tried 
to  commend  themselves  to  God,  but  which  justified  none, 
Many  and  severe  were  the  calumnies  heaped  upon  me, 
because  1  exposed  this  change,  told  that  the  original  was 
out  of  print  and  that  the  new  book  ^vas  on  a  different 
foundation  from  the  one  I  commended. 

During  this  time  1  was  busied  by  an  immense  work 
known  to  many  of  you — the  issue  and  circulation  of  over 
i,4oo,oocj  copies  of  two  pamohlets,  entitled  Food  for 
Thikkinp.  Christians  and  Tabernacle  Teachtngs^ 
whose  united  matter  was  about  the  same  as  that  of 
Dawn,  Vol.  I.;  and  besides  this  i  was  flooded  with 
t!',ciusands  of  joyous  and  joy-tjivine  letters,  from  tliose 
who  had  received  and  were  reading  the  pamphlets  thus 
distributed,  and  aslting  questions  and  more  reading  mat- 
ter. To  add  to  our  ihrong-,  financisl  complications  came; 
and  thus  for  four  ye?.fs  I  was  hindered  from  fulfilling-  my 
promise  of  MiLt.ES'NiAL  Dawn.  Nor  will  our  promise 
of  the  complete  set  be  fulfilled  for  some  time  yet;  for 
though  three  volumes  are  now  out  and  a  fourth  on  the 
way,  I  purpose  several  more,  as  the  Lord  shall  ^ive  fjrace 
and  strength,  in  connection  with  the  Other  features  of  his 
work  entrusted  to  my  care.  But  during  those  four  years 
we  were  struggling  through  an  immense  amount  of  labor 
and  many  draw-backs  (all  cheerfully  undergone  for  the 
sake  of  the  Lord  and  his  saints),   and  each  year  we 
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hoped  afresh  to  be  able  to  gather  the  hours  necessary  to 
complete  the  &rsl  volume  of  Millennial  Dawn.  And 
the  same  great  Adversary  of  the  truth  still  hinders  each 
volume— the  fourth  volume  being  now  retarded  by  these 
latest  agencies  of  Satan — the  conspirators. 

Some  who  have  The  Three  Worlds  or  the  u/rf  edi- 
tion of  Day  Dawn  would  perhaps  like  to  know  my 
present  opinion  of  them^wheiher  I  still  think  them 
profiitable  hooks  10  loan  to  truth 'Seekers.  To  this  I  reply. 
Certainly  not;  because  the  very  immature  views  of  God's 
Ixulh  therein  presented  tall  far  short  of  what  we  now  see 
to  he  God's  wonderful  plan.  Things  which  are  now 
clear  as  noonday  were  then  cloudy  and  mixed.  The  dis- 
tinctions between  the  perfect  human  nature  to  which  the 
obedient  of  the  world  will  be  reslored  during  the  Millen- 
nium, and  the  divine'  nature  to  which  the  litde  fiock,  the 
sacrificing  elefl  of  the  Gospel  age,  are  soon  to  be  exaUsd, 
were  then,  unnoticed,  All  now  so  dear  was  then  blurred, 
mixed  and  indisriod.  Neither  bad  wc  then  seen  the  steps 
or  planes,  shown  upon  the  Chart  of  the  Ages,  Millen- 
nial Dawn,  Vol.  I.,  which  have  assisted  so  many  to  dis- 
tinguish between  josttfication  and  sanctification,  and  to 
detMmine  their  present  standing  and  relationship  to  God. 

And  the  time  reckonings  which  Uiose  books  pre- 
sent, lacking  poirvt  and  leaving  the  reader  in,  doubt  as  to 
what  the  author  is  attempting  to  prove  by  them,  tend  only 
to  confuse  the  mind  and  to  give  the  impression  that  lime 
prophecies  arc  merely  clues  and  serve  no  definiie  purpose 
Or  object.  Hence,  I  answer  most  decidedly,  I  would  not 
recommend  nor  use  either  of  those  books  to-day.  Once 
I  was  much  less;  careful  about  whal  I  circulated  or  com- 
niiended,  but  I  am  learning  ever^'  day  to  be  more  careful 
as  to  what  sort-of  food  I  put  before  any  of  tlie  Lord's 
hungry  sheep.  The  Lord  has  taught  me  that  it  is  a  re- 
sponsible matter  to  be  a  teacher,  even  to  the  extent  of  cir- 
culating a  book  or  a  paper.  Even  food  Jar  Thinking 
Christians  (now  also  out  of  print),  I  no  longer  commend 
because  li  is  less  systematic  and  therefore  less  clear  than 
later  publications. 

Another  chapter  in  our  experience  needs  to  be  told, 
as  it  marks  another  shaking  and  sifting.     Mr.   A.    D. 
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Tones  proposed  to  start  a  paper  on  the  same  line  as  the 
Watch  Tower,  to  reptibllah  some  of  the  simpler  feat- 
ures of  God's  plan  and  to  be  a  sort  of  missianary  and 
primary  tenclier.  Knowing  him  to  be  clear  on  tlie  sub- 
ject of  the  rfkiisom,  I  bade  him  God  speed  and  introduced 
a  sample  copy  of  his  pp^per,  ZJon's  Day  Star  (now  for 
some  years  discontinued;,  to  our  nearly  ten  thousand 
readers — only,  ^s  it  soon  proved,  to  stumble  some  of 
them  Jmo  rank  infidelity  and  others  into  the  rejectioii  of 
the  ransom  ;  for  though  the  Day  Star  for  a  few  months 
Steered  a  straight  course  and  maintained  the  same  posi- 
tion as  the  TowF.a  with  reference  to  the  ransom,  and  for 
the  s&me  reason  ref^.ised  tlie  no-ransom  articles  sent  for 
its  columns  by  Mr.  Paton,  yet  within  one  year  it  had  re- 
pudiated Christ's  atoning  sacrifice,  and  within  another 
year  it  had  gone  boldly  into  infidelity  and  totally  repudi- 
ated all  the  rest  of  the  Bible  as  well  as  those  portions 
which  teach  the  fall  in  Adam  and  the  ransom,  therefrom 
in  Christ. 

All  this  menni  another  strain,  another  sifiing;, 
another  cutting-  loos-e  of  friends,  who  erroneously  sup- 
posed that  our  criticisms  of  the  false  doctrines  were 
prompted  by  a  spirit  of  rivalry,  and  who  did  not  so  soon 
see  whither  his  teachings  were  drifting,  nor  how  great  the 
importance  of  holding  fast  the  first  principles  of  the  doc- 
trines of  Christ— how  Christ  died  for  our  sins  and  rpse 
again  for  our  justification, 

This  brings  the  history  down  close  enough  perhaps 
to  the  present  Lime ;  but  we  want  to  put  you  all  on  notice 
that  the  shaking  and  sifting  process,  so  far  from  being 
over  and  past,  is  bound  to  progress  more  and  more  until 
all  have  been  iried  and  tested  thoroughly.  It  is  not  a 
question  of  who  may  fall,  but  of  "Who  shall  be  able  to 
stand  ?"  as  the  apostle  puts  it.  And  we  have  need  again 
to  remember  the  admonition,  "  Let  him  wiio  thinketh  he 
standeth  [who  feels  \'ery  confident,  as  did  Peter  when  he 
said,  "Lord.  thoLigh  all  deny  thee,  yet  will  not  I  "] 
take  heed  lest  iiafail." 

This  doctrine  of  another  way  of  salvation  (and  sal- 
vation for  all,  too)  than  by  the  cross  of  Christ,  is  not  only 
the  error  which  is,  and  has  been  smce  1874,  sifting-all  who 
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come  into  the  light  of  present  ixuLh,  but  it  is  the  trial  that 
is  to  come  upon  the  whole  of  so-called  Christendom  to 
try  Ihem.  (Rev.  3 :  10.)  It  is  already  spreading  among 
all  classes  of  Christian  people,  especially  among  ministers 
of  all  denominations.  The  number  who  believe  that 
Christ's  death  paid  our  sia-penalty  is  daily  getting 
smaller,  and  before  very  long  there  will  be  a  regular  stam- 
pede from  the  doctrine  oi  man's  fall  in  Adam  and  his 
ransom  from  that  fait  by  "  the  man  Christ  Jesus,"  (i  Tim. 
a :  5,  5.)  As  the  PsaJmist  prophetically  pictured  it,  a 
thousand  wiH  fall  to  one  who  will  stand. — Psa.  gi :  7. 

The  time  has  conic  for  each  one  to  declare  himself 
boldty.  He  who  is  not  for  the  cross  and  the  ransom 
there  effected  is  against  it  1  He  that  gathereth  not  scat' 
lereth  abroad  ■  He  who  Is  silent  on  this  subject,  when  it 
is  being  assailed  by  foes  on  every  hand,  whether  it  be  the 
silence  of  fear,  or  of  shainSj  or  of  indifference^  is  not 
■worthy  of  the  truth,  and  will  surely  be  one  to  stumble 
quickly.  He  who  from  any  cause  sits  idly  by,  M'-hile  the 
banner  of  the  cross  is  assailed,  is  not  a  soldier  of  the  cross 
worthy  the  name,  and  will  not  be  reckoned  among  the 
over-comers  who  shall  inherit  all  things.  And  God  is 
permitdng  these  very  siftlngs,  In  order  to  sift  out  all  who 
are  not  "over-comers."  and  to  test  and  manifest  the  littie 
flock,  who,  like  Gideon's  final  army,  will,  though  few, 
share  the  viifiory  and  honors  of  their  Captain  in  glory. 

Are  you  prepared  for  the  issue,  dear  brethren  and 
sisters  ?  The  armor  of  truth  has  been  given  you  for  some 
time  past ;  have  you  put  it  on  ?  have  you  made  it  your 
shield  and  buckler?  your  defense  against  all  the  wily  arts 
of  the  evil  one  ? 

Do  not  be  deceived  by  the  agents  he  often  makes 
use  of.  In  this  he  will  be  zs  cunning  as  in  his  presenta- 
tion of  the  deceptive  misrepresentafions  of  truth,  making 
unwitting  use  of  many  a  weaker  brother,  and  to  some  ex- 
tent of  every  Stumbling  and  deceived  one,  to  spread 
farther  the  infeif\ion  of  false  doctrine.  And  while  every 
child  of  God  should  take  earnest  heed,  that  he  prove  not 
an  occasion  of  stumbling  to  any,  we  cannot  doubt  that 
every  one,  through  some  instrumentality,  willbeassailed. 
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Aptly  indeed  did  the  Prophet  liken  it  to  a  pestilence- 
(Fsa.  91:6.)  A  pestilence  spreads  because  people  are  in 
a  physical  condition  whiqli  renders  them  susceptible  to 
disease.  Physicians  say  that  those  whose  systems  are 
in  good,  hcnlthy  order  are  in  lidle  dang'er  of  any  disease- 
So  it  is  with  a  s-pirilual  pestilence:  it  will  fiourish  not  only 
because  all  will  be  exposed  10  it  who  have  not  a  clear  in- 
tellectual appreciation  of  the  doctrines  of  Christ,  but 
from  another  cause  also.  Out  of  the  heart  are  the  issues 
of  li(e,  and  mosl  needful  of  all  to  be  in  right;  condition 
is  the  heart.  How  is  your  heart?  Is  it  proud,  boastful, 
independent,  seEf-conscioua  and  self-willed?  If  so,  take 
care;  you  will  be  very  liable  10  this  epidemic,  no  matter 
how  far  from  it  you  may  seem  to  be.     Pray  for

With  such  a  heart  yoii  are  safe-  In  meekness  and 
lowliness,  you  will  never  think  of  redeeming  yo-arself 
from  ihe  condemnation  thaiyou  inherited  throug-h' Adam, 
by  sacrificing  present  sinful  desires,  but  you  \*' ill  flee  to 
the  cross-,  where  God  himself  opened  the  fountain  Cor  sin 
and  uncleaiiness,  present  as  well  as  past. 

DOTH    THJS   OFFEND    YOU  ? 

We  presume  that  it  will  o/Fend  some,  though  it  is 
not  designed  to  offend  any.  It  is  written  for  the  defense 
of  the  meek  against  the  sophistries  of  error.  "Who  shall 
ascend  into  the  hill  ^{  the  Lord  [into  the  Kingdom  offer- 
ed]? or  who  anal!  stand  in  his  holy  place  ?  He  that  hath 
clean  hands  and  a  pure  heart  [wlio  is  diligently  fashion- 
ing his  life  after  the  principles  of  holiness];  who  hath  not 
lifted  up  his  soul  unto  vanity  [who  cultivates  no  earthly 
ambitions  or  pride,  but  patiently  waits  for  the  glory  to  fol- 
low the  course  of  present  self-sacrifioej,  nor  sworn  de- 
ceitfully [ignoring  or  despising  his  covenant  with  God]: 
He  shall  receive  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  [the  Kingdom 
glory  and  joint- heirship  with  Christ],  and  righteousness 
[perfei5lion — full  deliverance  from  present  infirmities,  etc.] 
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from  the  God  of  his  salvation."  (Psa,  24 ;  3-5. )  "Seek 
righteousness,  seek  meekness  :  it  may  be  ye  shall  be  hid 
in  the  day  of  the  Lord's  anger  [in  this  "evil  day'' — ^ihis 
day  of  snares  ajid  pitfalls  and  flying  arrows  and  destruc- 
tive pestilences]."  "Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not 
into  temptation" — that  "your  minds  be  not  corrupted 
from  the  simplicity  that  is  in  Christ."  Let  all  the  meek
